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BERLIN, March 16.—All through the bit- 
ter night workmen in thousands toiled upon the 
funeral structures in the Upter den Linden, de- 
scending from time to time to warm their 
numbed hands over big braziers of charcoal 
Which lined the avenue. The sky, which was 
starlit till 2 o’clock, was then clouded over. The 
morning broke gray and overcast, with a biting 
cola northerly wind. Country people began 
coming in at 6 o’clock. The Thiergarten and 
the fields beyond were early filled with the 
Wagons and sleds of families camping out with 
their own vivtuals and even braziers for warmth. 

The decorations were not completed till late in 
the forenoon. All the side streets were filled 
with trade processions, and the Linden side- 
walks were packed with a perfect crush of spee- 
tators while the scaffoidings were being knocked 
away all the length of the street. The grand 
arch at Friedrichstrasse revealed the huge pa- 
Vilion of crape with striking white trappings, 
royal initials and devices, the whole surmounted 
by an immense imperial crown of metal. All 
the festoons of black stuff between the obe- 
lisks marking the route of the procession 
were twined with strings of evergreen. 
Barges moored in the spaces on botn sides 
of the Schloss bridge were mounted with black 
sails fancifully trimmed with white and gold 
decorations, On the front of the Domkirche, 
which was not completed till close om to noon, 
the bulk of the personages who had been invited 
entered under the edifice of planks. The decora- 
tions consisted of big panels of black cloth with 
the imperial initials and eagles dotted in white; 
also, large medallions on either side of the por- 
tal, with sheaves of wheat and a big initial un- 
ber a spread. eagle, all in gold. Over the portal 
projected a large canopy. The Lustgarten op- 
posite was hidden from view from the Dom 
steps by a forest of evergreens erected for the 
oecasion, 

The cavalry, which was first on the scene, 
ranged in squadrons in the space in front of the 
Schloss. Then the First Regiment of Foot 
Guards, with strange mitre hats, with plated 
brass fronts, like those worn by the Hessians in 
our Revolution, took their piaces in front of the 
Dom. Other foot regiments swiftly followed, 
and long before11 the liveried equipages of the 
great ones of the earth began to crowd up to-the 
east postern. 

Inside the Dom was filled by 11, and there 
were constant arrivals for half an hour follow- 
ing. By noon the scene inside the church was 
strangely and wonderfully impressive. The 
greatness of the dead man, the greatness of the 
living representatives of all the royal families 
of Europe gathered about the Hohenzollern 
dDier, the dim church, the hushed multitude, and 
the blackness of death, contrasting with the 
brilliant uniforms, the glittering drawg swords, 
and the Chamberlain’s blazing decorations, made 
one of the most remarkable historical pictures 
Europe has ever seen. 

The interior was divided in about the centre, 
the front half containing the altar, the cata- 
falque, and red chairs on a raised platform for 
the royal representatives. The back half, slop- 
ing upward like a theatre floor, was occupied by 
minor dignitaries and the people. The Cham- 
berlain’s stewards, clad in gold-faced swallow- 
tails and long gowns, carrying wands surmount- 
ed by black eagles, acted as ushers and kept the 
people in the proper place. Many ladies in deep 
mourning sat in the galleries on either side. 
More than half of the persons present were in 
uniform and most of the rest were decorated, 
wearing evening dress. white ties and black 
studs. Opera glasses were freely used. 

At 11:20 there was a short preliminary serv- 
ce. Four officers with white Prussian helmets 
and a fifth bearing the white Prussian standard 
entered and stood behind the casket and a 
minor priest read a short service, which was in- 
audible to the audience. Before the regular 
service began and during the low wailing. vol- 
untary on the organ,it was noticed that the 
Kaiser was not present, and it was whispered 
around that be had had a serious relavse last 
night. The light from the great rectangle of 
lighted candles in two tiers opposite the head of 
the casket fell softly on the most remark- 
able gathering of mourners that ever 
met at a funeral. Next to the catafalque 
of the illustrious dead interest centred 
upon the lines of princely mourners 
stretchingin half-moon shape in frontof the 
altar and seated on cushioned chairs, The fam- 
ily group was madeupof Kaiser Frederick’s 
two sons, William and Henry; bis son-in-law, 
Bernhard of Saxe-Meiningen; his nephew, the 
Crown Prince of Sweden; his brother-in-law, the 
Grand Duke of Baden, and his cousins, Albert. 
Regent of Brunswick, and Prince Leopold of 
Prussia. More remote relatives present were 
the King of Roumania and Princes Leopold and 
Karl of Hohenzollern, the hereditary Grand 
Duke of Oldenburg, the Grand Duke of 
Saxe-Welmar, and the Prince of Saxe- 
Altenburg. All these were attired 
in uniforms of the various branches 
of the German service, mainly Prussian, all re- 
splendent with colors and decorations. On 
either side of these were the more important 
royal visitors, including the King of the Belgi- 
ans; his brother, the Count of Flanders, in 
the uniform of the Hanoverian dragoons; 
the young Prince Baldwin; the King of Saxony 
in a Field Marshal’s dress, and his brother 
Prince George, nephew of Prince Frederick 
Augustus; the Arch Duke Rudolph, Crown 
Prince of Austria in the uniform of a Prussian 
Major-General of the Guard; the Prince of 
Wales, dressed in blue, as a Colonel of the English 
Horseguards; Prince Albert Victor in the blue 
uniform of the French Hussars; the Duke of 
Cambridge in tho brilliant red of an English 
Field Marshal; the elderly Crown Prince of 
Denmark in a Danish General's uniform; the 
Crown Prince of Greece also in aloeal uniform, 
and the Duke of Coimbra, who is a brother to 
the King of Portugal, in the dress of a Portu- 
guese General of division. The pale young Czar- 
evitch, who is anew figure in Western Europe, 
and who was eyed with the utmost curiosity, 
wore a Russian uniform, but his two handsome 
greatuncles, the Grand Dukes Nicholas and 
Michael, appeared in the dress, respectively, of 
the Prussian Cuirasseurs and the Silesian Hus- 
sars. The still younger Crown Princeof Italy 
and hia uncle, Amadeus, Duke of Aosta, both 
wore Italian uniforms. Gen. Billot was the only 
commoner in this throng, and was the solitary 
reminder in the church of the existence of such 
g uniform as the French. 

} Spain and Holland, countries which had great 
and powerful dynasties when the Hohenzol- 
lerns were petty rulers of the sterile North, 
have no living males of Bourbon or Orange to 
send, and were represented by Generals, who 
Were lost to sight in the crowd in the nave 
where the bulk of the envoys were packed. 
Here, there, aud everywhere, too, were German 
Princes in such swarms, with such ramifications 
of Fiirsts, Herzogs, Grossherzogs, Erbgrossher- 
zogs, Landgraves, and Margraves that the hu- 
mau brain fairly reels in an effort to compre- 
hend them. Of these German Princes, from big 
guns like the Regent Prince of Bavaria down 
_ te the heir apparent of Schaumbure-Lipps 
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there were about 100 present, all in most 
imposing uniforms, and not a few with a 
strange combination of yellow 
and wild, swarthy faces, like survivals 
ofthe ancient Vandals. Prince Bismarck and 
Count von Moltke were not present, being too 
sick to attend. The.chief dignitaries of the ctvil 
and military empire had places in the nave, the 
Most important nearest to the catafalque. The 
foreign Ambassadors were crowded into a small 
tribune opposite-to the royal pew. The posts 
nearest to the coffin were given to Chamberlains 
at the head and foot of the catafalque. At the 
sides, each behind one of the tabourets, bearing 
regalia, &c., stood eight Ministers of State, in- 
cluding Stolberg, Wernigerode, Puttkamer, May- 
bach, Friedberg, and Botticher. Below these 
stood Count Lehndorf and Prince Radziwill with 
drawn swords. The whole interior of the editice 
was crowded with a select throng, when, prompt- 
ly at noon, the Oberhofprediger. Dr. Koegel, in 
@ black gown and bands, began the services. 

He made a brie? address in a strong, fine 
voice, and then read the passage: ‘iam the 
Resurrection and the Life.” The magnificent 
male and female Dom choir then chanted a 
hymn, while all in the church rose. The servica 
which followed was not unlike the English rit- 
ual, but it was declaimed, not intoned, and the 
choir music was grander than in the usual Prot- 
estant service. Dr. Koegel spoke and read with 
genuine eloquence and much emotion, as be- 
came the friend and intimate of the deceasad 
monarch. The spectacle was wonderfuily 
striking looking from the rear of the 
church over the sloping wall of 
heads to the altar with its mass of candles 
on either side, lighting up the guard of plumed 
soldier Princes under the flag of Prussia at the 
foot of the coffin, the black-gowned prelates and 
Ministers of State at the sides, and the ruw on 
row of Princes in uniforms and jewels in front. 

Quitting the Dom at the beginning of the ser- 
monl made my way to the square outside. 
Here incense was smoking in great urns over 
the porch and great flames flaring up in front of 
the church on either side. Up the Linden too 
there was a continuous scene of black crape and 
yellow flames. All columns were surmounted 
with metal caps sending up masses of fire, and 
made-the scene more like the burialofa pagan 
instead of a Christian, of Alaric rather than 
Wilhelm of Germany. 

The ceremonies at the door of the cathedral 
began with a movement of the throng on the 
steps. The Kings and Princes of the royal 
mourning party first appeared and formed on 
the platform and parted to let the bier pass 
through. Deafening crashes of infantry firing 
filled the air from the Lustgarten, the firing be- 
ing by company. It was noted by experts that 
many of these volleys, of which 40 were fired, 
were very irregular, and much worse than Eng- 
lish volunteers would have done. 

There was a fine opportunity as the repre- 
sentative royalties stood at the door of the 
church to inspect them closely. The King of the 
Belgians, who was the tallest of the lot, looked 
better than last Summer at jubilee time, but 
carried a thick cane. The Prince of Wales, 
who was dwarfed under a helmet with sweep- 
ing white plumes, had a very careworn face, 
full of lines and with a sad _ expression, 
which is unusual. Prince William talked 
most of the 10 #£4minutes they stood 
waiting to the Kings of Belgium 
and Saxony. Hehadan impassive, cold face, 
more like a man in the box office of a theatre 
than a mourner at a funeral. His brother Henry, 
who is shorter and extremely blonde, wore a 
naval dress and looked sad, red-eyed and dole- 
ful. One interesting thing was the striking like- 
ness borne by the Grand Duke of Baden to 
James G. Blaine. * He is of the same height, has 
the same profile, the same shape, white hair 
and beard. The coffin was covered with crim- 
son Velvet and was very heavy. 

On its top rested the baton of a Field Mar- 
shal, and at its head was a huge gilt helmet 
of mediwval form, such as surmounts a coat 
of arms, with long white and black plumes. 
The coffin was placed on the carat a gentle 
elevation, and the procession started. The 
funeral Gar was extremely simple, a mere plat- 
form, four feet above the ground, covered with 
white and black satin drapery. On this rested 
a plain black box three feet high, on which 
the coffin was to be placed, thus being 
scarcely higher than the heads of the people. 
The baldaquin consisted of a black satin sheet 
about 15 feet square, with amber gold festooned 
edges, carried some six feet above the coflin by 
means of 12 poles twisted with black and white. 
There were eight black horses completely cov- 
ered with Diack silk and plush trappings and 
huge sable plumes on their heads. Both 
trappings and baldaquin were elaborate- 
ly embroidered with royal emblems. The 
Kaiser’s horse proved to be not a remarkable 
chestnut, Of the slow progress of the cortége 
across the riverand upthe Unter den Linden 
little need be said beyond the fact that the 
royalties did walk, and that a vast crowd, such 
as Berlin never saw before, was jammed like 
sardines inthe Unter den Linden and all its 
approaches. The whole stretch of the Thier- 
garten was crowded equally densely with great 
trade organizations with banners. As they filed 
into line they presented an interesting sight, 
these remarkably well-dressed artisans present- 
ing an appearance of comfort not at all equaled 
by our Knights of Labor at home. 

The services in the church were concluded at 
12:45. Dr. Koegel recited the Lord’s Prayer. 
A grand German hymn, all joining, followed, 
and the benediction was interrupted by the 
crashing of volleys of musketry outside. Inthe 
meantime the late Kaiser’s servants—gardeners, 
hostlers, and the like—had been gathered at one 
of the portals of the Schioss leading from the 
royal stables. At & signal the gates 
opened, and the hearse, drawn by eight maxnifi- 
cent black horses, came out and slowly started 
across to the Dom, with four Lieutenants bear- 
ing cords at the corners, and eight Lieutenants 
and 12 Sergeants carrying the baldaquin. As 
the hearse reached the front of the Dom 12 
chosen Colonels lifted the coftin from the estrade 
in the church and bore it on their shoulders 
down the centre aisle, the State Ministers 
following with crowns, sceptre, the imperial 
ball, and general regalia from the tabourets. 
Eight staff officers now took thereins to lead the 
horses. As the coffin came to the funeral car 
four Knights-of the Black Eagle, Gens. Blumen- 
thal, Vondergolz, Tresckow, and Oberulitz, as- 
sumea the cords of the canopy, 12 other 
Generals took over the baldagquin from 
the Sergeants and the hearse fell into 
place in the vast procession awaiting it, the 
head of which, a squadron of hussars of the guard 
with trumpeters, had already made its way far 
up the Linden. Seven other squadrons of caval- 
ry, dragoons, Uhlans, cuirassiers, and horse 
guards followed. Then eight infantry battalions 
of two companies each, then a great body of 
officials, dignitaries, and courtiers, including 
all the Ministerial bearers of insignia. Close 
upon these came the funeral car, surrounded as 
described. Just before Clandorf and Radziwell, 
still with their drawn swords, was led the dead 
Kaiser’s favorite horse. Then came the Kaiser 
Frederick, followed by the Kings of Saxony, 
Belgium, and Roumania,in the order named; 
then the Crown Prince Wilhelm; then 
Prince Henry; then the others of the 
Prussian royal family; then a swarm 
of foreign or German royalties. Next came the 
Reichstag and Landtag, heads of bureaus, &c. 
The scene was grand in the extreme. Hundreds 
of thousands of spectators, bareheaded, lined 
the avenue of march—one long arcade of black 
crape, blazing crescents, and magnificent in- 
signia of death. : 

The cortége started from the Dom about 12:50. 
It was 3:30 before it reached the Schloss Char- 
lottenburg. The procession in one sense broke 
up when it reached Siegs Allée, or the first road 
after entering the Thiergarten. Here a great 
number of royal carriages were waiting, having 
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come by cirouitous routes, and & great number 
of those who had walked entered these here and 
hair | drove off by different ways to the Schloss. Along 


the whole long road lines of troops were drawn 
up en both sides facing each other and present- 
ing arms as the procession passed. I saw 
it again near the end of the journey. I 
first heard the faint, muffled rattle of arnms 
and then saw the unfurled and-torn battle flags 
above the thick gleaming line of bayonets. 
Here and there wasaband playing a low, sol- 
eimn dirge. The foot soldiers passed with a 
slow, solemn goose step. Last came the 
Bismarck Hussars on splendid black 
mounts, with silver-gilt helmets, haying 
outspread eagles above them. Three double 
imperial coaches followed these. Thencame the 
hearse, then a dozen more funeral coaches, and 
then a big body of trades guilds and civilians 
generally. This was all that came to Charlot- 
tenburg, and all this stopped. at the 
Schloss gates but the hearse and _  car- 
riages. The little cortége wound its 
way past the east side of the Schloss, 
which is an ordinary brown stucco, plain 
chateau. It halted for a moment in the rear for 
the Princes to come out who arrived in advance. 
This halt was made beforea large bow window 
in the back of the Schloss, divided into three 
parts. Inthecentre one of these wana large porce- 
lain vase, which precluded any one standing by 1t. 
At the nearest of the others stood Frederick IIL 
dressed as a General of infantry, unattended 
and holding a handkerchief to his mouth. He 
gazed out on the bier intently al) the while it 
stood in front of the window. When the Princes 
had come out and the procession started again, 
he moved around the vase to the third window 
and watched it again until ft turned a sharp 
corner, past a thick clump of firs into the 
avenue leading to the mausoleum. His face has 
not much color and is thnnner, but his beard is 
unchanged. His expression is wan and ab- 
sorbed. 

The mausoleum is a small, unpretentious, 
brownstone structure, bearing on it sculptured 
Alpba and Omega and the sign of Christus. 
When the hearse reached the building some or- 
derlies emerged from the black curtains screen- 
ing its door, turned the hearse platform ona 
pivot halfway. A dozen of them lifted the heavy 
coffin off and disappeared inside with it, fol- 
lowed by about 25 of the chief royalties, led by 
William and Henry. The others, with the staff 


‘officers, remained outside and looked at the 


closed black curtains. It is understood that the 
cottin will rest, for a time at least, at the foot of 


the tombs of the dead Kaiser’s father and 


mother, a marble urn contaifiing the heart of his 
brother, Frederick William IV., having recently 
been removed for the purpose. So finished the 
last journey of the nonogenarian Kaiser. 


THE SECRETARY'S VIEWS. 


MR. FAIRCHILD SENDS THE WAYS AND 


MEANS COMMITTEE A DIGEST ON PRO- 
POSED TARIFF LEGISLATION, 


WASHINGTON, March 16.—The Ways and 
Means Committee, by Mr. Talbott, their clerk, 
sent to Secretary Fairchild, upon the introduc- 
tion of the Tariff bill, and, later, of the Internal 
Revenue bill, a request that he examine som 
tables relating to them, and communicate to the 
committee his views as to the probable effect 
upon the revenue, of the adoption of the ad- 
ministrative section of the bill He was also 
asked to have the computation of the tables veri- 
fied and footings of the columns of ‘ values’: 
made by experts in the Treasury Department. 
The committee received Secretary Fairchild’s 
answer to-day. The Secretary says: 


First—The proposed substitute for Section. 2,499, 
Revised Statutes, would not, it.is thought,jaffect the 
revenue one way or the other, further than to pre- 
vent loss of duties by securing uniformity 
ot action in the classification of merchan- 
dise. Second—the tendency of the amend- 
mnent to “schedule A,” respecting anhydrous alcohol, 
etc., would be torestrict importations of the arti- 
cle. This would not, however, affect the revenue 
appreciably, as the importations are trifling in 
amount. Thira—The amendment to thé free list 
articles would not apparently affect the 
revenue, Fourth—The amendwent relating to 
‘“* wearing apparel, personal effects,” &c., would nat- 
urally result in an increase of revenues, but there is 
no definite basis for determining such increase. It 
would probabiy not fall short, however, of $500,000 
per annum, Fifth—Where the eifect of Section 6 
would be to increase the dutiable value of merchan- 
cise, subject to ad valorem duties, its tendency at 
the same time would be to restrict speculative 
importations which have been stimulated 
by the opportunities for evasion  afford- 
edgi by the present law as interpreted 
vy the Supreme Court and construed by the Attor- 
ney-General. The section would not, therefore, in 
iy Opinion, operate to increase materially, if at all, 
the aggregate amount of revenue collected. 

No betier illustration of the unreliability of mere 
individual opinion concerning tbe probable effect - 
upon the revenue of tariff legislation can be cited 
than the estimate given by the customs officers of 
the amount required to pay refunds due importers 
under the Oberteuffer decision respecting coverings 
und the annual reduction of duties on this 
account, These estimates as to the amount 
necessary to pay refunds were from $3,000,000 
to $5,000,000, while the annual reduction of 
duties was variously estimated at from $6,000,- 
00u to $10,000,000, It is now practically 
ascertained that the amount actually paid, and to be 
paid as required, covering a period of nearly three 
years, will not exceed $2,000,000, while tne impor- 
tations and revenue have largely increased, due 
duubtiess in some measure to the opportunity for 
evasions, a8 above stated, 

Sixth—Sections 7 and 8 are calculated to promote 
orderly administration and the convenience of im- 
porters, but will not, it is thought, have 
any positive effect upon the revenue, Sev- 
enth—The effect of section 9 would be: First, to 
abolish the 10 per cent. additional duty now collect- 
ed (under section 2,970, R. S.,) on merchandise re- 
maining in bond more than one year, amounting 
approximately to $35,000 per annum, = and, 
second, to reduce the revenue by reason 
of the assessment of duties on the quantity 
of merchandise withdrawn from warehouses, in- 
stead of on the quantity actually imported and 
entered originally as required by existing law, 
(section 2,983, HKevised Statutes.) The amount 
of such reduction cannot be estimated. 
It would certainly be considerable, sand 
might be very large. The tendency of the pro- 
posed amendment would be to increase the volume of 
the goods warehoused and the consequent liability of 
loss of duties thereon. Eighth—There is nothing in 
sections 10 and 11 apparently calculated to affect the 
revenue. Ninth—Section 12 abolishes fees collected 
onentry, On merchandise only. As these fees are 
not separately reported to the department there is 
no ready means of ascertaining tne exact 
amount thereof. It may be safely assumed, 
hewever, that the reduction on this account 
would not exceed $375,000 per annum. Tenth— 
The tendency and effect of sections 13 to 
18, inclusive, would be to prevent fraudu- 
lent attempts upon the revenue and to in- 
sure ® more strict and honest enforcement of 
the tariff laws. Whatever increased duties might 
result from such improved administration would 
probably be upset by a decrease of speculative 
importations made with a view of defraud- 
ing the revenue, Eleventh—There being no 
available data for determining the precise 
amount of duties remitted on account of damage, 
the exact efect of section 19 upon the revenue can- 
not be stated. A certain proportion of the merchan- 
dise, on which damage is now allowed, would be 
abandoned under this section and no duties collected 
thereon. Another resuitof this section would be 
to —— the importation of any but sound goods, 
and especially to discourage the shipment, now com- 
mon, of damage fruits, nuts, and other articles 
upon which lsxge damage allowances are now 
made. Inany »vent it ie not thought the section 
would affect the revenue to exceed $500,000 annu- 
ally. Its great advantage would be to protect hon- 
est importers and atop frauds. 


The Secretary’s verified estimates put the 
estimated amount of duties to be remitted by 
the tariff sohedule at $30,821,283 and the re- 
duction by internal revenue at $24,455,607, ora 
total of $55,276,890.

ITS MOST AWFUL TRAIL 


DEATH AND DESTRUCTION ON 

1HE CHESAPEAKE. 

FORTY LIVES KNOWN TO BE LOST AND 
HUNDREDS OF VESSELS WRECKED IN 
THE STORM—FLOODS IN VIRGINIA. 

BALTIMORE, March 16.—To-day was the 
first time for five days that the Baltimore people 
could buy New-York papers, and the avidity 
with which they embraced the opportunity soon 
ran out the supply. Not a copy of THE TIMES 
could be had after midday, although large sums 
were offered for it. THr TIMES’s unequaled ac- 
count of the blizzard attracted a great deal of 
attention. It was the only paper north of Phila- 
delphta that contained any account of the storm 
in Maryland. It had this in its issue of the 15th, 
being a day ahead of all its contemporaries. 
To-day the weather is delightful, and the tele- 
graph services are improved. 

The estimate of 100 made two days ago of 
the number of vessels in distress on the 
Chesapeake Bay was far too small. Re- 
turns come in slowly, but they show 
an unequaled and a wholesale damage from the 
storm. The list continually increases. The 
loss around Somerset County was great, espe- 
cially in Annamessex River. An unknown 
schooner was sighted on Monday. Shehad flying 
asa signal of distress a bed guilt. She hada 
crew of fiveor six men. The cutter attempted 
to reach the schooner, but could not do it on ac- 
count of the prevailing hurricane. Other un- 
successful attempts were made during Tuesday. 
‘The vessel was finally reached on Wednesday. 
Her crew were found frozen stiff and dead. 
There are a number of sunken boats in Muddy 
Creek, a branch of the river, and a number of 
the dredgers perished. 

E. Ludington and three men from the sloop 
Allen Bird told of their sufferings and how they 
were saved by beaching their boat in the Annam- 
essex River. They were anchored about two 
miles from Ford’s Landing during the storm. 
Before the storm several schooners and pungys 
Were around them. The schooner Fox dragged 
her anchors, but was not wrecked. The schooner 
Easton Light was foundered, and four of her 
crew were lost. On Monday a Hungarian boy 
named Gano Frigako of the pungy Mollie got in 
ayawl boat to go ashore for provisions. The 
small boat soon capsized, and he was drowned. 
Off the schooner Joseph Allen, near by,four were 
lost and three rescued. The provisions and gen- 
eral supplies of the Ocean Bird having given out 
the three men on board succeeded in getting 
ashore. They were about half-frozen and near- 
ly exhausted. They had to leave the boat in 
water breast deep. They finally reached the 
beach and then dropped from exhaustion. They 
were picked up and cared for by the peuple liv- 
ing nearthe beach. They got to Fairmount, 
and from there were on their way to Phila- 
delphia. 

The Canton was wrecked off the mouth of 
Rock Creek last Sunday during the storm. 
Capt. Carroll states that the crew worked hard 
to keep the vessel afloat, but without avail. 
After they were nearly frozen from exposure 
the men took to the boats and succeeded in 
reaching shore. While at anchor in Eastern 
Bay last Sunday night the schooner William F. 
Hines broke her cable and collided with the 
sehooner Annie R. Rodgers. The wind was very 
strong and the two vessels came together with 
terrible force. The Hines had a large hole stove 
in her side. and immediately filled and sank. 

More than'half the vesseis In the harbor at Cris- 
fleld were blown ashore, capsized, or sunk, and 
the damage caunot be estimated until they are 
gotten ashore. Some are total wrecks. One of 
the vessels was the pungy Leading Breeze. 
Three of her crew are supposed to have been 
drowned in the forepeak. They were seen on 
the pungy Sunday,and have not since been 
heard from. 

Among the vessels damaged by the storm 
are the West Wind, sunk; Galena, total wreck; 
Constitution, sunk; C. O. Dougherty, capsized 
and sunk. Many others are blown ashore and 
damaged. The southern bank of the great 
Annamessex River is lined with vessels, some 
of whieh are capsized and others lying upon the 
sand, where they have been blown and left by 
the tide. As many as 18 or 20 vessels can be 
seen along the banks of that river in a more or 
less damaged condition. Around Deals Island 
almost the whole fleet of vessels, consisting of 
schooners, sloops, and canoes,'are ashore. Many 
of them are bottom up. A sloop named Lydia, 
from Hooper’s Island,is among the boats ashore; 
also two pungies, names unknown, which came 
from the direction of Fishing Bay. No men 
have been seen on the pungies. 

On the Manakin there are five or six ‘“‘bugeyes” 
which will be a total loss. The schooner Bratten, 
belonging to J. Howard Dail of Baitimore, is fast 
ashore, The schooner Wenona, owned by Ford 
& Muir, is sunk with a load of oysters. Fifteen 
boats were driven ashore at Cambridge. Some 
are wrecks. At Hill’s Point the sloop Lavina 
North was capsized and Capt. North and 


James Thomas were drowned. Many New-York 
vessels are ashore there. The oyster steamer 
Governor McLean reports that the pungy Vine- 
yard went ashore in Chester River Monday night 
and was atotal wreck. Seven persons, were on 
board, allof whom were drowned, except the 
Captain, whose name was not learned. Three of 
the bodies were recovered and buried. The shore 
was covered with wreckage. 

The schooner McLean also reports the 
schooner Careda of Annapolis ashore near the 
mouth of Tilghman’s Creek, Chester River; 
schooner Ann R. Rogers, loaded with fertilizers, 
ashore in Poplar Island Narrows, vessel desert- 
ed; unknown schooner, loaded with piles, also 
ashore in Poplar Island Narrows; bugeye 
Hattie Estelle, ashore in Tilghman’s Creek. The 
State fishery force schooner Frolic, Capt. 
Bryan, went ashore Sunday night near the 
mouth of Tilghman’s Creek.;,Twenty-one vessels 
are ashore 1n Cockrel’s Creek, off the mouth of 
the Wicomico River, Northumberland County, 
Va. One large two-masted schooner was high 
and dry, and persons could walk around her. 
Half a dozen were ashore off Gwynn’s Island, 
Matthews County, Va, andtwo in Jackson’s 
Creek, Middlesex County, Va The steamer 
Wenonaba of the Weems Line, due last Tues- 
day, reached her pier yesterday. She repurted 
many vessels ashore, and such low tides that 
she was able to make but few of her landings. 

Down in Eastern Virgiuia the damage was very 
great. It come principally from inundations. 
Parker’s Island, near the mouth of Onancock 
Creek, where ao large herd of cattle, was winter- 
ing, was entirely submerged and all the cattle 
were drowned. Many of the farms in Chescon- 
nessex Neck, between Onancock and Rescon- 
nessex Creeks, were flooded all ever to the 
depth of several feet. 

Charles Allen, an old resident of Chesconnes- 
sex Neck, and his wife live by themselves on a 
small farm. About midnight Monday they 
found the water rising in the house. Going out, 
Allen found the whole place under water. He 
waded through the water to his stable and let 
out his horse and cow, and then, going back into 
his house, he cut a hole in the floor and took up 
some pigs, which had got under the house, and 
carried them up stairs, where he and his wife 
remained until nearly noon the fullowing day 
without food or fire. Tne neighboring farm 
of Mrs. Sallie Gray was eo completely 
covered by the water that a man could easily 
have sailed a canoe over every part of it. All 
the fences and many outhouses were swept 
away, and many animals, such as hogs, sheep, 
and young calves, were drowned. On Hunting 
Creek all the farms on both aides of the creek 
were covered with the tide. Capt. William R. 
Lewis, living on the opposite side of the creek, 
had his wharf and a large warehouse swept en- 
tirely away. Seven large schooners were washed 
ashore in Hunting Creek and left stranded high, 
some of them fully 500 yards beyond ordinary 
high water. Some of the best known of the 
stranded schooners are the George Seeward, 
Cape Charles, Dorea, Dorothy Dougherty, Emma, 
a Alice. 

Definite ,reports from the Messongo region 
have not yet been received, owing to the wash- 
ing away of bridges, but it is known that im- 
mense damage was done there by the inunda- 
tion. The water entered many houses and drove 
the occupants into the upper stories. Hundreds 
of the small animals were drowned, and the 
larger ones suttered terribly from exposure, 
Nearly all the chipping there is also reported 
to be ashore. Twenty-five oyster-dredging boats 
were ———- in Chincoteague Bay and cast 
ashore there, and it is reported that 14 bodies 
of drowned seamen had been washed ashore, six 
of noe lashed to the rigging of the capsized 
vessels. 

Yhe steamer Eastern Shore, which left Balti- 
timore Suncay night, arrived in Pungoteague 


Creek yesterday after aterrible experience in 
the bay. After leaving Baltimore she went into 
the Puxtan and threw out her anchors, but the 
heavy northwest gale swept her out into the 
bay again, where she drifted about till the next 
day, Keeping her head to the wind. The officers 
report seeing the bay strewn with wrecks on 
her way down. Aa many as 12 large schooners 
were seen to be capsized at Hampton, Va. 
The two-masted achooner Antietam, Salmon 
Pennison, Captain, lost her anchor off Newport 
News and was driven ashore off Brown’s Shoal, 
where she soon went to pieces. The crew made 
their escape to land in a skiff. An unknown 
sloop capsized two miles above Newport News 
and stranded on Brown’s Shoal, going to pieces 
before her name could be learned. If she had 
any crew on board they undoubtealy perished. 

Ten boats were driven ashore at Oxford. The 
Ida arrived at Crisfield to-day with a boy and 
four oe ae sailors. They belonged 
to the boat Mary C. Ward, which had foundered 
on Smith’s Island. The men had been lashed to 
the rigging three days when resoued. The boy 
died shortly afterward. It will be a week before 
the full reports are in, but those so far received 
show an unparalleled record of death and disas- 
ter on the Chesapeake. 

The Casino opera company opened to-night to 
a crowded house. They were due here Monday, 


but got stuck in the blizzard. They arrived late: 


last night, after beingin the cara nearly tive 
days. They breakfasted, dined, and supped on 
ham andeggs. Mark Smith said they kept Lent 
by eating eges three times a day.

THE BLIZZARD DID NOT HURT BOSTON 
VERY MUCH. 

Boston, Mass., March 16.—In comparison 
with New-York and other places Boston did not 
suffer severely from the recent storm. In fact, 
beyond the annoyance caused by delayed mails, 
the tie-up of the telegraph and railroads, 
things went on pretty much as usual. The 


storm was heavy, but not more severe than 
many other Winter storms, To-day the city 
looks just the same as it always does in the 
Spring. This doesn’t indicate, however, that 
Boston hasn’t had some memorable experiences 
during the past week. Stock reports by the 
way of London, news from New-York by cable, 
mails received by boat, vessels arriving at 
port before their sailings had been announced 
are a few of the novel incidents. 

Atno time was the suburban travel on any 
railroad delayea, but 48 hours without a through 
train either north, east, west, or south was a 
notable event. One very remarkable feature of 
the late storm was the fact that while within 
a circuit of 15 miles of Boston it was 
only a moderate affair, immediately beyond that 
radius it became a genuine blizzard at once. 
South Natick, only 20 miles out on the Albany, 
was buried, and Concora Junction, on the Fitch- 
burg, had six trains snowed up there.

IT LOOKS MUCH BKIGHTER. 


RECOVERING EVERYWHERE FROM THE 
BIG BLIZZARD. 
New-HaveN, Conn., March 16.—Thez 
Shore Line Division of the New-York, New- 
Haven and Hartford Road is now open except 
between Stony Creek and Leapisland. That sec- 
tion will be open to-day, so that communication 
between here and Providence will be reopened. 
Two express trains from Boston, which were 
snowed in at Springtield since Monday, reached 
hereyesterday afternoon,and the passengers took 
boat for New-York last night. The west-bound 
track between here and Bridgeport is not yet 
open, but probably will be to-day. The tracks 


between South Norwalk and New-York are 
clear, and were opened for business to-day. 
Gangs of men are working each way between 
Bridgeport and South Norwalk, and will proba- 
bly be open before night. The Northampton 
Division will not be open before Saturday. 

The Sun story about the wreck of the steamer 
New-Haven was grossly exaggerated. The 
steamer was beached for two hours, and a party 
of 10 walked from Waverly Beach to New- 
Haven, a distance of six miles, through 
the blinding storm. Ove was frostbitten, 
but not seriously. Paymaster Bross, of 
R. H. Macy & Co., was 80 exhausted 
that he was leftin a cottage for 24 hours, but 
has since gone to New-York by steamer. Robert 
Armstrong, an insurance clerk at Broadway and 
Wall-street, was alsoseverely frostbitten. There 
is no telegraphic communication from here ex- 
cept by way of Boston, New-York dispatches 
having been sent from here by boat. The Derby 
Railroad will be open to-day. The threatened 
muk and coal famine is averted by the regular 
running of the steamer to New-York and the 
opening of the roads leading to the milk diatrict. 
Reports of death from exhaustion and exposure 
are not verified. 

The first train from New-York reached here at 
1:30 this afternoon, bringing mails and passen- 
gers from truins which have been atalied 
since Monday. An attempt was made to run a 
train from here at 3 this afternoon, but failed 
because two engines were overturned at Strat- 
ford while trying to clear the up track. ‘The 
wrecked engines were removed by 8 o’clock, 
and at 9 the tirst train left New-Haven-for New- 
York. The trains will begin running regularly 
at 8:30 to-morrow morning. All of the New- 
York and New-Haven division are running. 


PHILADELPHIA, Penn., Mareh 16.—All 
trains on the Pennsylvania Railroad system are 
moving according to the regular schedule to- 
day, including those on the New-York Division, 
the tracks of which have been the most difficult 
toclear of the great snowdrifts. That division 
was opened yesterday, and at 9 o’clock last 
night orders were issued from headquarters to 
dispatch all trains on the sohedule., All delayed 
trains have been forwarded to their destination, 
apdeverything is moving as systematically as 
though there had been no paralyzing blizzard. 


EASTON, Penn., March 16.—The Lehigh 
Valley and Jersey Central Roads are now open 
to New-York. Ail passenger trains are run on 
single track. Coal and freight trains are still 
abandoned. The Bound Brook passenger trains 
from Philadelphia come over the North Pennsy!l- 
vania to Bethlehem and thence over the Lehigh 
Valley and Jersey Central to New-York. Farmers 
in Northampton County have not yet been able 
to reach Easton. 


PITTSBURG, Penn., March 16.—Four 
trains have arrived from the East this morning, 
bringing the first mail and passengers from 
New-York since Sunday. The first train carried 
2,100 pounds of delayed mails, and the other 
three trains about 1,500 pounds. In all 14,000 
letters were received for Pittsburg. The mail 
was not nearly as Jarge a8 was expected, owing 
to the general stagnation of business in New- 
York on Monday and Tuesday. ‘lrains are now 
running regularly, and direct telegraphic com- 
munication is once more established to New- 
York and Philadelphia.

MONTREAL’S SHIPPING DUES. 

MONTREAL, March 16.—A meeting of the 
Board of Trade, the Corn Exchange Associa- 
tion, the Harbor Commissioners, and the French 
Chamber of Commerce was beld to-day to devise 
means to relieve the shipping on the St. Law- 
rence route from the present heavy dues. Mr. 
George Drummond, who presided, said that the 
trade of the port of Montreal bad remained al- 


most stationary, notwithstanding the greatly- 
increased railway accoimmodation, and at 
the present time the Harbor Commission- 
ers had nothing before them but bank- 
ruptoy or repudiation. Mr. Andraw Robert 
son, Chairman of the Harbor Commissioners, 
corroborated this and said further that the Gov- 
ernment had never contributed a single centto 
the improvement of the harbor or the ship 
channel. Heavy tolls, four or five times greater 
than in New-York, had to be levied, and in conse- 
quence Montreal’s share of the grain and flour 
shipping trade for the continent had decreased 
from 28 per cent. in 1872 to 12 per cent. 
in 1857. Resolutions were unanimously 
adopted setting forth that the dues levied in 
thia port are sv onerous as to drive business to 
the American ports; that these dues are en- 
hanced 7 the exaction of interest on the debt 
incurred by the deepening of the ship channel, 
which is a national work, and tnat the Govern-: 
ment should refund the $800,000 paid by the 
Harbor Commiasloners in interest on said debt, 
and thus enable them not only to reduce the 
dues but also to provide increased accommoda- 
tion and improved facilities for traftic. 

The City Council will meet on Monday to pass 
Similar resolutions.

JOHN MOULLOUGH’S BUST. 

PHILADELPHIA, March 16.—Tragedian 
John McCullougnh’s estate, which has been sub- 
jected to sundry tedious delays in its settlement 
in the Orphans’ Court owing to the dispute over 
Sculptor F. W. Lincoin’s five-hundred-dollar 
claim, was again called for audit to-day before 
Judge Ferguson. The dead player’s friends con- 
tend that the bust was never ordered, does not 
look like McCullough, and should not be paid 
for. Attorney William F. Johnson, who repre- 


sents the interests of the estate, to-day asked 
that the hearing of the merits of the claim,which 
is to recover for a bust of Mr. McCullough in the 
character of Virginius, be again postponed. 
He said he had been busy chasing actors 
whose testimony was necessary to. dis- 
prove that Mr. McCullough had at Bos- 
ton or anywhere else contracted with 
Mr. Lincoln to execute the bust. This was the 
busy season for actors, Mr. Johnson continued, 
and he couldn’t get them together. The Judge 
said that he did not think Mr. Johnson was 
entitled to indulgence, but under all the circum- 
stances the hearing would be set down for early 
in April. 

Mr. Lincoln’s claim, which had been holding 
back the distribution of Mr. McCullough’s assets, 
is based upon an alleged order for the bust, said 
to have been given by John McCullough on Jan. 
8, 1883, in Boston, with the understanding that 
it was to be delivered within a year of that date.

BOULANGER’S ADHERENTS. 

Paris, March 16.—The Minister of War 
has ordered Gen. Boulanger to return to Cler- 
mont-Ferrand. If the General refuses to return 
he will probably be arrested. 

Committees have been formed to make Gen. 
Boulanger a candidate in all elections, as a 
national protest. Boulanger had a conference 


to-day with his Radical supporters in the press 
and the Chamber of Deputies. The object of 
the meeting was to discuss the course to be pur- 
sued in the present situation. MM. Rockeliort, 
Laguerre, Laur, and Laisant were present. 
Gen. Boulanger declared that he had resolved 
neither to resign‘nor to apply to be placed upon 
the retired list. The ager Se a dispatch to 
Marseilles saying that Gen. Boulanger was not 
eligible under the electoral law, and could 
neither accept nor refuse a candidacy, and that 
the value of his election would lie in its effect 
as a national protest. 

Groups of men wearing cockades collected 
about the approaches to the Chamber of Depu- 
ties to-day and began singing Boulangerist airs. 
They were promptly dispersed by the police.

THE DOMINION PARLIAMENT. 
Orrawa, Ontario, March 16.—The debate 
in the House of Commons over the question-of 
uurestricted reciprocity of trade with the United 
States was renewed to-day by Mr. Charlton. 
In his opinion the only remedy for what he con- 


sidered Canada’s present perilous position lay 
in securing access to her natural market in the 
United States. Continental free trade was the 
desideratum. His definition of unrestricted 
reciprocity was that it was something which 
would leave both countries perfectly free in 
their commercial policy, except as regarded their 
trade with each other. He scouted the charge 
of disloyalty made against promoters of the 
reciprocity movement, and said that the only 
loyalty which should be considered was loyalty 
to Canada, not to Manchester or Birmingham.

THE CITY ITSELF AGAIN 
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BACK TO 1TS WORK IN 
OF SLUSH. 
THE EFFECTS OF THE STORM PASSING 
AWAY IN THE GUTTERS—NEARLY 
ALL THE RAILROADS OPENED—BUSI- 
NESS REVIVING WITH A RUSH. 

The appearance of the streets of the city 
yesterday, particularly in the business section, 
the long lines of heavily-laden trucks, the great 
crush of other vehicles of every description, the 
crowds of people on the sidewalks, and the gen 
eral hurrying and scurrying to and fro, all indi- 
cated that very nearly a normal condition of 
affairs had been restored, and that the blizzard 
is already fading into reminiscence. 

Business has revived to such an extent astomake 
the surface conditions of secondary importance. 
Enough has been accomplished in the matter of 
clearing the streets to make general transporta 
tion possible, if not easy, and this has appeared 
to be sufficient to cause every sort of industry to 
spring up with new life. Transportation being 
one of the most essential features 
restoration seemed to make all sorts of business 
revive with an amount of energy as unusual a8 1b 
was welcome. People seemod forge 
there wore still important effects of the blizzard 
to be overcome in their anxiety to makeup for 
the lose of time of their business inte: 
by the storm, and all day there was a great rus 
and bustleinall of the down-town thoroughfares 
The opening of the railroads, the partial restora 
tion of mall and telegraphic communication, and 
the resumption of travel on nearly all of t! 
local transportation lines, all contributed to thi 
condition of activity. 

The efticiency of the service ren 
Street-Cleaning Department of 
Monday was well demonstrated yesterday. 
continued thawing temperature cxuse 
great piles of snow in allof the streets & 
sinaller by rapid degrees, and at an earl) 
after the rise of the sun the gutters were 
water, which was being carried off 
opened culverts. There was ! 
the flooding of cellars, notwithstanding the ger 
eral feara that basements 
when the thaw had once set in in earn 
Commissioner Coleman's 
his large force of 
the gutters, culverta, and 
fortunate escaps from further 
due, although there is a possibility st 
that tloods may occurin up-town streets which 
have not yet been reached by the department 
In the business section, however, all danyer of 
flood has passed and the gutters showed them 
selves yesterday tohave ali the capacity required 
to carry off the melting snow. The proclamation 
of the Mayor in regard to cleaning oul the gut 
ters in front of houses certainly had a very salu 
tary effect, for it was observable that merchants 
and residents on all thoroughfares personaly 
supervised the execution of this work. Jie 
2,000 men and 1,000 carts employee ~ Com 
missioner Coleman accomplished wo ores duc. 
ing the day in carting snow from f 4 bus ness 
streets. All of the principal dows "ows. <ross 
streets Were put in passable con: thou YF “ere 
night, and trucking was done alr 
sively as before the storm, altii¢ 
ress of vehicles was of course slof ev. 

Broadway wasfull of slush, as, indeed, w re 
all the streets. Horses stamped thelr nuots in 
inches of slush and sent sprays of it flying over 
the garments of pedestrians. Men and women 
waded through slush ankle deep on the cross- 
ings and seemed to mind it very little in their 
baste. It was noticeable that a great many of 
the merchants in the dry goods district bad 
their trucks at work carting snow from their 
atreeta—another excellent effect of the Mayor’s 
proclamation. On many of tbe streets there 
are no longer long mounds of dirty-colored 
snow. These mounds have been intersected so 
often for the passage of trucks to the 
curbs in front of stores that they are 
now mere heaps. These are being carted 
away asrapidly as possible, but ihey do little 
harm except to diminish the width of the 
streets for the passage of vehicles. Of course 
there are streets up town and on the east side 
down town which are as yet utterly useless as 
thoroughfares, for they ure blocked with snow 
from curb to curb. In some of them, however, 
especially such streets as Nassau, Jobn, and 
Pine, the snow mounds have been leveled and 
teams can wake fair progress through them. 
The contracted width of some of the business 
streets had the effect of causing numerous 
blockades yesterday. Attimes nota vehicle was 
moving on Broadway as far as the eye could 
reach, and it was precisely the same on West- 
street, Greenwich, Church, West Broadway, and 
other streets where heavy trucking is done. 

Many of the orossings yesterday were deeper 
in slush than ov the previous day. This was 
owing to the fact that the mounds or heaps of 
snow along the streets were being tramped 
down by horses and men and gradually spread 
around. In some cases, however, the laborers 
employed by the street car companies In clear- 
ing their tracks shoveled the snow on the cross- 
ings deliberately and without regard for the 
convenience of pedestrians. Commissioner 
Coleman compiained of this to Mayor Hewitt, 
and that ofticial addressed a commupnication to 
the Superintendents of the city railways re- 
questing that the snow removed from car 
tracks shoulc be confined to circumscribed 
limits, which should aot include the intersec- 
tions of streets. 

PLENTY OF PROVISIONS NOW. 

The opening of railway tratlic Wednesday 
bas resulted in a great influx of all sorts of mer- 
chandise yesterday on ali of the railroads, and as 
aresult the high prices that have prevailed for 
provisions since Monday dropped down until 
they reached the standard in vocue prior to the 
blizzard. Something like 10,000 cans of milk 
were brought in before noon, and this great 
quantity was all disposed of at ante-blizzardrates 
as quickly as it could be delivered, There will be 
no scarcity of milk from now on, forthe blockade 
on the dairy districts has been permanently 
raised. When the “egg call” was reached at the 
Mercantile Exchange yesterday morning a pro- 
nounced“ slump” took place. Prices had been 
ruling something like 50 per cent. higher than 
those which prevailed last week, but on Thurs- 
day, when fresb supplies began to come In, there 
was arapid decline in quotations. Egys whieh 
at Thursday’s call brought 19 cents sold at the 
close yesterday atl4igto 15 cents, and were 
freely offered even at those prices. lt wasreport- 
ed that the stock of eggs on hand is now fully 
sufficient for all immediate wants, but late ad- 
vices show that there is an enormous quantity 
in course of transittoward thecity. ‘This was 
expected to occur as a result of the blockade to 
freight, and a glut in the warket was discounted 
by the weak and panicky feeling which pre- 
vailed in the market yesterday. 

Good progress was made by the street car 
companies in extending their operations yester- 
day. Itis expected that by to-day West Broad- 
way will be clear and tbat Sixth-avenue cars 
willbe running through Vesey-street to Broad- 
way. The Seventh-avenue line got down below 
Fourteenth-atreet yesterday, and the Eighth- 
avenue line, as well as the Seventh, will be open 
as far as Canal-street by this morning. The 
Ninth-avenue men began working down from 
Fourteenth-street yesterday morning, and may 
be running cars to Canal-street to-day. The 
west side avenues were much more deeply 
covered with snow than those on the 
east side, and this accounts for the 
greater delay in getting them in condition 
for operation again, Travel is _ practically 
restored on the east side. The Fourth and 
Third-avenue lines are running through to City 
Hall, the latter line being clear to Harlem 
Bridge. Work was begun yesterday to clear the 
Lexington-avenue branch and the upper part of 
Madison-avenue. The Second-avenue was prac- 
tically open for trattoc last night, but the Ave- 
nue B and C lines may not start their cars 
through before Monday. On the cross-town 
lines cars were running through from river to 
river last night on Grand, Fourteenth, and 
Forty-second streets. The Canal and Bleecker- 
street lines may be able to get cars started 
through by to-night and will doubtless be in 
full operation by to-morrow. The Belt Line 
people are having a hard time, but are working 
southward on both the east and west sides, in 
the meantime running cars trom Tenth-avenue 
through Fifty-ninth-street to First-avenue. _ 

The telegraph companies are gradually getting 
their wires in shape, although it will bea fort 
night before the full damage will be repaired. 
Last night two quadruplex wires were working 
from the Western Union office in this city to 
Philadelphia, and two others to Boston by way 
of Albany. Over500 poles are down between 
Philadelphia and Washington, and much of the 
entire line in this section will have to be repuilt. 
More than 200 poles are down on the New-York, 
New-Haven and Hartford Road, and re- 
building will be necessary here also 
Over 20 wires are in good condition 
between this city and Trenton, along the 
Pennsylvania Road, and the lines are allin good 
sbape east of New-Haven. This confines the ex- 
tensive repairing operations to the district south 
of Trenton and Philadelphia and between New- 
York and New-Haven. By the time these twa 
breaks are repaired telegraphic communication 
will be ep restored to all points. In the 
city nearly all of the offices are open and doing 
the usual amount of business. The teicphoné 
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wires are being repaired as rapidly as possible, 
and by Monday a majority of the connections 
will bo restored. 

Although the sun did not shine as brightly 
yesterday as on Thursday there were more 
ladies on the streets and shopping was carried 
on quite extensively. Toward Might rain began 
falling lightly. Many persons were heard to ex- 
press the hope that a steady, warm drizzle 
would prevail}, believing that it would be more 
effective in removing the snow than armies of 
shovelers. Commissioner Coleman received a 
letter yesterday suggesting that the acoumu- 
Jated snow in side streets be carted to and 
aumped in Madison and Union squares. The 
Commissioner turned the letter over to the De- 
partment of Public Parks, where the project was 
vetoed on the ground that the passage of heavy 
carts over the lightly-constructed walks and 
grass plots would totally ruin them. 


ONE DANGER PASSED. 

Now that the snow has ina great measure 
been cleared away, the people at Fire Depart- 
ment Headquarters, in Sixty-seventh-street, are 
taking a semi-respite and trying to catch a long 
breath. President Purroy related his experience 
yesterday in hia attempt toreach thecity on 
Monday, when after several hours of struggle 
and the destruction of his sleigh, he gave it up. 
Tuesday, after breaking one steigh, he managed 
to get here. ‘*I am pleased to say,” he said, 
‘that had I been on the spot, I donot think 
matters could have been managed with more 
xood common sense, prudence, and judgment 
than was displayed by Chief Shay and Chief 
Operator Farrell.” 

Mr. Farrell reported that ‘things are in a 
somewhat better condition this evening, and, 


though ail the work done by the linemen since 
the storm is necessarily temporary, it is sub- 
stantial enough to last until permanent repairs 
are made. It will require fully six weeks to 
make permanent repairs. Atl the down-town 
wires and circuits are in first-class condition, 
with nota box out. Up tewn there areja nun- 
ber of poles downu—twe or three dozen—and the 
condition of the streets is still too bad to raise 
them. But we are cutting these poles out and 
making circuits by roundabout ways until they 
cau be reset. We are past all danger now.” 

On account of the operations of the Street- 
Cleaning Department being devoted entirely to 
removing snow a large amount of ashes has ac- 
cumulated along the obstructed streets. <As 
soon as the streets are fres for the passage of 
garbage and ash carts all this matter will be re- 
moved. Commissioner Coleman calculates that 
there will be 10,000 cartloads of garbage aud 
ashes to be removed during the coming week. 

Mail communication is nuw re-established with 
all points except the East. ‘The New-York, New- 
Haven, and Hartford Railroad as yet is open 
only as far as South Norwalk, and the Eastern 
mails arejstill being dispatched by the Fall River 
Line boats. The delayed maile which are now 
pouring in are being handlea with efficiency and 
Postmaster Pearson is pleased with the energy 
ard spirit of good will displayed by every one 
in the service, from the highest to the lowest, in 
disposing of the accumulated mail. 

The missing pilet boats have now all been 

heard from except the Phantom. Pilot Wodrich 
of the A. R. Lawrence, No. 4, came in vesterday 
on the steamship Philadelphia, from La Guayra, 
and reported that on Thursday 40 wiles south- 
east of Absecuin, he sighted the pilot boat Will- 
liam H. Starbuck, which ran into the steamship 
Japauese, and which nearly every one expected 
had gone to the bottom. She had lost her bow- 
sprit, and the mainwast was broken off about 
eight feet above the deck. Otherwise the boat 
was all right and was headed for Sandy Hook. 
She was towed in by the tug E. G. Burgess yes- 
terday afternoon, 
“The Lawrence was struck by the gale when 
anchored off the Highlands in 12 ftathoms of 
water. She was driven to the southeast, but re- 
ceived no damage. PilotSullivan of the Caprice 
cume in on the steamship Slavonia, from Stettin, 
and reported that his boat was struck 25 miles 
southeast of the lightship ana driven 80 miles 
out to sea Oil bags were used with good re- 
sults, and she was not damaged. 

Pilot Weaver of the America came up on the 
steamship Croma, from Leith, and reported his 
boat all right off Fire Island. 

Vessels of all sorts which came into port yes- 
terday had reports of the great storm, and some 
of them had suffered severe damage fromm if. 
The others had had a rough time, and none of 
the Captains were anxious to encounter any- 
thing worse in the storm line. One steamship, 
the Slavonia, from Stettin, reported having met 
with only the usual Winter weather. 

The schooner E. H. Harriman ef Bangor, 28 
days from Maracaibo, bound for Boston, put 
into pert for provisions, She was struck by the 
gale at6 P.M. Saturday, and was put under 
close reefs. Early Sunday the wind veered 
reund to the north and began to biow with hur- 
ricane foree. During the 26 hours that the 
siorm lasted she lest ene boat and several of her 
When first caught by the storm she was 
about 10 miles from Shinnecock Light, and 
when the wind moderated she was 125 miles 
south of Bloek [sland. 

The steamship City of Coluinbia, frem Ha- 
vana, had an unpleasant trip, bub was not 
damaged. Sie had on beard the crew of the 
American bark Joshua Loring of New York, 
which was wreeked Feb. 27 at Sisal, bound from 
Aspinwall to Tuspan. The first officer and one 
wan stad by the wreck, and the others were 
iuken by a Mexicar man-of-war to Progreso. 

Richard Reilly, the Slay reporter who went to 
Couey Island Wednesday in search of intorma- 
tion for bis paper and was found uncenselous on 
the Ocean Parkway, near Chureh-lane, Thurs- 
Gay, died yesterday morning at the Flatbush 
Hospital He regained consciousness Thursday 
hnighit, and it Was thought that he would recover, 
but pneumonia bad set in and it speedily pro- 
duce death. 


RAILROADS RESUMING WORK 

Supplies of all kinds were brought by the rall- 

yesterday that it 
distribute thenr to 
account of the stil! lingering snow- 
the eager rusb of wagons from all 
which the thoroughfares 
leading to the ferries in an almost inextricable 
juinble. West-street, from Canal to a point far 
below Liberty, was as effectually wagon-blocked 
esit had been snow-bound the previous day. 
Loads of hve poultry were interlocked with 


drays full of dead hogs; here a milk wagon was 
blocked by a packaye-laden express truck, which 
wus itself jammed between a stack of butter 
tubs and adray full of Chicago mutton. 

The Erie Railroad received 56 carloads of 
milk during the morning, amounting to about 
5,500 caus. It also received between 70 and XU 
carloads of cattle, which had been held on the 
Western Division, at Grevcourt, since the bexwin- 
ding of the storm. When news was received 
there of the serious bature of the weather ou the 
Eastern Division the cattle were unloaded and 
properly cared for. All treight of a perishable 
nature is now moving onthe Erie. The Green 
wood Lake Branch is clear to Pompton 
Junction, and the telegraph lines are working 
satisfactorily. Through and local passenger 
tratlic bave resumed their nermal condition, and 
all trains outward and inward bound are run- 
ning on the ante-sterm schedie. Lhe double 
track is clear to Middletown, Al! freight trains 
will begin running a8 usual to-day. The storm 
destroyed the telegraphie and telephone con- 
nections between the station in Jersey City and 
the New-York shore, but it is expected they will 
be repaired to-day. 

The Delaware, Lackawanna and Western re- 
ceived 12 cars of Chicago meat and 4 cars of 
cattle yesterday. The telegraph lines on this 
road are not working well several of the wires 
having been broken by the storm. All trains 
are arriving and departing on schedule time. 

The Penusylvania has a double track clear to 
Philadelphia, ana all trains are running as usual, 
it received yesterday, besides quantities of 
general market produce, four carloads of beef 
and ten cars of oysters. Its telegraph lines 
were restored yesterday, and freight business 
was resumed on the usual basis. 

Fifteen hundred cans of milk came in by the 
New-Jersey Central yesterday morning, The 
road was opened to Phiiaderphia and trains to 
and from all points, except on the Southern 
Division, were making schedule time. A bag- 
gage master who made the trip to Long Branch 
and return on tne tirst train that went through 
after the storm said that provisions at Long 
Braneh and all along the Itne be- 
came very scarce. The dealers depend 
tor daily supplies upon the railroads, and were 
uot in the least prepared for four Gays’ isolation. 
Their patrons were therefore obliged to adopt a 
meagre diet until the blockade was raised. The 
deepest snowbank on the road, he said, was in 
the Elberon cut. This bank was 28 feet deep 
and extended nearly half a mile. The drifts 
were deep at Long Branch, but he heard of no 
great damage there. It is expected that a train 
vvill be run through to Atlantic City to-day. 

Passenger traftic has again been resumed by 
the New-York Central and Hudson River and: 
West Shore Roads. Superintendent. Toucey of 
ihe Central said yesterday morning that the 
main tracks were all clear and that business was 
being transacted the same as 4efore the storm, 
the passenger trains being run on schedule time. 
The same happy state of affairs was reported by 
Superintendent Layng of the West Shore Road, 
all the passenger trams on this system running 
as usual. The road began handling freight 
again in the afternoon. 

Un the New-York, New-Haven and Hartford 
Railroad, however, there is still a blockade. The 
road is open only as far as South Norwalk. 
Superintendent ‘Furner ts personally supertn- 
tending the removal of the snow. and it was 
hoped that the tracks would be cleared as far as 
Bridgeport last nignt, and to New-Haven hy 
noon to-day. All the tratns that were snow- 
bound bevween South Norwalk and Stamford 
aud this city have been pulled out, and their pas- 
sengera brought here. The Staroford special, which 
lett Stamford at 8:15 Monday mwornmg, was 
stalled in the big cut thts side of the great draw- 
bridge at Cos Ceb. Phero was a switch at this 
point, and by and by, when the Norwalk train 
came along, the engine was taken off and, 
by means of a switch, beeame connected 
with the locomotive of the Stamford | 
train.

that could have been. On his arrival he gave 
orders that everything that could be procured 
for the comfort of passengers should be got, and 
the men were kept constantly at work until 
arrival at New-Haven at midnisht Thursday, 
the first passenger train that reached New- 
Haven from the East. 

Ou the Harlem Railroad things also improved 
somewhat, trains running as far as Dover 
Plains. At 10:30 A. M. a well-filled train started 
out, for which tickets were sold as far as Dover 
Plains, but the train would run as far beyond 
that point as practicable. 


IN THE CITY’S NEIGHBORHOOD. 

The business portion of Brooklyn emergad 
from its blanket of snow yesterday only to find 
itself threatened with inundation. The warm 
weather of Thursday, followed by the warmer 
temperature of yesterday and Jater by the rain, 
proved to be more efficient than many 
thousand Italians and many thousand shovels. 
The drifts disappeared before noon, 
and by nightfall no one would have supposed 
that the city,had so lately been visited by such 


a heavy fall) of snow. No reports of serions 
damage by the thaw have yet been received, 
and the rapidity with whieh a large quantity of 
the snow bas been carted away may enable the 
residents of the low distriets te escape any great 
loss. ‘Thirty complaints against householders 
who refused to remove the snow from their side- 
walks and gutters were received, and the de- 
linquents will be prosecuted, and, on conviction, 
fined, for violating a eity erdinance. 

All the surface railroad eompanies had their 
ears running on regular time yesterday. The 
postmen were able to make their accustomed 
deliverios. The embargo on milk, bread, eggs, 
and beer was raised and the price of these arti- 
cles declined to the normal. The rvuads through 
Greenwood, Holy Cross, and the other ceme- 
teries,in and about Breoklyn were eleaned yes- 
terday, and the many funerals that have been 
delayed on aecount of the storm were permitted 
to take place. The carriages were compelled to 
reach the cemeteries by way of the streets con- 
taining car traeks. 

The poliee still continue to reeetve reports of 
accidents te buildings and notices that persons 
are missing from heme. The man who lights 
the lamps along Third-avenue, from the Thirty- 
ninth-Street Ferry to Bay Ridge,and whose name 
is not known, was lost Monday night. He 
started out te do his work, but lighted only 
pong lamps. It is supposed he was lost in a 

rift. 

A soldier and two little girls, who left Fort 
Hamilton Monday, are reported missing. 

Joseph J. King, 26 years old, employed as a 
switchman at the Atlantic-avenue station of the 
Long Island Railroad, went to visit a friend at 
Lakeville Sunday and-en the foliowing day 
started for Hyde Park to catch a traiu to Brook- 
lyn. He reached Hyde Park, but no traius were 
running. Then he atarted, at 5 P. M., to get to 
Hinedale in order te telegraph his condition te 
brooklyn. He was lost in a drift, and luesday 
morning waa found Iry a dog belonging to Nich- 
olas Meyer of Hy@e Park. The deg bit King in 
the face and so restored him te consejousness. 
He was carried te Mr. Meyer’s horse and last 
night was impreving. For two daya he was 
delirious and constantly muttering, “Ff must get 
to Brooklyn. Please let me go or I shall lose my 
situation.” 

The Long Island City pelice have been 
formed that Elnathan Fithel, 65 years of age, 
residing on Wilbur-avenue, Dutch Kills, who 
left his beuse Monday morning to go to New- 
York, has not returned home nor been heard 
from. 

In Jersey City, Hobeken, and Newark yester- 
day the horse car lives were all in full operation 
again, and business went aleng, sluggishly to be 
sure, but without any interruption. 

The body of John Short, whe has been missing 
from his home, tau North Bergen, since Monday 
morning,Was found inasnowhank near Schuetz- 
en Park, and in a snowbhank om Clinton-avenue, 
West Hoboken, the frozen body of Thomas 
O'Neill, an express driver, was found. O'Neill 
lived at 27 Sullivan-street, New-York. Carrie 
Fass of Columbia-street, Union Hill, and Lena 
Monk of John-street started for Givernaud’s 
eilk mill, where they were employed, Monday 
nivrning, and no tidings have since been had of 
them. 

Indirectly two fatal accidents near Newark, 
yesteriay, may be traced to the blizzard. James 
Lunney, a resident of Clinten Tewuship, was 
drawing water from @ Well,when his feet slipped 
ou the ive around the well box and he fell in 
xnd was drowned. Miss Martha Crofutof New- 
towh, Conn., had been visiting relatives in 
Orange. Yesterday morning she was on ber 
way from afriend’s house tu the residence of 
her brother, with whem she was stopping, and 
ventured upon the Greenwood Lake Railroad 
track. A wildeat locomotive approached her 
from behind, but an intervening suowbank hid 
tt from view till it was too late fer her to get out 
of the wuy. The pilot struck her aud mangled 
her terribly. 

The residents of the lower part of New-Bruns- 
wick, N. J., were busy yesterday preparing for 
the uvertiow of the Raritan River’s bunks. The 
rain and the rapidly-melting suew have greatly 
sWelled the river. The city has peariy recovered 
from the effects of the snowstorm. All the fac- 
tories are rubning again and the schools will 
open Monday. The borse railroad is still 
blocked.

PAY INSPHOCTVUR STEVENSON 
GETS OFF LIGHTLY. 

‘THE BROOKLYN IRREGULARITIES HELD 
TO BE DUE TO CARELESSNESS RATHER 
THAN CRIMINALITY—MR. WHITNEY’S 
ORDERS. 


WASHINGTON, March 16.—Secretary Whit- 
ney at last has promulgated the proceedings of 
the Couxtof Inquiry in the case of Pay In- 
spector Stevenson, a case that has given rise to 
many speculations and reports for séveral 
weeks. The findings of the court are as follows: 


1..In the opinion of the Court all suitable “yo 
were not taken in preparing and arranging for the 
sale of Aug. 30, as there appears nof to have 
been sufficient consultation or  prearrange- 
ment of method between the commandant 
or acting commandant aud the General Store- 
keeper as to the sale, and that the sale 
was not conducted in strict accordauce with the cir- 
cular, or with a wise regard tothe publio interest, 
in $0 far as it wae concluded ina few hours; whereas 
the court ia of the opinion that it should have been 
extended over several days and carried on in the 
immediate vicinity of the various lots as they were 
offered, the pnee quantity of stores in the Depart- 
ments of Equipmont, Construction, and Ordnance 
seeming to demand such a conrse. 

2. It also appears to the court that a more ex- 
tended division of the lots, which would have en- 
abled persons of small meana to bid, and thus tended 
to prevent combination, as referred to in the de- 
partment’s letter of Aug. 5, was advisable. And, in 
view of the liberal commission allowed the auc- 
tioneers, and the specific directions about their work 
the department had every reason to expect that 
all suitable and practicable steps would be taken 
in order to insure that the articles and material dis- 

osed of on Aug. 30 would be delivered to purchasers 
nexact accor ce with the terms of sale. The 
evidence shows that irresponsible persons connected 
with the General Storekeeper’s office were assigned 
to the duty of identifying and delivering the mate- 
rial sold at the aforesaid sale. 

3. That Pay Inspector Stevenson was directly rée- 
engage for the ge gee and arrangement of 
the preperty seld on Aug. 20; that William 
McNamara arranged the ats for 
of Nov. i2, and that Carpenter 
member of the board appointed to take charge 
of apd conduct the sale of Nov. 12, marked 
the aforesaid boats with pumbers corresponding to 
the auctioneer’s schedule; that the General Store. 
keeper, % | Inspector Stevenson, Was made re- 
sponsible for the identification of the proper- 
ty sold at both sales, and for the 
identification of thé same for delivery after 
the sale. It aiso appears to the court that 
the assignment of the daties of weigh master to two 
warrant ofticers, without any check BD their in. 
dividual action in establishing the correctness and 
integrity of their work, was imprudent on the part 
of the acting commandant, Capt. A. P. Cooke, in so 
assigning them, and not calculated properly to pro- 
tect the best interests of the Government. 

Irregularities did occur during the sales of Aug. 
80 and Nov. 12, after the sales and during the de- 
livery of the articles or materials sold, which irreg- 
ularities have been specified in the findings of the 
court, together with the names of the officers 
or employes who were responsible for the said 
irregularities. The additions to the schedule 
and sale thereof without anathority, referred to in 
the findings. have caused no pecuhiary loss to the 
Government except in the case of the boilers, as 
stated; but, being contrary to the law and irregular, 
they lead to scandals. 

In conclusion, the court deems it proper to call 
the attention of the Honorable Secretary of the 
Navy to the general charactcr of the evidence ad- 
duced, an examination of which will show 
that many of the witnesses who testified 
were either painfully ignorant of what 
was going on in the departmentea of 
which they had charge, or as to their immediate 
duties, or else that they fully withheld from the 

, court or reluctantly gave information as to the mat 
ters under invéstigation. 


The Secretary’s comments upon the findings 
are as follows: 


NAVY DEPARTMENT, March 14, 1888. 

A comparison of the testimony with the ftimncings 
of the board sustains, for the most part, the findings. 
It is yot necéssary tu go over the case in détail. 
The discrepancies between the quantities on the 
printed schedule and those paid for after the 
sale are, in general, satisfactorily explained. 
These = discrepancies arrested the attention 
of the department and caused the inguiry in the 
first instance. In some cases the findings of the 
board are somewhat too severe, In that explanatory 
matter is not referred to. After examining the care 
more carefully I see no sufficient ground for ques- 
tioning the good faith and honest motive of tlie 
conduct of the men, but unbusiness-like methods 
characterized the proceedings. The Governme!:t 
has probably sufferéd somewhat by reason of these 
things, and if will be the duty of the proper officer 
to make claim for and recover the amounts from the 
purchasers where practicable. In the cases where 
allowances and rednetions were made the bidders 
after the sale, it is to be said that they were wholly 
without authority and illegal. 

The characteristic of an auction sale like this Is 
that the bidders buy at their own risk and after 
every opportunity te examine. When the article 
ix struck off a contract of purchase ia made 
That contract there is no authority in any one to 
yary. If for any reason, (misrepresentation as to the 
character of the goods, or any other cause) 
the purehaser can and dees repadiace the contract, 
then there is 10 sale, aud the property must be put 
upagain. In theaé cases private terms Were mado 
with the purchasers after the sale by giving reduc- 
tions and making allowances, in sowe cases Most 
absurdly, fer things perfectly apparent to the 
bidders when they examined the goods. It is said to 
have been done at formér sales and, in extenuation, 
occurrences much more reprehensible are referred to. 
This constitates no excuse. bidders will avatl therd- 
selves of every expedient for their advantage. They 
have tried this one at every other yard where sales 
have recently been held but without saceess, An 
auction sale becomesfa farce if after the bid has been 
made and accepted better terms are allowed to be 
wade to the bidders privately for any cause. 

‘The legal custodian of the property and the person 
primarily responsible for the proper conduct of the 
sale and the delivery of the goods was the general 
storekeeper. ‘The concurrence of a superior 
otlicer does not relieve him. Pay officers are 
relied upon for knowledge and practice or 
proper Business methods, and by appropriate 
orders, the General Storekeeper had been made the 
custodian of this property and then given charge of 
the deliveries. Yet a proper discharge of duty by 
the Captain of the yard, then acting commandant, 
would have avoided most of these grave causes of 
coin plaint. 

The Captain of the yard and the General Store- 
keeper will be detached. An eifert should be made 
to recover frou t bidders upon the contracts as 
they were made atthe public sale, and if they refuse 
report should be roaade to the District attorney of 
the district. 

Some mivor cases affecting clerks will receive 
further consideration When other officers shall have 
been detailed to the yard. A careful exawination 
ef the record fails to connect the commandant of 
the yard with these irregularities se far as to call 
for any action. He apvreved of the illegal 
sale of boilers after it had been made; but 
itis satisfactorily shown that the supposed the sale 
to have been made by proper authority. A boat was 
improperly withdrawn from the sale, based upon. 
his assumed authority, but itis shown thathis re 
quest was misunderstood, he having given 
orders for the bidding off of the boat 
and not that it should be withdrawn. One or two 
other irregularities were testified to,but the mistakes 
Were, in general, corrected before action was had, 
and no sufficient ground for any action reflecting 
upon the commandant is shown. 

It is with much regret that the department feels 
called upon to take this action concerning officers of 
usually meritorious record and conduct, but there 
is no other course possible, unless ecandals +e 
to the department and to the service are to be per- 
petuated and encouraged. Subject to the toregoims, 
the tindings and opimions of the Court of Inquiry 
are approved.

At the time of the hearing of tnis case, at the 
navy yard, whicb began early in Deeember and 
lasted for about a month, Pay Inspector Steven- 
son was temporarily suspended, but it was not 


understood that there were any direct charges 
against him, Thecourtof inquiry consisted of 
Commander MeCalla of the Enterprise and Pay- 
wasters Carmody and Harris, with Lieut. Lemly 
as Judge-Advocate. most searching and 
minute investigation was nade into the conduct 
of sales of condemned materials at the yard, 
and Mr. Stevenson was several times called to 
cross-question witnesses, and finally to give his 
own evidence concerning certain allegations. 

The diffteulty arvse out of the sale of four con- 
demned botlera, which, it appeared, had not been 
regularly dispesed of at auction after proper 
condemnation by a board of survey. This 
epened up the whole matter, and a system of 
doing business by very unbusiness-like methods 
which had extended over a long series of years 
was brought to light. From the first, the case 
against Pay Inspector Stevenson was exceeda- 
ingly weak, and the progress of the investigation 
did not tend to strengthen it. It was clear that 
he had assumed responsibility in the matter 
which did not rightly belong to him, and a letter 
from Secretary Whitney, which was modifiea next 
day, after inflicting damage the correction could 
not remove, placed Mr. Stevenson at a disad- 
vantage before the public, and before the court 
of inquiry. No proofs of cfiminality were 
brought forward, and the worst construction 
whieh could be placed upon the maas of evi- 
dence collected by the court was that a certain 
amount of irregularity in method had exieted. 
lt eertainly did not show who was really re- 
sponsible for the same, or that any officer of the 
yard derived a profit from it.

UNDER THE NEW ACT. 


OFFICERS OF THE ILLINOIS CENTRAL 
INDICTED IN NEW-ORLEANS. 
New-Or.eans, La., March 16.—The first 
‘indictment under the Inter-State Commerce act 
was found to-day by the United States Grand 
Jury in this city. The indictment, which ema- 
nated from the United States District At- 


torney’s office, is against the Illinois Central 
Railroad Company and consists of five counts, 
for vfolating sections 1, 4, and 10 of the Inter- 
State Commerce act, and are directed against 8. 
B. McConnico, General Agent, and D. B. Morey, 
General Freight Agent of the company. The 
first count sets forth an unjust and 
unreasonable charge to Jolin Phelps & 
Co. for the transportation of two bales of 
cotton from Canton, Miss., to New-Orleans, 
206 miles, at $2 75 per bale. The second count 
sets out a similar accusation for the transporta- 
tion of 500 bales of cotton for M. Levy & Son 
from Canton, Miss., to New-Orleans, 206 miles, 
at $2 75 per bale. The third count sets outa 
similar accusation for transporting 600 bales of 
cotton for 8. Gumbel & Son from Holly Springs, 
Miss., to New-Orleans, 369 miles, at $2 30 per 
bale. The fourth count sets out unjust discrimi- 
nation against the merchants and people of 
New-Orleans, and in favor of the merchants 
and people of Lowell, Mass., by charging 
8. Gumbel & Son $2 30 per bale for transporting 
cotton from Holly Springs, Miss.,to New-Or- 
leans, 369 miles, and charging the Hamilton 
Company only 40 centa per 100 weight for 
transporting cotton from Holly gee oe Miss., 
" Lowell, Mass., upward of 1,600 miles. The 

fth count sets out a charge of according undue 
and unreasonable advantage to the locality of 
Lowell, Mass., over the locality of New-Orleans, 
based upon the facts contained in the fourth 
count.

Mr. Browne’s op- 
position to the repeal of the entire interna: rev- 
enue system disturbs the calculations of those 
who hoped to catch Southern votes, and not one 
onthe Seuthern side appears to be anxious to 
champion Mr. Randall’s proposition to cut down 
the whisky tax from 90 to 50 cents a gallon. 

At the meeting of the committee yesterday 
the bill was taken up for consideration by sec- 
tions. The sections affecting the internal reve- 
pue taxes were under discussion when Mr. 
Kelley offered an amendment providing that, in 
addition to the relief already proposed, the tax 
shall be removed from cigars, cigarettes, and 
cheroots. The vote upon this amendment com- 
pelled the Republicans to show that they are 
divided. Mr. Kelley, Mr. Reed, and Mr. McKin- 
ley voted for it, while Mr. Browne and Mr. Bur- 
rows voted with the Democrats against it. 
This division was foreshadowed by the conclu- 
sions reached ata conference of New-York Re- 
publicans, at which the situation was looked at 
from an independent and rather interesting 
point of view. While not prepared with any 
bill, the New-York members were determined 
not to support any Democratic measure. That 
meant Mr. Randall’s bill as well as the bill 
brought in by the Ways and Means. It has all 
at once struck the New-York Republivans that 
they cannot go into a campaign next Fall on the 
protection issue and expect to elect Republic- 
ans if they are not prepared to show 
the manufacturers, upon whom they will rely 
for support, that the Republicans are equal to 
the task of undertaking tariff legislation. 
Although they are determined not to take the 
Randall or the Mills bill, they are agreed that 
“something muet be done.” This disposition 
makes it look as though Mr. Randall would be 
squeezed out by both the majority and the 
minority. Ifthe Republicans refuse to support 
his vill, which the majority will certainly do, he 
will have no one left except the half dozen 
personal followers who are holding a doubtful 
allegiance to him. The Republicans cannot be 
sure until they have brought in a bill whether 
they can hold their party members, 

Some curiosity is felt among the Democrats 
of the Ways and Means Committee to learn who 
will prepare the Republican bill. The Randall 
bill, which is praised highly by such Republicans 
as Mr. Kelley,who says he thinks it “a thousand 
times better” than the Mills bill, was prepared 
by just the set of men in the employment of the 
great steel, iron, and other trusts who would be 
relied upon to make a Republican bill. 
Mr. Randalit is admittea by a Penn- 
sylvania protectionist authority to have 
“nad very competent assistance” in the 
preparation of the chemical schedule ana *‘ very 
competent assistance in computing the equiv- 
alent specific duties” that he has substituted 
for ad valorem duties. The same writer aliows 
Mr. Kelley to say that ‘“‘ Mr. Randall himself is 
better informed on the subjectof tariff and taxa- 
tion than any member of the majority of the 
Ways and Means Committee, and he has called 
in for advice not only a few mea who have per- 
sonal interest in the destruction of the present 
tariff system, but experts in the various 
branches of manufactures who have been 
able to _— tell him what the _— effect 
of the changes he propeses will be.’ 
The bill of the Ways and Means will probably be 
reported in a week, and it is understood that at 
a conference on Wednesday night between 
Speaker Carlisie and the Chairmen of the lead- 
ing committees of the House it was decided to 
clear the way for its consideration at an early 
day by disposing of appropriation and other 
bills expected as s00n as possible. There is no 
reason why it should not be before the House by 
April 1. 

The Senate Committee on Commerce has de- 
clined to indorsea Mr. Plumb’s bill for the remov- 
aloftthe bridge piers erected in the Hudson 


River by the Pougheeepsie Bridge Cempany op- 
posite Poughkeepsie. The Plumb bill declared 
these piers to be obstructions to navigation and 
a detriment to commerce in its first section, 
and in the second section it directed the Secre- 
tary of War to order the bridge company to re- 
move the piers within three wonths after re- 
ceiving the notice. If the company did not heed 
the notice the Secretary was directed to cause 
the piers to be removed, the expense to be charged 
against the company. The third and last seo- 
tion of the bill appropriated the necessary money 
to carry out ite provisions. The Commerce Com- 
mittee reported against the measure to-day. 
The report points out that the piers were placed 
in the river under the authority of the State of 
New-York, Congress having nothing to do with 
the matter, and the Supreme Court bas held that 
such a structure is lawful unless Congress de- 
clares otherwisa The committee does not doubt 
the power of Congress to remove the piers, if 
they are obstructions to navigation, by such 
legislation as may be necessary, but it thinks 
that until such legislation is had, the lega) pro- 
ceedings contemplated in the Plumb bill should 
not be authorized. 

The friends of Gen. Jonn C. Fremont, who 
think his services to the Government and the 
country deserve special recognition, have start- 
ed a movement to have him placed on the re- 


tired list of the army. Senator Hale introduced 
a bill authorizing the President to appoint Gen. 
Fremont to the army, and then to piace him on 
the retired list with the rank of Major-General. 
Mr. Hale expressed the hope that no partisap 
objection would be raised to the bill. He will 
urge the Military Committee to make a favor- 
able report upon the measure, and its friends 
are confident it will become a law. 


The Senate struck from the Urgent Deficiency 
bill an item of $100,000, inserted by the House 
Appropriations Committee, to extend the pro- 


posed dry dock at the Brooklyn Navy Yard so 
as to make it 600 instead of 500 feetlong. The 
House conferees insisted upon keeping the item 
in, aud yesterday iu the House there was a long 
and animated discussion on the question of non- 
concurrence. Mr. Burnes, in charge of the bill, 
explained that the item was asked for by the 
Navy Department, and Mr. Boutelie questioned 
the necessity for making the dock larger. Mr. 
Herbert, from the Naval Affairs Committee, 
quoted the letter of Secretary Whitney on the 
subject, in which he set forth that while there 
Was now no vessel of the navy requiring a dock 
of 600 feet in length, it would be well to provide 
for the future. The opposition was manifested 
at what appeared to be an attempt to providea 
dock for commercial purposes by the Govern- 
ment. After the opposition had been heard the 
committee refused to consent to the adverse ac- 
tion of the Senate and insisted upon the reten- 
tion of tne item. 
. 

The Senate Commerce Committee is again 
considering the nomination of Consul-General

statement that ha named Mr. Le Breton 
for Deputy Consul-General only becauss 
he desired to carry out a promise made 
by his friends without his knowledge. 
The Commerce Committee has so far examined 
only one wituess—Edward Curtis of California— 
whe has paraded as a warm friend of Major 
Rathbone, and whose olticious and offensive in 
terference in his behalf with Senators was 
largely responsible for the Senate’s failure 
promptly to confirm the Major.

Resolved, That a select committee, to consist of 
seven Senators, be aud the saine is hereby cousti- 
tuted and appointed, whose duty it shall be to ex 
amine fully intothe present condition of the civil 
service in all branches of the Government, to ascer 
tain whether the appointments in said service have 
been based upon merit and qualification or bave 
been distributed as partisan favors; aud further to 
fully examine and report as to the offensive partici- 
pation of officers and employes of the General Gov- 
ernment in political conventions and elections. Said 
committee is hereby authorized to employ a clerk 
and stenographer, and shall have power to adminis 
ter oaths, send for persons and papers; tosit in 
Washington or such other places a8 may be neces 
sary, and to conduct its investigations through sub 
committees. the expenses of the same to be paid 
from the contingent tund of the Senate, and a full 
report of its proceedings shall be made to the Senate 
at as early a day as is practicable. 

This resolution was prefaced by a long pre- 
amble, in which Mr. Hale quoted sectious 11 aud 
14 of the Civil Service act, relating to the ool- 
lection of political assessments from Govern- 
ment employes; the order of President Cleve- 
land in 1886 warning office holders to avoid im- 
proper activity in political atfairs, and Civil 
Servico Commissioner Oberly’s letter of Sept. 
29, 1887, concerning the political organizations 
among Government clerks at Washington. Mr. 
Hale allowed his resolution to lie upon the table 
until Tuesday, when he asked the Senato 
to adopt iL Mr. Cockrell exposed the 
partisan purpose of the majority by forcing them 
to vote upon ah amendment so enlarging the 


clude President Hayes’s 1877 order to office 
holders concerning political assessments, and 
the other an extension of the investigation back 
to the date of that order. Mr. Hale declared 
that he had no objection to a distinct inves- 
tigation of that kind, but he didn’t want to 
see the inquiry he was after embarrassed 
in the way proposed, and he hoped the 
amendment would be voted down, Mr.

Attention was directed in the House yester- 
day by Mr. Thomas of Wisconsin to the old story 
about Major Redington, the employe of the 


Railroad Commissioner dismissed by Secretary 
Lamar for allowing a reporton the Pacific Rail- 
roads to get into Wall-street before it came into 
the possession of the Goverrment. A newspa- 
per parugraph that told of Major Redington’s 
setting up “ bucket shops” in Washington also 
referred to several members, including Mr.

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An unusual diversion in the proceedings of the 
Senate-to-day was the appearance 
Mr. Hiscock in open opposition to Mr. Evarts, 
the raubject being the Undervaluation bill. It 
was Mr. Hiscock’s first set speech as a Senator, 
aud more than oneof his colleagucs were amused 
as he controverted the polnts made axzainst the 
Undervaluation bill by Mr. Evarts. Before Mr. 
Hiscock was recognized, Mr. Allison replied in 
earnest words to Mr. Evarts’s attack upon the 
constitutionality of the act, and Mr. Beck made 
a general defense of the measure. As one of the 
sub-committee which has been at work upon 
the bill for two years he said that nota single 
political questivn had been raised in its prepara 
tion. Every member of the committee had been 
anxious to remedy the hosts of evils in the pres- 
ent system, and Mr. Beck believed the bill ac- 
eouplished that purpose. It had become a ques 
tlon whether honest imporiers conld continue 
in business. Mr. Hiscock pointed eut some ol 
these evils, and declared that instead of being 
aimed against commerce, the bill was designed to 
protect conmerce. It would make all im- 
porters here and abroad stand equal be- 
the law, and it was an announce 
ment that the Government would not 
allow premium to be offered for fraud. Taking 
exactly opposite ground to Mr. Evarts, Mr. His- 
cock dectared that every merchant in New 
York engaged in foreign trade favored the Un- 
dervaluation bill, and that this was true at 
every American port ofentry. Not one person 
had sent to the committee a protest against the 
measure, although the committee had taken 
pains to scatter the bill everywhere. Mr. His 
cock had no patience with the argument of un 
constitutionulity, and he intimated broadly that 
he regarded Mr. Evarts’s attitude as “ridiculous.” 
In his reply, Mr. Evarts declared that be was 
trying to make the bill one that would 
carry out the views of Mr. Hiscock, by provid- 
ing against its failure after it had passed Con- 
gress. He again attacked the constitutionaliiy 
of the measure and then the Senate beard Mr. 
Call object to the billas putting heavy purdens 
upon foreign commerce. Mr. Edmunds also 
spoke against section 14 as it stood, and asked 
to have it so moditied as vot to give the Board 
of Appraisers power to construe the law. Mr. 
Sherman objected to this, aud Mr. Hiscock aiso 
contended tor the bill as itstood. When the 
Senate tinally reached a vote on the Edmunds 
amendment only tive Senators were recorded iu 
its favor while 47 voted tu stand by the billas 
it came from the committee.

During the conrse of the meeting Mr, 
Browne, who, with Mr. Burrows, voted against 
Judge Kelley’s tobacco amendment yesterday, 
offered an amendment to the bill, and all the 
Republicans votea forit. Mr. Reed remarked 
with some pride that the Republicans were 
voting togother again. 

“Under the leadership of Mr. Browne?” put in 
Mr. Beckinridge of Kentucky. 

“Oh,” said Mr. Reid. “I voted with Mr. Browne 
to show that we aro tegether again. I do not 
know what his proposition is.” 

“T can always depend upon you to voto 
right,” said Mr. Browne, addressing himself to 
his colleague from Malne, “when you don’t 
know what vou are vating for.”

There is a salary of $5,000 
connected with the office and an allowance of 
$500 for expenses. Mr. Beebe is a Democrat, 


but that fact, oddly enough, did not prevent his 
reappointment. 

Another Democrat, whose face is a familiar 
one at party conventions, and whose devotion to 
the interests of Mr. Hill is touching, Lumber- 
man Theodore B. Basselin of Lewis County, was 
also remembered by the Governor, being reap- 
pointed Forest Commissioner. There is no gal- 
ary connected with Lumberman Basselin’s oflice. 
The act creating the Forest Commission directed 
tnat the Governor should in January of the year 
1888 appoint a member of the commission in 
place of the one whose term of office then ex- 
pired. There has been a heap of trouble on the 
Governor’s mind this year, and ho apparently 
forgot all about the duty of filling Lumberman 
Basselin’s place. 


Mr. Russell of Albany doesn't like the State 
Agent for Discharged Convicts, James MolIn- 
tyre, and to-day he introduced a bill abolishing 
the office and saddling its duties upon tho 
Wardens of the State prisons. Mr. McIntyre’s 
conduct has antagonized some of the partisan 


Republicans of Albany, and they want his scalp. 
The Governor, though he appointed the present 
State Agent, has twice recouimended the aboli- 
tion of the oftice. He will now be called upon 
to aid in legislating a Democrat out of office. 
But Democrats have grown accustomed to being 
out of office under our Governor. They are, 
however, beginning to grumble, four the records 
show that fewer Democrats have been appoint- 
ed to oftice by Gov. Hill than by any of his Dem- 
ocratic predecessors, Govs. Robinson, Cleve- 
land, and Tiiden. Republicans and labor 
tramps are the lucky ones under this State ad- 
ministration. 

There are, in the opinion of several eminent 
lawyers of New-York, several ‘ topics of com- 
mon and public concern” concerninggwhich dif- 
ferent States of the Union have different laws. 
Practical uniformity of such laws, .otably those 
affecting divorce, marriage, and ° insolvency, 
would bo very desirable. [t is proposed ina 
bill introduced for Mr. Van Cott to-day to ap- 
point a commission of three members te co- 
operate with like commissions to be appointed 
by other States to examine the subjects referred 
to, ascertain the best means to bring about 
uniformity inthe laws affecting such subjects, 
and especially consider whether it would not be 
wise and practicable for this State to invite 
other States of the Union to send representa- 
tives to a convention which shall draft uniform 
laws to be submitted to the State Legislatures 
for enactment. 

The Commissioners to be appointed under the 
act are to hold office for not more than two 
years. They will receive no compensation, but 
their expenses will be paid. They may employ 
such help as they need, but the totai expenses 
of the commission must not exceed $5,000. 
Attached to the bill is a petition asking the 
Legislature to provide fer the appointment of 
Buch @ commission signed by heodore W. 
Dwight, Hooper C. Van Vorat, Waldo Hutchins, 
Andrew H. Green, William Allen Butler, ex- 
Surrogate Rollins, ex-Gov. Hoadly, Simon 
Bterne, F. R. Condert, and other prominent law- 
yers of New-York. 

A plan for a system of pneumatic tubes for the 
city of New-York appeared iu the Senate to-day 
in the shape of a billintroduced by Mr. Cantor. 
By the terms of the bill William Bb. Dowd, Adolf 
Ladenuburg, Rowland F. Hazard, Elisha Dyer III, 
J. Coleman Drayton, and Frederick L. Matthez, 
Jr., are given the right to lay such tubes under 
the streets and public places of New-York to 
carry letters, parcels, merchandise, property, 
aud power. The tubes must not exceed 15 inches 
in interior diameter, nor must they pass under 
any sidewalk or through any vault without the 
consent of the owner of thse property affected, 
and payment to him of ajust sum for the privi- 
lege thus obtained. The tubes are to be laid 
under the direction of the Commiasioner of Pub- 
lic Works, and the company iaying the same 1s 
authorized to open the streets tor that purpose, 

This little bili was introduced in the Senate by 
Mr. Reilly: 


“The Controller is hereby directed to pay out ofthe 
State Treasury to the Controller of the city of New- 
York the amvuunt of money expended by said city in 
the erection and maintenance of armories for the 
past 10 years.” 

Mr. Raines 1s not satistied with the advan- 
tages given by the amendatory act of 1887 to 
Union soliiers and sailors of the civil war in 
securing employment in the service of the State, 
and to-day introduced a bill to further amend 
the act of last year. It extends the operation of 
the law to appointments made by county offi- 
Cialis and to marines who served as such In the 
war. It gives the soldiers, auilors, and marines 
preferences, not only in appointment but in 
promotion and retention in the service. 

A billintroduced by Mr. Fassett makes it a 
misdemeanor tu give, soll, or furnish any cigar- 
ette, cigar, or tobacco to any person under 16 
years of age. 

Among the bills introduced in the Senato last 
evening were these: 

By Mr. Reilly—Fixing telephone charges in all 
cities Of 500.000 inhabitants or more at not more 
than $5 a month, and in all other cities, towns, aid 
Viliages of the State $3 amonth. Also,a bill fixing 
the salaries of roundsmen on the New-York police 
force at $1,600 a year. 

. - Mr. Langbein—Mayor Hewitt’s Rapid Transit 

Assemblyman Frank P. Demarest represents 
Rockland County, a district which manufactures 
large quantities of bricks and supports gin mills 
almost without iimit, but which contains no ca- 
bie railreads nor anything pertaining thereto. 
A bill which looks suspiciously like @ bill to vivy- 
ify the cable company which wanted to 
steal 7O miles of New-York’s streets, and 
which bears the name of Mr. Demarest has 
been introduced in the Assembly. The physical 
act of introduction was performed by Assembiy- 
men Guenther of Buffalo, in Mr. Deimorest’s ab- 
sence, and at his rexuest. Mr. Guenther seemed 
interested in having the bill sent to the General 
Laws Committee, but Gen. Husted’s keon scent 
detected something unusual, and as he insisted 
upon its taking the usual course, it was sent to 
the Raijroads Committee. The bill applies the 
laws of 1866 “ to railroad companies already or- 
ganized by special laws or the act to which thisis 
supplementary — for the construction and 
operation of steam locomotive railways, but 
proposing before opening the same for traffic 
to substitute atraction system of power herein- 
before referred to by filing # declaration of its 
intentions so to do with the Secretary of Staite, 
which shall set forth: 

1—Its corporate name and the state of its 
charter. 2—The route or routes which it was 
formed to occupy, but had not at the date of 
such filing derived revenue therefrom. 
Such changes in the extension of the routes last 
mentioned as it may adopt and designate at the 
date of tiling the aforesaid, and may proceed to 
acquire or occupy under the provisions of this 
act in addition to powers it previously possessed. 
Such declaration shail be tlied with and recorded 
and certified by the Secretary of State in the 
éame manner and with the same effect as origi- 
nal articles of incorporation hereinbefore pro- 
vided for.” Read in connection with past acts 
of the cable crowd, this ambiguous language 
it is believed legalizes the New-York grab. 

The Connelly bill, increasing the State Board 
of Assessors cen three to five members, has 
been reported by the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee so amended as to require the selection of one 
of the members from that county which paysthe 
largest percentage of State taxes. New-York 
will be insured representation if the bill be 
comes a law. ‘The provision giving Kings 
County amember has been eliminated aud a 
section has been added prohibiting the appoint- 
ment of more than one member from any one 
county. 

The bill of Senator Reilly conferring upon the 
New-York Dock “inter the modified powers cre- 
ated by the law of 1883 fora Board of Harbor 
Masters was defeated by the Assembly when it 
was reached on the order of final passage. The 
vote was 47 to 24, the negative votes being cast 
chiefly by Republicans. A similar bill passed the 
Legislature a year ago, but was not signed by 
the Governor. He alleged that it was imper- 
Yectly drawn. 

The Assembly will unite with the Senate in 
the celebration at Poughkeepsie, July 26, of the 
centennial anniversary of the adoption of the 
Federal Constitution by the State of New-York. 
Speaker Cole has appointed asa committee to 
co-operate with the Senate committee in repre- 
senting the Legislature upon that occasion As- 
semblymen Husted, Platt, 
Sheenan, Bush, and O’Connor. 

Assemblyman Platt’s Poughkeepsie Bridgo 
Company wantg the legal right to change its 
plans of approaches and extend them, if thought 
necessary, to a distance of two miles from the 
bridge termini. Among the reasons assigned 
is a desire to afford greater accommbdations to 
railroads which may desire to cross the bridge. 
He asked that a bill conferring the necessary 
authority introduced by him be ordered forth- 
with to a third readiny. There was a chorus of 
objections, and the bill had to go to the Commerce 
and Navigation Committee, Not a few iron 
girders, crosa beams, «&c., Way have to be 
pawned by the company in order to release tho 
committee's grip upon it. 

The donkey cabinet ‘seems to have begun its 
labors. A bill supposed to have been approved 
by the Aldermanic Committee on Legislation 
was sent hither by Major-Domo Forster, and 
introduced br Assemblyman NMoKenna, Its 
litle is ‘An aot to create the efliciency of the 
Department of Public Works in the City of New- 
York.” It stipulates that the chief officers and 
beads of bureaus in that department and ‘each 
fegular clerks” as the Commissioner beé- 
Heves oan bé spared withent injuring ‘tho effi- 
ciency” of bis department, may be dismissed by 
the Commissioner without giving his reasons or 
LY expianation whatever. In assuming to dic- 
tate legislation for New-York in opposition to 
the views of Mayor Hewitt and his Gabinet the 
Alderman are treading on very thin oo A bill 
mmay bs introdvuéed any moment to ah the 
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Davis, Adams, 


Board of Aldermen, and it would stand a very 
fair chance of passage should the members of 
Mr. Forster's Cabinet show their faces by 


broad daylight, where the Legislature could get 


a good view of them. 

The Wall and Cortlandt Streets Ferries Trans- 
portation Company is incorporated by the terms 
ofa bill of Assemblyman T. D. Sullivan. Its 
purpose is to run stages from Wall-Street Ferry, 
up Wall-street to Broadway, to Liberty, to West, 
to Cortlandt-street. It. is permitted to havea 
stand at the junction of est and Courtland 
streets, and the city is authorized to collect a 
license fee of $25 per atage. 

The Brooklyn elevated railroad companies are 
exempted from all local taxation during the first 
five years of their existence, by the terms of a 
bill introduced by Assemblyman McCann. 

Tho heirs of the late Isaao Henderson of the 
New-York Evening Post have a claim againat the 
city for advertising the boundaries of election 
districts away back in 1871. Assemblyman 
Morgan has introduced a Dill authorizing the 
Controller to inquire into the claim and pay it if 
he deems it just. 

Mr. Blumenthai introduced a bill giving trust 
companies power to invest in stocks, bonds, &o., 
to make contracts for the purchase or sale of 
stock options, and, in effect, to go into the 
brokerage business. 

There are 20,000 traveling salesmen in New- 
Yerk City, so wrote one of them to Assembly- 
man Morgan recently, who are denied the priv- 
llege of voting every year. They go out upon 
the road about the 1st of October, befpre the 
first day of registering arrives, and they return 
after the registry books are closed, though 99 
per cent. of them are in the city upon the day of 
election. A change in the days of regis- 
tration is urged, and Assemblyman Mor- 

an has introduced a bill fixing the first 

ay of registering about six weeks prior 
to the day of election. An effort to 
minimize colonization is also made in the bill by 
compelling voters not only to give their present 
»slaces of residence, but also their residence dur- 
ing the four preceding months, These muat 
be verified by the election inspectors, and fail- 
ure so todo constitutes an offense punishable 
by heavy penalties. It is, exceedingly aoubtful 
about avy reform election law being passed this 
Winter, and Mr. Morgan asks suggestions for 
the improvement of details of the present law, 
especially, withia view to preventing fraud- 
ulent registration, 

The Vedder bill continuing John A. Nichols in 
his comfortable Quarantine berth bas been made 
a special orderin the Senate for next Wednes- 
day morning. This isthe measure upon which 
the recent Republican caucus decided to engraft 
the names of Messrs. Grant, Kearney, and Burke. 
It is not believed that enough votes, even in- 
cluding thoss of sundry Democrats said to be 
favorably disposed to the scheme, can be se- 
cured to carry out the programme. A caucus 
of the Republican Senators has betn called for 
Monday night next to consider the nominations 
sentin to-day by the Governor. Some agree- 
ment upon Quarantine matters may be reached 
at that caucus, for both Platt and anti-Platt 
Senators heaitate, notwithstanding their bold 
front, about plunging their knives into one 
another's political persons.

WALL-STREET TALK. 
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It may be that Wall-street is unduly sus- 
picious, and that Mr. Jay Gould, making anew 
departure, is up to no chicanery in the manage- 
ment of the Missouri Pacific Railroad, but, if 
Wall-street is mistaken, and Mr. Gould is not up 
to old tricks, circumstances are shaping them- 
selves most unkindly. Yesterday, for instance, 
financial circles were treated to the announce- 
ment that the meeting of Missouri Pacific Di- 


rectors appointed for last Tuesday to pass upon 
the current dividend was not really postponed 
(as hitherto explained) on account of the bliz 
zard weather, but went Over to “await Mr. 
Gould's wishes,” such ‘‘ wishes’ to become 
known only wheu he gets back to New-York.

Of course, no half-way sensible man Can ex- 
pect Wall-street to accept this sort of stuff with 
satisfaction. Its savor of double dealing is 


rank. Why there should be any hesitanoy at 
all must astound even that slim contingent 
that is ever proclaiming Jay Gould the flower 
of all purity. According to official statements, 
according to Jay Gould’s own letters, accord- 
ing to Gould interviews, and all the Gould 
gazettes, Missouri Pacific has beep earning 
rignt ulong over 11 per cent. on its capital 
stock, from which @& handsome surplus was 
accumulating, inasmuch as *‘ only” 7 per cent. 
was being applied to dividends. If these abund- 
ant declarations were true, how can there be 
any doubt about the “ wishes” of anybudy 
about the policy of giving stockholders what be- 
longs to them? 

The trouble is that the declarations in all 
human probability were not true, nor anything 
near true. Yet, as the stock books of the com- 


pany show, the loud protestations about 11 
per cent. earnings had their intended effect 
and the list of the company’s shareholders was 
lengthened a good deal. Women’s names figure 
largely in that list. Executors of estates are 
there also. Likewise, those transfer Looks show 
that at that very time Jay Gould was _ped- 
dling out his stock as fastas hecould. Then 
the stock was 110, now it is 82. Unloading 
on widows and orphans—bunkoing people silly 
enough to trust him—that was the Gould mission 
then. And not then only, unfortunately. 


Now, as Wall-street has it, the postponement 
ef action on the dividend is merely tomake way 
in this quarter ornext for areduction in that divi- 


dend to6orto5 percent. Itis said by Missou- 
ri Pacitic officials that on next Thursday another 
meeting of the Directors will be held with 
Mr. Jay Gould present, whereat the dividend 
policy of the company will be settled. Whata 
mint of money a patient man could make by 
going short” of all the Gould rattletrans fora 
permanent investment.

The indignant comments that went round yes- 
terday over the Missouri Pacific matter were 
supplemented generously by one of the choicest 
collection of bear speculative lies that Wall- 


street has listened to in half a year. The rumor 
committees seemed all to have suddenly thawed 
out, and they lied with all the avidity of as- 
pirants for permanent ee One of 
the lesser rumors of the day chronicled the 
ruin of one of the biggest commercial and 
banking houses of the city. ‘There was 
of course nothing whatever the matter with the 
firm, but its great strength, its long-established 
integrity, and its millioniare connections only 
contributed, you see, to make the sensational 
tales all the more interesting. Men who do not 
know enough of their own business to remember 
the time when they earned an honest dollar pro- 
feased to be able to expose all the complex and 
tremendous affairs of panking houses highly 
rated the country over. Why Providence ever 
gave some folks tongues will always be a 
mystery. 

There came also a great crop of dispatches 
from Chicago telling of an alleged rapid spread 
in the strike on Western railroads. The Ss. Paul, 


Union Pacific, and most of the Granger and 
Southwestern Roads were reported involved, 


Under such hitting the stock market ylelded. 
Some stocks dropped a couple of points. Deacon 
White’s Union Pacifico was one of these. Read- 


ing was slugged unmeroifully, 20,006 shares 
being sold in big lots in trading of five minutes. 


The first railroad to report earnings for the 
second week of March isthe Denver and Rio 


Grande. The figures are $107,000, a decrease of 
$28,000 compared with the same week last year. 


Hints came from Boston that the next Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy dividend will be in sorip, 
this being preferred by the company’s managers 
to an omission altogether.

The company has about 40,000 tons of all sizes 
stored at Port Richmond.

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TO REVISE LIQUOR LAWS 


A OUMMISSION APPOINTED 
WITH THAT OBJECT. 


GOV. HILL TRAILS IN WITH A LONG 
MESSAGE AFTER MR. KIMBALL’S BILL 
18 INTRODUCED—THE COMMISSIONERS. 
ALBANY, March 16—Assemblyman Kim- 

ball, Republican, of St. Lawrence was at the 

Clerk’s desk in the Assembly just 30 minutes 

before Gov. Hill’s private secretary this morn- 

ing. He introduced a bill creating a commission 
for the revision and amendment of the excise 
laws of the State, and the Governor tailed 
along later with an elaborate message recom- 
mending precisely the same thing provided for 
by Mr. Kimball's measure. The dill names Dr. 

Howard Crosby, ex-Attorney-General Denis 

O’Brien, Austin Abbott, Gallus Thomuan, and 

John Hodge. 


Austin Abbott is an eminent lawyer and au- 
thor. His “ Abbott’s Dizest of the Decisions of 
the New-York Courts of Final Resort” has made 
his name familiar in every court of record in the 
United States. He is also law editor of the 
Daily Register, the official law jeurnal of New- 
York City and County: He is a strong high- 
license advocate, and of counsel to the Society 
for the Prevention of Crime. 

Gallus Thomann was the especial choice of the 
Rev. Dr. Howard Crosby for a place upon the 
commission. Heisanative of Athens, Greece, 
and came to this country when 17 years of age. 
The second day after his arrival he enlisted in 
the One Hundred and Third New-York Infantry 


Volunteers, under Cel. Baron Egglofstein, and 
served to the close of the war. Since then ho 
has been editor of the Brooklyn Freie Presse, a 
German Republican daily newspaper, and for a 
short time of the Milwaukee Hera/d, another 
German paper. That office he resigned to be- 
come manager of the literary burean of the 
United States Brewers’ Association. He has at- 
tained considerable distinction as the author of 
treatises upon the various features of the liquor 
question, among them being ‘“ Real and Imagin- 
ary Effects of Intemperanee—a Statistical 
Sketch,” ‘Liquor Lawa of the United States, 
Their Spirit and Effect,” ‘Colonial Liquor 
Laws,’ and seven or eight pamphiets. Ali of 
these have attracted attention from the learned 
and dispassionate spirit which pervaded them, 
and have secured to Mr. Thomann the respectful 
consideration of even his most intense oppon- 
ents. He resides in this city. 

Jobn Hodge is the present Republican Mayor 
of Lockport. He is understood to be in favor of 
high hicense and opposed to prohibition. Among 
his acquaintances he is esteemed as aman of 
high principle and broad and liberal sentiments. 

This commission is authorized “ to revise, sim- 
plify, arrange, and consolidate all the statutes 
of the State of New-York in any way relating to 
the disposition, use, or sale of ale, wine, beer, 
and intoxicating liquors which may be in force 
at the time such Commissioners shall make their 
final report.” Their report must be made to the 
Legislature on or before Jan. 10,1889. It must 
organize in the office of the Secretary of State 
by the selection of a President. It is empow- 
ered to hold sessions in any towns, villcges, or 
cities for the purpose of hearing suggestions 
for the improvement of the excise sysiem or 
for making any inquiries in relation thereto. It 
is given a stenographer anda force of clerks 
The sum of $25,000 is appropriated for the 
purposes of the act, and the Commissioners are 
allowed $3,000 eaeh for their services, 

In the minds of some members of the Legis- 
lature, no doubt, the passage of this commission 
bill will be ali the excise legislation needed this 
year. It remains to be seén whether the progress 
of the High-License bill is to be impeded by this 
or any other bill. 

Charles W. Dayton sent this bill to Mr. Kim- 
ball on behalf of the New-York Excise Board, of 
which he is counsel. He inclosed a letter written 
by Dr. Howard Crosby, in which that gentleman 
said that the measure has his hearty approval, 
although he does not approve of the selection of 
himself as one ef the commission. He added: 
“Tl believe tho bill will have the approbation of 
the Legislature and the people of the State as 
an important step toward the final solution of 
the question involved.” 

The bill was sent to the Excise Committee, of 
which Mr. Kimballis Chairman. 

Gov. Hill’s message upon this subject was reaa 
in both Assembly and Senate. It ran as follows: 


STATE oF NEW-YORK, EXKCUTIVE | 
ALBANY, March 16, 1888. 
To the Legislature: 

The importance and necessity of a thorough rea- 
vision and amendment of the excise laws of the 
State has long been apparent. My attention has 
lately been particularly called to this subject by the 
Board of Commissioners of Excise of the City of 
New-York. Aware from personal experience in the 
courts, as every lawyor must be, of the confused and 
unsatisfactory condition of these laws, I ltave been 
led to give special consideration to the communica- 
tion of this board, and to the letter, upon which it is 
based, addressed to them by their counsel, who con- 
cisely and forcibly presents the situation, at least so 
far 43 New-York City 18 concerned. 

The partial or imperfect general excise law now in 
force was passed in 1857. This act started auew, re- 
pesling in definite terms all previous similaracts. In 

857 our population was about 3,500,000. Now it is 
nearly 6,000,000. With this great and year by year 
enormously increasing population tending more and 
more to concentration in immense cities and popu- 
lous towns and villages, inevitable and decided 
changes have come in the conditions under which 
the excise laws must be administered. Restraints 
and regulations then enforceable aré not now effect- 
ive. Provisions then applicable are not now appro- 
priate or suited to large bodies of our most industri- 
ous citizens. These changed conditions are not the 
result of one year nor of ten. They are the out- 

owth of the life of a whole generation, for it must 

e continually borne in mind that it is 3i years since 
the present partial or imperfect general excise law 
was made the law of the State. 

To meet the demands of these changed conditions, 
habits, and opinions of our people numerous enact- 
ments have, year after year, been placed upon the 
statute books in the endeavor—in which every good 
citizen joins—to mitigate the evils of intemperance 
in the use of intoxicating liquors. But these numer- 
ous laws have generally been framed to meet par- 
ticular and immediate phases of the larger ques- 
tion involved, and net with the view of forming a 
symmetrical and complete excise law. There are 
independent acts; there are ager acts; 
there are amendatory acts, and thus confusion and 
inequality have been introduced and perpetuated in 
a department of the statute law which, affecting as 
it does the habits and customs of the daily life of so 
many of our people, should be most olear andjuat. 

That our excise laws are not now fair, plain, and 
positive is apparent to the most superticial exami- 
nation. Since the law of 1857, which, as has been 
said, laid a new foundation, the additions have been 
most diversified in character. Some of them are en- 
tirely separate and distinct; they amend no other 
excise law, yet they area partot the excise regu- 
lations of the State. Besiaes these separate acts 
there are, as above stated, many supplemental and 
amendatory acts. Of these supplemental and 
amendatory provisions some are obscure and others 
are conflicting. So obscure and so conflicting are 
they that even the most experienced compilers of 
our statutes have been with all their learning nut- 
terly unable to reconcile these laws and to enlighten 
= for whose guidance such enactments were 
made, 

The commnnication referred to very properly 
says: 

“In this mass of disconnected, piecemeal, frag- 
mentary, intricats, and incongruous legislation even 
the student becomes lost and dismayed-in an effort 
to reach @ coherent analysis of thesé laws notwith- 
standing many judicial determinations running 
through the past 30 years.” 

Certainly such laws should not depend upon nor 
require the constant interpretation or interference 
of the courts nor necessitate an action brought to 
determine their meaning. On the contrary, he who 
runs should be able toread. All who live and work 
within the Commonwealth are entitled to have their 
rights and privileges, where specifically laid down 
in the written law, guarded by language that is in- 
telligible. And these laws shoula be more than 
merely intelligible. They should be harmonious in 
their operation and easily page cing a ng by those 
whose duty it is to enforce or obey,them. 

The necessity for the revision i has often 
been r nized. My predecessors in their annual 
messages have he peor ed called the attention of the 
— te this subject. Gov. Robinson said in 


“The state of our excise laws seems to demand at- 
tention. Recently our highest court was called 
upon in @ Case brought béfure it to declares what the 
conditions are under which licenses to sell spirits in 
Small quantities may be granted. Its conciusion 
Was contrary to the construction under which the 
officials administering the law had acted, general! 
by legal advice, for some years past. It may be sai 
the provisions now id furce were found not to be 
such as the public generally had supposed them to 
bo. ‘The pains taken by the court in discussing the 

nestion proves that it is one of some intricacy. 
The doubt was due to there being too many laws 
on the subject in force at the same time, and 
the consequent necessity of resorting to older 
statutes in ortier to find the meaning of more tecent 
enactments and of deciding where the old and the 
new law conflicted, and to what extent repealing 
clauses operated. If, under such circumstances, 
déalers erred in construing their privileges, it would 
not ve just to hold them to penalties as tor a willful 
violation of law. The Legislature is bound to make 
its enactments explicit and easy to be understood. 
The decision of tha court, yoo undoubtedly cor- 
rect, was a surprise, and caused much excitement 
among all interested. Its enforcemént, no doubt, 
was accompanied by hardships. What is needed is 
to substitute for all existing laws on the subject a 
carefully prepared statute, reasonable in its limita- 
tions and restraints, clear and explicitin all its pro- 
Visions, and, above all, complete in itself, to be 
uniformly, steadily and eonstantly enforced.” 

Gov. Robipson said in 1879: 

“Again, a8 in my last annual message, I advise 
that yon devote careful aitention to the condition of 
our excise laws. No branch of our laws 1eeds to be 


| sosimple, concise, and intelligible as this. * * « 


The jaw is transgressed as often from ignorance as 
from design. Punishtuent is oftener inflicted for its 
accitiental than intentional violation. Continual 
appeals are made to the Executive to relieve the 
errors of its working. These clumsy complivations 
are unworthy an intelligent people. Itis true that 
the subject of excise law presentsa great social 
problem, but it is also true that a seusible and prac- 
tical solution of it may be reached if 1ts discussiun 
be approached in an itnpartial and unprejudiceil 
oo. I commend the whole matter to your refiec- 
tion as one of the most important likely to be 
brought before you, and suggest that you substitute 
acloar, symmetrical, andcamplete statute for the 
present laws on the subject.” 

Gov. Cornell said in 1880: 

‘“*Much dissatisfaction prevails in regard to the 
excise laws, and it is essential that some effort be 
made to render them more effectivs. The laws are 
constantly violated or evaded, and inadequate atten- 
tion is piven t6 theif énfordement. Indeed, thé chiet 
dificulty seems to be to determine the scope or 
meaning of the existing statutes on thie subject. 
Under recent and semewhat conflicting decisions

Gov. Corneil said 

‘The interests o aod government demand a 
thorough revision of the excise lawss The oppo- 
nents of the liquor traffic as wellas those engaged 
ia the business belicve that a change from the pres- 
ent chaotic condition is desirable. The existing en- 
actments are ambiguous and inefficient in their 
operation. Conflicting opinions of the courts have 
added to the confysion. In consequence thereof the 
officers who should enforce the laws find themselves 

aralyzed. For three consecutive years the annual 

coenaee of the Governor have contained recom- 
méndations for an entire revision of these laws; and 
the subject is again presented in the earnest hope 
that it will receive your patient consideration and 
wise action.” 

Yet up to the p nt time no such general re- 
vision so repeatedly advisean has been made. 

For two years past legislation affecting the sale of 
liquor has been under active discussion. Various 
changes have been suggested and advocated. Yet 
80 far little has been accomplished in detinite results 
and what the future may bring forth is uncertain, 
although this subject is receiving unusual atten- 
tion and there 1s an expectant demand for some im. 

rovement in the exciselaw. It seems to me the 

ime has arrived when this whole subject should be 
pi vet mm | carefully, exhanstively, and effectively 
considered. The general and decided interest there- 
in renders the opportunity favorable for action ben- 
eficial to the people of the whole State. 

It has been proposed that a commission should be 
constituted to report a revised excises law to the 
Legislature of 1889. This proposition meets with 
my approval. 

In the haste and confusion of the session members 
of the Legislature, however well equipped and 
qualified for such service, are not ablo to fulfill the 
requirements of such a revision. It needs, too, a 
patient hearing of arguments from all sides in an 
atmosphere free from partisan influences, and this, 
no matter how fair the intention of the legislative 
conimittee may be, it is difficult to optain. Such a 
commission as I have suggested should be made 
up of men of recognized knowledge and high char- 
acter; men whose conclusions would be received 
with profound attention and respect. Such a com- 
mission, while being representative in its compoal- 
tion, should have npon it no man of extreme views. 
Its members should be men having Capacity to dis- 
passionately and equitably consider the rights, in- 
terests, privileges, wishes, and requirements of all 
the people, in order that the results of its delibera- 
tions may be fair and just to all. Upon it should 
aiso be placed some one skilled in the aclence of re- 
vision and tnoroughly acquainted with the decisions 
ofthe courts upon the language horetofore,used in 
excise laws. 

The expense of & commission should not stand in 
the way of its authorization. The questions which 
would there be patiently and solicitously weighed 
affect more or less directly every citizen and every 
industry in the State. Nor should the considera- 
tion of the measnre here contemplated necessarily 
interfere with any bill upon the general subject 
now before the Legislature. I have observed that 
there are numerous bills pertaining to the excise 
question already upon the files awaiting action, ana 
should any of them become laws they will come be- 
— the commission for incorporation in the revis- 
on. 

I therefore recommend the passage of a bill which 
will provide for a commission to report to the Legis- 
lature of 1889 a revised excise law, broad in its 
acopo, complete in its details, and comprehensive in 
its application, Delieving that a law framed under 
the anspices of such acommission as I have indi- 
cated would be approved by the next Legislature 
and wonld subserve the highest interests of the peo- 
ple and promote a better administration of the laws 
of the State, AVID B. HILL. 

Withoutjwasting any time upon the Govern- 
or's message, the Assembly referred it with a 
quiet laugh to the Excise Committee. The Sen- 
ate, however, had something tosay. A motion 
that the message be printed led to a bitter polit- 
ical squabble in that body. Mr. Sloan said he 
was rejoiced to know that the Governor of the 
State of New-York had at last awakened to the 
fact that the subject of excise legislation was an 
important one, and he hoped that the news 
would be spread through the State. The Goy- 
ernor had omitted to mention the matter iu his 
annual message at the opening of the session, 
choosing rather to watt until the session was half 
gone. Mr. Sloan was willingte givethe Govern- 
or credit for good intentions, and said that “in 
his astuteness” Mr. Hill had discovered that the 
trend of public opinion was strongly in favor of 
courageous treatwent of the question of excise 
legislation. 

Mr. Raines was constrained to deny the Gov- 
ernor much credit for his message. It looked 
like an efforteto postpone consideration of the 
bills now before the Legislature. Mr. Vedder, 
who professes devotion to some bits of liquor 
legislation, to which his name is attached, 
seemed to fear that his interests were attacked 
by the méasage, and wanted to know why the 
Governor did not include these recommendations 
in his annual message instead of “throwing a 
bomb into the camp at this time to stave off im- 
portant legislation.” 

To all thess attacks Mr. Cantor kept up a 
running defensive fire, extolling the Governor 
and deciaring that no satisfactory liquor laws 
had come or could be expected from the Repub- 
lican majority. It was suggested that not more 
than 350 copies of the message should be printed, 
but its exceeding strength and supposed cam- 
paign value fired the heart of Mr. Langbein, and 
he offered aconcurrent resolution providing that 
there should be printed 10,000 copies, 4,000 of 
which should be in German. The Governor's 
composition went to the Committee on Printing.

THE AQUEDUCT CONTRACTS 


ARGUMENTS OF OOUNSEL BE- 
FORE JUDGE BARRETT. 
WERE O'BRIEN & CLARK UNJUSTLY 
FAVORED 7—AFFIDAVITS ON BOTH 
SIDES —SOME INTERESTED LISTENERS. 

Lots of officials, politicians, and con- 
tractors listened to the arguments in the Su- 
preme Court before Judge Barrett yesterday 
afternoon upon the injunction restraining the 
Aqueduct Commissioners from executing a con- 
tract with O’Brien & Clark for the construction 
of Section 16 of the new aqueduct, which ex- 
tends from the junction of Convent-avenue and 
One Hundred and Thirty-fifth-street to the 
gatehouse in Central Park, about two miles 
and abhalf. Ex-Judge James C. Spencer, John 
O’Brien, and Heman Ciark, with their counsel, 
E. T. Lovatt of Tarrytown, John C. Sheehan, 
Secretary of the Aqueduct Board; John B, 
Develin, Matthew Baird of Fifth-avenue paving 
fame,and Rollin M. Squire, Commissioner of 
Public Works when the aqneduct work was in 
its infancy, were among the interested audi- 
ence. L, Laflin Kellogg and Arthur H. Smith 
appeared for Jacob Ebling, upon whose ap- 
plication the injunction was procured, and 
Corporation Counsel Beekman and Assistant 
Corporation Ceunsel Townsend appeared for 
the Aqueduct Commissioners. 

Mr. Kellogg *‘ opened the ball” by reading the 
affidavits of Contractors Goorge E. Clark, John 
B. Develin, and James H. Sullivan, and of Ar- 
thur H. Smith. Mr. Clark said that his experi- 


ence with the Aqueduct Commissioners had 
demonstrated to him that it is impossible for 
anybody except O’Brien & Clark to obtain any 
contracts from them, and that he jis discouraged 
from trying further. He said that when the 
bids were opened for the construction of addi- 
tional Shaft 1542, Section 7, O’Brien & Clark had 
bid $21,262 50, John A. Lee $16,262 50, and 
himself $17,885 50; that John Q’Brien there- 
upon asked him to withdraw his bid, in order 
that O’Brien might withdraw John A. Lee's bid 
and O’Brien & Clark get the contract; that he 
scorned the offer, although O’Brien & Clark sent 
him acheck for $100 as an inducement to ac- 
cept it. Mr.* Clark also charged = that 
abeut the middle of February, 1887, when the 
Aqueduct Commissioners were advertising for 
proposals and bids for additional Shaft 134A, 
Secretary Sheehan did all in his power to pre- 
vent his getting a copy of the specifications and 
printed forms upon which he might frame his 
bid, and that he believes that Sheehan acted in 
bad faith in so doing. He says that, as a matter 
of fact, O’Brien & Clark had performed about 
three-quarters of the work in Shafts 15% 
and 13A before the contracts were awarded 
* without authority of law, and no doubt relying 
upon their ability under all circumstances to ob- 
tain the contracts therefor without regard to 
whether their bid was either the highest or the 
lowest.” 

Mr. Develin and Mr. Sullivan corroborated 
Mr. Clark as to the impossibility of anybody ex- 
~ O'Brien & Clark obtaining any contracts, 

Ir. Kellogg argued that the practice of the 
Commissioners in awarding contracts to O’Brien 
& Clark, without regard to the size of their bid, 
practically annulled the laws which required all 
public work to be publicly competed for. 
“What is the use of advertising for proposals if 
it is settled beforehand that O’Brien & Clark 
shall have the work anyway?’ he asked. He 
contended that permitting O'Brien & Clark to 
do work before the contracts were even adver- 
tised for and all the other facts which his affi- 
davits and the examination of Sheeban before 
Referee Davenport had brought out demon- 
strated that the Commissioners were unjustly 
favorable to O’Brien & Clark, to put it mildly. 

Mr. Beekman called Judge Barrett's attention 
to the provisions of the law which relieved the 
Aqueduct Commissioners from the obligation of 
awurding a contract te the lowest bidder; they 
had the right to use their discretion, and the 
court was bound to assume that they used that 
discretion rightfully unless the contrary is 
shown. ‘The burden of proving that the Com- 
missioners are in unlawful collusion with 
O'Brien & Clark,” said Mr. Beekman, 
“is upon Mr. Ebling, and he has utterly 
failed to make out anything of the kind; 
therefore his case fails and the injunction 
must be dissolved.” Mr. Beekman read 
from the sworn answer of the engeqanapa oe be 
Mr. Ebling’s complaint and from tneir affidavit 
and the aflidavit of Secretary Sheehan. One of 
the principal points made to the answer is that 
the bids of William E, Dean and of the Warren 
Foundry and Machine Company do not include 
the caring for and storing subsequent to delivery 
of the cast-iron owes pending ite being laid in 
place, whereas O’Brien & Clark'sjbid does, and 
the Commissioners aver that the hiring by them 
ofayard from two to three acres in extent to 
store the pipe would be very expensive, and that 
in: view of thia O’Brien & Clark’s bid, which 
does include storage, is lower than the united 
bids of Dean and the foundry company. 

The Aqueduct Commissioners—ex-Judge James 
Cc. Spencer, Wililam Dowd, Gen. John Newton, 
Commissioner of Public Works; Christopher C, 
Baldwin, Oliver W. Barnes, Edgar L. Ridgway, 
and Hamilton Fish, Jr.—each saysin his afti- 
davit: 


“Tdeny that I haveatany timeacted or intended to 
act in bad faith or without due regard to the publio 
interest, or to the damage or injury of the taxpayers 
of the city of New-York in the matter of 
the award of the contract or contracts for 
the whole or any part of the work to be 
done, and the materials to be furnished mentioned 
and referred to in the complaint, I have not had 
inthe past and have notin the present any inten- 
tion of voting for the acceptance of any one or more 
of the bids or proposais referred to in the complaint, 
uniess Lam first satisfied in good faith that the ac- 
ceptance of such bid or proposal will best secure the 
publio interest and the etticient performance of the 
work to be done, or the furnishing of the 
materials to be furnished called fér by the 
proposel under which such bid or pro- 

os#l is submitted, any statement or allegation 
n the complaint to the contrary thereof notwith. 
standing. J have not at this time reached avy con- 
clusion or determination as to how I shall vote in 
regard tothe acceptance of any of the bids or pro- 
posals mentioned in the complaint; that the ques- 
tion of the acceptance of any of the bids or pro- 
posals mentioned in the complaint is still open for 
consideration and decision by the Aqueduct Com- 
missioners. In votin to award contracts I 
have voted in goo taith, intending there. 
by to select for award the bid or proposal 
therefor which would in my judgment best 
secure tke public interest and the eflicient perform- 
ance of the work to be done under the respective 
contracts referred to. Ihave at no time, or inany 
instance authorized, permitted, or sanctioned the 
withholding from any person intending to submit 
wbidfor any work to bedone, or materials to bo 
furnished inand about the new aqueduct, or its 
appurtenances, any of the proposals, forms of con- 
tract, specifications, bond, or bid thereior, upon 
which bids for the same were invited by the 
Aqueduct Commissioners; nor have lany knowledge 
that atany time or in any instance such proposals, 
forms of contract, specifications, bond, or bid have 
beén withheld from any person intending to subinit 
a bid for such work to be done, or such materials to 
be turnished; nor have 1 any knowledge that at any 
time or in any instance any person intending to sub- 
mit a bid has been impeded or delayed by any act of 
the Aqueduct Commissioners in obtaining such pro- 
2 forms of contract, specifications, bond, or 


John C. Sheehan, Secretary of the Aqueduct 
Commissioners, in his affidavit says: 


“The Commissioners were awarded in all 21 con- 
tracts, involving an expenditure of more than 
$5,000, ten of which have been awarded to O’Brien, 
& Clark, or to Herman Clark individually, and one to 
John H. Lee; that the aggregate amount of their 
bids upon those 11 contracts was $7,106,972; 
that the difference between such aggregate and 
the aggregate of the lowest bids submitted 
for the same ;ll contracts is $886,647 50;° that 
the agetegate amount of the highest bids for 
the 11 contracts is $9,154,665 50, $2,047,693 50 
more than O’Brien & Clark bid. Since the organ- 
ization of the said Commissioners they have awarid- 
ed, without pubdlic letting, 16 contracts, each in- 
volving an expenditure of $5,000 or under; 10 have 
been awarded to O’Brien & Clark individually, on 
one ot which no work was done. It is not true that 
since the reorganization of the Commissioners 
in May, 13888, O’Brien & Clark have been 
aware ali he contracts for which they 
have _ submitted bias; that in Februar 
2, 1887, proposals for the construction of an ad- 
ditional shaft in section 7 of the aqueduct were 
opened, and the bid of O’Brien & Clark for doing 
the work was rejected, and the contract for doing 
the samé Was unanimously awarded to the lowest 
bidder for $16,262; that again, on Deo. 7, 1887, pro- 
posals were received for the construction of 4 
masonry dam aad other work on the east branth of 
the Croton Kiver,in Putnam County, and O’Brien 
& Olark’s bid was rejecteil and the contract was 
unanimously awarded to the lowest bidder for $366,- 
990. Since the reorganization of the Commissioners 
all the contracts awarded upon pubiic bias amounts 
to $629,231, of: whieh O’Brien & Clark have been 
awarded only $67,312 60; that since the reorgani- 
gation no contracts have been awarded to O’Brien 
& Clark other than for shafts and other work in 
the sections already included in the contracts awari- 
ed to them by the Commissioners before the reor- 
ganization.”

AN EXPERT’S TEST OF THE VALUE OF 
' STATUES. 

Judge Ingraham and his jury, in Rart I. 
of the Supreme Court, Circuit, had considerable 
amusement yesterday over the trial of the suit 
of Alfred Ray against William Bentham. Ray, 
Bentham, and William J. Ipgram once com- 
posed the Export fraaing Company, and when 
Ray revisited England in 1885 Bentham for a 
while occupied Ray’s elegantly-furnished apart- 
ments, in the Gramercy, at 34 Gramercy Park. 
Ingram had a power of attorney, signed by Ray, 
authorizing him to transact business for hin» 
during his absence, and when Bentham com- 
plained that Ray owed him $2,00U Ingram 
promptly, as Ray’s attorney, gave hima chattel 


mortgage upon the furniture, which Bentham 
caused to be sold at auction. by E. H. Ludlow & 


When Ray returned from England in the 
Spring of 1887, and found that his furniture had 
disappeared, he brought suit against Bentham 
for its wrongful conversion and had him arrest- 
ed, laying his damages at #5,000, the value of 
the furniture, ashe asserts. This was the suit 
which was tried before —— Ingraham yester- 
day. The main contest of the defense was over 
the value of the furniture, which, they said, was 
not more than $1,800. It comprised many ob- 
jects of art, and Edward M. Wilkins of the firm 
of Ludlow & Co., whoaaid that he was an expert 
in art and had seen Ray’s property, was their 
principal witness. Willlam B. Hornblower, 
Ray’s counsel, cross-examined him.

SUING BOYCOTTERS. 


AN IMPORTANT ACTION BY A FIRM IN 
PITTSBURG, 

PITTSBURG, Penn., March 16,—A suit fot 
damages was commenced to-day by Attorneys D. 
T. Watson, 8. T. Neill, and W. R. Jennings on be- 
half of Brace Brothers against a number of 
prominent leaders of organized labor. The title 
of the suit is Brace Brothers against J. L. Evans, 
M. P. Carrick, W. D. Matthews, George Dovey, 
J. C. Hirsch, and others. The suit is broughtin 
the form of an action in trespass to recover 


$10,000 damages for injuries to the busi- 
ness of Brace Brothers alleged to have 
been caused by the actions of the de- 
fendants. A capias was issued for the 
arrest of the defendants, bail being fixed at 
$300 each. C. H. Brace, ® member of the firm 
of Brace Brothers, makes the affidavit of the 
tirm. Ho states that the firm owns ana operates 
the Park-place laundry, and alleges that on or 
about Feb. 1, 1888, the defendants conspired, 
with malicious purpose, to injure the plaintiffs 
in their business, and in purauance of this malt- 
cious conspiracy and with the avowed purpose of 
ruining the business and credit of the plaintiffs 
and compelling them to quit business, have them- 
selves and incombination with otner evil-dispos- 
ed persons persuaded the agents and employes of 
the plaintitts to quit work when engaged in their 
business. It 1s further alleged that when the 
plaintiffs’ agents and drivers of their wagons 
were attempting to wait upon their patrons and 
customers at the latters’ residences for the pur- 

ose of delivering fand receiving goods, the 

cfendants and their asseclates followed and 
pursued the drivers throuyi the streets of thetwo 
cities and suburbs with clamor, noise, and tumult, 
riding in buggies on which were conspicuously 

yosted placards on which were ‘‘ Boycott Brace 

rothers,” by this means drawing together 
great crowds of idle people on the streets and 
alarming and disturbing the plaintiffs’ employes, 
and by using threatening and offensive epithets 
against them also causing alarm and fear to the 
patrons and customers of the plaintiffs. 

The result of these actions has been suoh, if ts 
alleged, that both the employes and customers 
of Brace Brothers are about to desert them.

RANDALL AND THE TROSTS. 

We have pointed out that Mr. RANDALL’S 
Tarift bill deserves to be called ‘ta bill to 
protect and perpetuate Trusts” so far as it 
affects the Sugar Trust, the Linseed Oil 
Trust, the Lead Trust, the Envelope Trust, 
and the Tile ring. What the Sun, in its re- 
marks concerning the bill, on the 12th inst. 
called ‘“‘ the unswerving devotion to the in- 
terests of American producers and manu- 
facturers which this Democratic American 
statesman brings to the performance of 
every public duty,” has prevented Mr. RAn- 
DALL from proposing any modification of 
the duties which shut out refined sugar 
and thus enable the Sugar Trust to tax 
consumers at its pleasure, and has led him 
to urge that the duty on glucose, with 
which the workingman’s sugar is adulter- 
ated, shall be raised 100 per cent. for the 
benetit of domestic makers of glucose and 
the sugar refiners. It has led him to pro- 
pose a change in the duty on linseed oil so 
slight that it would not reduce the prices 
of the Linseed Oil Trust. It has induced 
him to make only slight reductions of the 
ratesof duty on lead, (from 59.27 per cent. 
to about 50 per cent., and from 68.97 per 
cent. to about 60 per cent.,) and even to 
raise the duties on envelopes and tiles. 
Other examples may now be cited.

It is evi- 
dent that the thousands of men who simul- 
taneously left their engines on 3,000 miles 
of railroad at 4 o’clock on Thursday acted 
under some communication having the force 
and effect of an order. It is also evident 
that the reason of their action was 
the fact that the company handled Chiczgo, 
Burlington and Quincy freight, which it 
could not lawfully decline to do. A more 
outrageous use of the strike was never re- 
sorted to and the responsibility of the men 
and of the organization to which they 
belong cannot be evaded by any subterfuge 
about the way their action was brought 
about. Thereis no doubt about the exist- 
ence of a conspiracy, which is sufficiently 
proved by circumstances, if more tangible 
svidence can hardly be kept concealed.

Steel Rails. The present duty on rails is 
$17 aton. The Mills bill would reduce it 
to $11. Mr. WiLiiam WaLTER PHELPS 
quoted with approval in the North American 
Review for March a statement that the 
cost of English rails is $24. With a 
duty of $11 the -steel-rail ring would 
be able to put the price up to $34 
or $35. It is now selling rails for 
about $32. A few months ago its price was 
from $39 to $40. The New-York Tribune of 
Jan. 6 said: ‘“‘The railmakers unwisely 
lifted the price too far by effective combination 
during the first half of the year.” It will 
be seen that the proposed duty of $11 would 
be ample. But RANDALL would give the 
ring a duty of $14, which, according to the 
figures published by Mr. PHELPS, would 
permit the ring price to be raised to $38. 
He would perpetuate the ring’s power to 
take enormous profits from the people 
through the agency of the railroad com- 
panies. 

But while this statesman would preserve 
for the Trust rings their power to collect 
extraordinary taxes—while he would not 
check the exactions of the Sugar Trust, 
which has a nation of consumers at its 
mercy and has already advanced the price 
of sugar about 1 cent a pound, he would 
take off almost half of the tax on every 
glass of whisky. ‘‘Dear sugar, trade mo- 
nopolies, cheap whisky, and protection for 
home adulteration.”

THE GOULD-SAGE CASE. 


When the question of directing that the 
charge against Jay GOULD and RUSSELL 
SAGE of misappropriating trast funds be 
presented again to the Grand Jury was 
laid before Recorder SMYTH ten days ago he 
intimated that he would not pass upon it 
until the case then on trial before him had 
been disposed of. That case has been in- 
terrupted all this week and stands ad- 
journed to Monday, and it is natural to 


suppose that the Recorder will have 
had time to consider with some care 
the questions involved in the Sage- 


Gould case, which was hastily thrown 
out by the last Grand Jury on advice 
still more hastily given by Judge Cow, 
ING on the ground that indictment was 
barred by the Statute of Limitations, As 
the Code of Criminal Procedure distinctly 
provides that an indictment for a felony 
other than murder “must be found within 
five years after its commission,” it is hardly 
to be claimed that this question is not to be 
considered at all in beginning a prosecu- 
tion, but if there is any manner of doubt as 
to whether the Statute of Limitations applies 
in the case, that is certainly not a question 
for the Grand Jury to decide or for any 
Judge to give off-hand advice about. 

It is very important that this case should 
be again submitted for indictment, because 
there are certain questions involved which 
ought to be determined judicially. In the 
first place, it should be established once for 
all that itis not fora Grand Jury to keep 
any case from coming to trial where the 
facts justify an indictment and where there 
are questions of defense to be raised and 
passed upon. Itisnotits function to con- 
sider those questions of defense, and if it 
should assuine to do so and conclude not to 
indict because in its judgment the defense 
would be valid,thenit would usurp the func- 
tions of court and jury, and any case could 
be kept from trial. Pleading the Statute 
of Limitations is a matter of defense, which 
may or may not arise on a trial, and if 1t 
does arise it brings up questions for the 
court, to be argued and decided in due 
form. In the Gould-Sage case the District 
Attorney had a long preliminary hearing 
to determine whether there was ground for 
prosecution still existing or’ not, and he 
concluded to lay the case before the 
Grand Jury. It was its duty to consider 
the evidence sustaining the charge and to 
determine whether it was sufficient for 
an indictment, and not trouble itself 
about questions of law that might or 
might not come up on a trial. The ad- 
vice which a Grand Jury may ask of 
the District Attorney or a Judge is in- 
tended to guide them in the performance 
of their duties, which may be new and 
unfamiliar to them, and is not intended 
to settle questions of law which would 
come before the trial court if an indict- 
ment was found. 


It is so clear that the last Grand Jury 
acted under agnistaken view of their func- 
tions, and that Judge CowiNe in stating 
that indictment was barred by ‘*he Statute 
of Limitations transcended the #roper limits 
of advice and practically assurcsd to decide 
in advance a crucial point of th* whole case, 
that it is very important that the proceed- 
ings should be begun over agéin. GOULD 
and SAGE are charged under seciion 541 of 
the Penal Code with secreting, with- 
holding, or otherwise appropriating to 
their own use funds confided to them 
as Trustees for the bondholders of the Kan- 
sas Pacific Railroad Company. Whether 
they are guilty of that crime or not is the 
question to be determined by a trial, but 
whether or not they shall be brought to 
trial is in itself a question of no small mo- 
ment. If they are confident that the charge 
could not be sustained they probably would 
not plead the Statute of Limitations, and 
then the important question whether their 
conduct was criminal or not would be 
settled by a court and jury. What their 
conduct was is well understood now, and 
it is important to know whether such treat- 
ment of trust funds is lawful or 
not. If they do _ plead the _ statute, 
then the other important question, whether 
it applies and would operate as a defense, 
would be settled. That is the question 
which the Grand Jury assumed to decide 
for itself under advice from Judge: COWING, 
but it is by no means free from doubt, and 
it should be decided only after full argu- 
ment and by the trial Judge, so that if 
necessary it can be carried on appeal to a 
final and authoritative adjudication. The

squabbles on the frontier, and if the Min- 
istry in power chose to fan rather than to 
allay the excitement, it would be very easy 
to induce France to enterupon a war with- 
out counting the cost. Iu this condition of 
chronic irritability lies the chief danger of 
the republic, and no Frenchman who de- 
votes himself to increasing it deserves to be 
considered an enlightened patriot. Gen. 
BOULANGER has devoted all his political ef- 
forts to increasing it and to getting him- 
self recognized as its representative. As a 
consequence he has enjoyed an immense 
popularity of a certain kind. The kind was 
accurately described by M. FERRY in the 
designation of Gen. BOULANGER as @ ‘St. 
Arnaud of the music halls” which its 
subject so fiercely resented by a series of 
taunts that again justified the description 
after the fact. 

To aman of this sort the routine of mili- 
tary duty in a provincial town has nat- 
urally been irksome. After he had become 
the idol of the music halls Gen. BOULANGER 
found it necessary to keep himself before 
the people, and it was doubtless in further- 
ance of this design that his visits to Paris 
were made and that his name was used by 
the opponents of the Government in the 
recent elections. He denies any complicity 
in this “electoral demonstration,” but he 
could assuredly;have prevented it, and a 
Paris newspaper has characterized it justly 
and neatly in calling it atrial balloon. He 
is deprived of his command for visiting 
Paris * without permission,” but it appears 
that he had applied for permission and been 
refused, a circumstance that of course ag- 
gravates his insubordination. 

The punishment that has been inflicted 
upon him is really very lenient, but it will 
doubtless be effective in ending his career. 
Now that he is out of office and out of com- 
mand he has no chance of accumulating 
political capital. If he were a veteran and 
victorious General the sentiment of the 
army and of the people might survive his 
degradation. But his claims upon his coun- 
try are of a much less inspiring kind. More- 
over, the manner in which his military 
offense was committed will deprive him of 
the sympathy he might otherwise have re- 
ceived. If he had gone openly to Paris and 
declared that the refusal of the War De- 
partment to give him leave was a piece of 
personal spite, his boldness would at least 
have shown his sincerity. Buthe disguised 
himself with spectacles and a limp, and 
exposed himself, in case of the discovery 
that ensued, to a kind of ridicule that is 
fatal to a public man in any country, and 
in none more promptly and surely fatal than 
in France.

COMPLIMENTS OF THE SEASON. 


There are various ways of consol- 
ing ourselves for our recent and pres- 
ent discomforts. We may compare our 
condition with that of our neighbors, 

we may recall the dreadful things 
happening in the antipodes, or we can 
live last Summer over again in imagina- 
tion, and, as a last resource, we can recount 
just how bad things have been and reflect 
what lucky heroes we have been ¢o come 
out of the tribulation so well as we have, 
Some of us will live to be ‘‘ oldest inhabit- 
ants,” who can shame a degensrate pos- 
terity with reminiscences of the marvels of 
the Winter which didits worst midway in the 
first month of Spring. Until fate cuts short 
this ambition of reminiscential longevity, 
even the briefest retrospect will, furnish 
many solacing comparisons. 

To begin with, tortured as we are, we are 
suffering only a flea bite compared with the 
fatal trials experienced from similar causes 
in the West. Nothing has been more com- 
mon than to term this unusual storm a 
‘*genuine Dakota blizzard.” Yet, lower 
temperatures, higher gales, and deeper 
snows are common experiences there. And, 
remarkable as has been the combination of 






















































































































these élements in the storm now past, yet: 
it is only necessary to look back to the 
middle of January to find stories told with 
exactness of detail which prove how faint 
a reflection of the true article of blizzard 
even New-York’s worst storm is.: One death 
and a few score frostbites is our list of cas- 


ualties. Yet over 150 names of those fatally 


frozen in one Western storm were known, 
and estimates of the dead ran up to 1,000. 
It is true that conditions were more 
favorable to life saving here, yet, 
taking the storm at its worst, it was 
at no time possible for a sober man to lose 
his life by stepping forty feet from his front 
door. It was a bad storm, no de ibt, but 
now that we are getting comfortable again 
after it, it is necessary to admit that it is 
some degrees off from the best, or worst, that 
can be done. And, still further to console 
ourselves by dwelling on others’ woes, it is 
only necessary to look to China, where 100,- 
000 persons were drowned in one flood, and 
10,000 were swallowédd by an earthquake 
in a single city, and both within a few 
months past. Surely here is misery enough 
to make us comparatively happy, even if 
we have been discommoded in getting to 
and from our homes or have been forced to 
buy milk at 50 cents and coal at $15. At 
the worst we are still alive and haec olim 
meminisse juvabit. 

If something is still lacking: to make us 
complacent amid our snowdrifts and with- 
out our street cars, let us look back to last 
July. Surely it ought to stiffen our verte- 
bre to remember those awful days when 
humidity was 98°, and for eighteen days 
the thermometer ranged above 90°, the 
average for sixteen years being 761_°. It is 
useful to put these things together and 
hope that they are the two halves of nat- 
ure’s effort to work out an average. Hav- 
ing thus squared the account, we can look 
forward with equanimity to what may be 
in store forus. Even the stoutest-hearted 
might quail if expecting to pay for a Winter 
of unusual cold by a Summer to come of un- 
usual heat. We began to even up after that 
sweltering July by a frost on Aug. 7 in 
some parts of this State, and we got our first 
snow so early as Oct. 13. There were re- 
markable cold waves, which gladdened the 
heart of the plumber, on the first and last 
days of December, and the deadly frost of 
mid-January has already been wmen- 
tioned. The averages for the entire 
Winter season have been worked out 
by Prof. DRAPER, and they are remarkable 
enough to put on record. The average tem- 
perature has been 22.88°. Since 1822, 
1856 holds the record with a minimum av- 
erage of 22.2°, and 1857 is a good second 
with 22.4°; 1888 comes third. In no en- 
tire March since 1869 has so much snow 
fallen as within the seventeen hours of re- 
cent experience, and only six times since 
1822—in 1823, 1856, 1868, 1869, 1872, and 
1875—has a lower temperature been record- 
edin March than the 6° of Monday last. 
People who were disgusted with the paltry 
breeze of forty-odd miles an hour vouch- 
safed them by other observers will be 
soothed to learn that Prof. DRAPER’s tigures 
include gusts of eighty-four miles an hour. 
It will be long indeed before the heroic 
paterfamilias can again stand before amad- 
miring family removing the ice caked in 
his beard and telling the tale of his strug- 
gle with the storm. These figures are the 
measure of his valor, and he should carry 
them in his hat until, say, next August, 
when it will be profitable to recall this 
Winter of our discontent. 































The statement just made by Sir Jonny 
MACDONALD in the House of Commons at 
Ottawa that negotiations are proceeding 
between our Government and the Dominion 
for settling the Alaska boundary should 
be welcome to both countries. It hap- 
pens that a part of the mining region 
is just about on the line between Canada 
and Alaska, and prospectors have taken up 
claims there. No doubt they are prepared 
to acknowledge the sovereignty of either 
country, but meantime in the effort to form 
communities and especially to execute proc- 
esses of law perilous conflicts may occur. 
This frontier question must one day be set- 
tled, so that the sooner this is done the bet- 
ter. The jointaction indicated by Sir JoHNn 
MACDONALD may perhaps take the form of 
amixed delimitation commission, at least 
for the primary surveys and agreements. 
Should any irreconcilable differences of 
view be developed, these could be referred to 
arbitration, as in the San Juan boundary 
dispute, with a temporary arrangement for 
avoiding trouble among the miners. But it 
is not expected that any serious difficulty 
will occur.

CHICKERING HALL 

Herr Anton Seidl’s second symphony 
concert, which took place at Chickering Hall 
last evening was as full of good qualities asa 
cocoanut is of milk. It was attended by an- 
other large audience, whose kindly regard for 
the conductor quite ran away with its judg- 
ment and found expression in applause not 
always deserved. This has reference only to 
the novelty of the evening—Anton Bruckner’s 
“Romantic Symphony”’—which may be dis- 
missed briefly. According to a note on the 
programme this composition is intended to 
give some idea of a country life. Judging 


from the composer’s expression of his ideas in 
this symphony, his conception of accuntry life 
is chiefly founded on green apples, colic, and 
thunderstorms, with recollections of the feel- 
ings of aman who mistook a hornets’ nest for 
@ high white hat. Lest. this be deemed 
too frivolous for the occasion, let us hasten to 
add that Bruckner’s symphony is without me- 
lodious themes of any kind, is chaotic and in- 
comprehensible in construction, and is instru- 
mented in an aggressively blatant style which 
results in confusion worse confounded. It should 
be put — the top shelf of a musical curiosity 
shop, and kept there till the dust of ages gives 
it a factitious respectability which it does not 
now possess. The concert began with Bee- 
thoven’s E flat piano concerto, with W. H. Sher- 
wood as the soloist. This gentleman performed 
the work with a surprising amount of vigor and 
with an abundant display of technical ability, 
but with a hard and unsympathetic quality of 
tone and an utter lack of feeling. It was the 
ng er ag of a virtuoso, but not of an artist. 
he Paris version of the first scene of ‘“Tann- 
hiuser’ was given in excellent style by 
the orchestra, Herr Kalisch, Frau Kalisch-Leh- 
mann, and a chorus of young ladies, pupils 
of Alexander Lambert at the New-York: College 
of Music. The scene differs considerably from 
that familiar to local audiences, the chief change 
being the absence of the stirring and noble finale 
of the overture which passes without pause inte 
the scene immediately after the entrance of the 
**bacchanale” music. Frau Kalisch-Lehmann 
sang the music of Venus with her usual vigor 
and Herr Kalisch treated the audienee to such a 
rendering of Tannhiuser’s praise of Venus ag 
has never been heard before in this city. It 
called forth loud and well-deserved applause, 
and the two singers were summoned to the foot- 
lights several times amid much enthusiasm. 
The concert concluded with the funeral march 
from “ Die Gétrerdimmerung,” played in mem- 
ory of Kaiser Wilhelm. The work of the orches- 
tra was generally commendable, and Herr Seidl 
corducted with splendid firmness and fire. 


BROOKLYN PHILHARMONIC. 

The only new composition on the pro 
gramme of the fifth public rehearsal of the 
Brooklyn Philharmonic Soctety yesterday after- 
noon at the Brooklyn Academy was Raff’s vio 
loncello concerto, opus 193, which was played 
for the first time here by Victor Herbert, the 
solo ’cellist of Mr. Thomas’s orchestra. The 
three movements of the work,lallegro, larghetto. 
and finale, are connected, and are all full of 
character. The opening allegro contains a ro- 


mantic and suave theme of singing uality and 
the finale is a delightfully airy movement, 
founded on what sounds like a folk song. The 
second movement is the best. It is notably 
poetic in temper and admirably finished in con- 
struction. Fine use is made of the entire 





compass of the instrument, and the clos- 
Ing passage, written in the upper middle 
register, is uncommonly’ graceful and 


effective. This concerto deserves a place in the 
stock répertoire of every ’vello soloist, and will 
always meet with a kind reception. Of Mr. 
Herbert’s playing little can be sai! that is not in 
the nature of commendation. His performance 
of the larghetto was faultless in feeling and 
finish, and, though his intonation was at times 
& trifle untrue in the higher positions of the 
rapid movements, this is a shortcoming whieh 
further familiarity with the work will remove. 
So smooth and sympathetic a performance as he 
gave of the more vocal parts of the concerto de- 
mands emphatic approval, and stamps him as a 
valuable addition to the orchestra. He should, 
however, divest himself of some trifling affecta- 
tions in his manner which detract from the 
effect of his good playing. The remainder of 
the programme consisted of Beethoven's eighth 
symphony, Richard Strause’s “Italy” fantasia, 
and the “ Tiglich eilen wir im Fluge,”’ from 
Rubinstein’s “Der Daemon,” sung by Mme. 
Giulia Vaida. The same programme will be re 
peated at the concert this evening.

POSSART’S MEPHISTOPHELES. 

The approved German stage version of 
Gocthe’s “ Faust,” in all the glory of six acts 
and a prologue, was put on the stage of the 
Thalia Theatro last evening. The general result 
was hardly of a kind to encourage those who be- 
lieve that the poet’s work should be dramatical- 
ly presented as he wrote it. The prologue, pur- 
ports to represent a scene in heaven, with the 
Lord and the devil as speakers. Then 
came the Jong declamations of Faust ana of 
Mephistopheles, which added tothe weariness of 
the presentation. In the latter scenes came, of 


course, the well-known dramatic effects, but 
they were dwarfed and their force was belittled 
by the slavish adherence to the text. Several 
personations, however, shone forth with dis- 
tinctness and vividness. The first of these, in 
point of merit no less than in its precedence, 
was the Mephistopheles of Herr Possart. His 
devil is a jocose and an attractive imp, much 
fonder of displaying his bright and seductive 
side than of exhibiting his power and sompbre- 
ness. The cloven hoof and tail, the dread sym- 
bols of his vicious might, are not apparent, 
but the persuasive tongue and _ smiling 
visage rather exert their sway. The lines 
are well delivered, and even the purely 
declamatory portions are uttered With skill 
enough to hold the attention. In two scenes, 
Herr Possart’s ability as a comedian was strik- 
ingly displayed. The first of these was when 
Mephistopheles, under the guise of a teacher, 
instills vicious Jessons into a pupil. In this the 
actor was much aided by the admirable work of 
Herr Schnelle, who took the part of the pupil. 
The second scene was where Mephistopheles 
retends to make love to Martha in the garden. 
ere, too, his associate—in this Instance Fanny 
Heller—aided materially in making the scene 
effective. The persenation, as a whole,is well 
worth seeing by such as wish a picture of 
Mephistopheles as he is known on the German 
stage. Last night’s audience was exceedingly 
large and quite demonstrative. The play wil 
be repeated this and next Tuesday evenings.

The remainder of the fleet, with very few ex 
ceptions, are in very bad shape. The schooner 
John Proctor is reported to be all right, and will 
be floated;! also the pilot boats Tunnell and 
Enoch Artely. The schooner A. H. Cranmer is 
reported a total loss. The schooner Elliot L. 
Dow is full of water. The schooner Rebecca M. 
Smith has her stern out. The schooner William 
G. Bartlett is broken in two. The schooner Eliza 
beth M. Lee is tull of water and clogged. 
The schooner Lizzie Hall is full of water and ber 
stern is gone. The schooner Providence bas 10 
feet of waterin her hold. The schooner Isabe] 
Alberto is fullof water. The sunken schooner 
Paul and Thompson is on her beam ends and her 
deck load is gone. Thetug Lizzie Crawford can 
be readily floated. The machinery in the tug 
Tomesie will be recovered, but the vessel is a 
complete wreck.

Subsequently 
he served as School Commissioner, and in 1847 was 
elected Supervisor of North Hempstead, which posi- 
tion he filled until elected to the Assembly in 1551. 
He retired in 1854. He was an enthusiastic “ Barn 
Burner” in Van Buren’s time. He leaves a large 
estate. 


Hippolyte Carnot, a Senator of France and the 
father of President Carnot, died yesterday in Paria 


at the age of 87. He was a statesman, a volitician, 

a journalist, and an author. Born while France was 

in the throes of the Revolution, he accompanied his 
fatner into exile and was educated in Germany. Ke- 
turning to France in 1823, he entered actively into 
politics, edited newspapers, and was elected a Dep- 
uty. After the revolution of 1846 he became Minis- 
terof Pubtiic Instruction and instituted many re- 
forms. When the coup d’état put Napoleon III. 
upon the throne he st as a Republican candidate 
for the Corps Légisilatif, and was one of three Re.

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OVERTURNED IN THE SNOW 


AN EXPRESS TRAIN WRECKED 
AND BURNED. 
THE “FIRST THROUGH TRAIN” DID 
NOT GET THROUGH--TWENTY PER- 
: SONS INJURED BUT NONE KILLED. 

BINGHAMTON, N. Y., March 16.—About 3 
o’clock this morning express train No. 12 on the 
Delaware, Lackawanna and Western Railroaa, 
due in this city at 3 A. M., was wrecked near 
Vestal Station, a few miles west of here, and 20 
persons were injured, some slightly and some 
seriously. The train, which started from Buffalo 
at 9:30 P. M., was composed of an engine, a bag- 
yage car, asmoker, aday coach, and two sleepers, 
named the Bath and the Waverly.” The com- 
pany had extensively advertised that this would 
be the first through train to New-York City on 
their line since the blizzard. There were 30 pas- 
sengers on board this train, most of whom were 
bound for Scranton and New-York. Eighteen 
persons occupied berths in the sleepers. Out of 
the whole number only four were women. They 
all occupied the rear sleeper. 

The train was 20 minutes late aud was run- 
ning atahigh rate of speed,in order to make 
uptime. At the scene of the accident the road, 
following the line of the abandoned Chenango 
Canal extension, makes a short curve. The pas- 


sengers, unconscious of any danger, were all 
dozing, When suddenly, with a violent jerk, the 
rear truck of tne day coach and the forward 
truck of the sleeper left the rails. For 100 feet 
the train kept the track, cutting ties, twisting 
rails, and plowing the ground. Then the force 
of that terrible momentum hurled it from the 
track. Over and over went the coaches until 
they were piled ina heap at the bottom of the 
ambankment 20 feet below. 

The stovein the day coach was overturned. 
The inflammable woodwork took tire and burned 
with incredible rapidity. The three passengers 
who first escaped tried to quench the flames 
with snow, but their efforts were in vain. As 
Boon as the trainmen could extricate themselves 
they auickly began to rescue those less fortu- 
nate. The cries of the imprisoned women urged 
them to the greatest exertions. The passengers 
were 80 wedged in by seats and mattresses and 
splinters that for a time it looked as though 
wwany would perish by the flames. But farmers, 
attracted by the light, came tothe rescue, and 
in a few moments all the imprisoned and in- 
jured ones were removed to places of safety. 

There were no buildings or places of shelter 
near at hand, and mattresses were the only pro- 
tection. It was a mild night, but many who 
were thrown out bruised, bleeding, and scantily 
clothed suffered severely from cold and expos- 
ure. The rear sleeper was turned bottom side 
up, and the only means of egress was through a 
window. The colored porter, J. P. Tucker, was 
crushed by seats and frightfully cut, but he as- 
sisted others to escape. Many of the escapes 
were simply miraculous. A telegram was sent 
to this city for assistance‘ and a relief train was 
dispatehed to the scene of the accident and 
returned with the injured passengers, and eight 
pf those most seriously injured were taken to 
the City Hospital, where every possible effort 
is being made for their comfort. The others 
were taken to a hotel, where they are under 
medical care. Dr. Charles W. brown, physician 
for this division of the road, and W. A. Moore, 
city physician for the company, have charge of 
the auffering ones. 

The Hon. David Gray of Buffalo, ex-member 
of the Legislature, and formerly proprietor of 
the Buffalo Courier, received serious contusions 
about the head, and isdying. Telegrams have 
been sent to his friends in Buffalo and Syracuse, 
where he has resided. The following are those 
who are at the City Hospital, and who are con- 
sidered to be seriously injured: 

James A. Macy, stock raiser, from Wyoming 
Territory. general contusions; P. L, Graham 
of London, Ontario, bad scalp wounds; E. De 
Vies, bad contusion of hips; Morris Link of 
Sandusky, Ohio, fracture of clavicle and two ribs; 
James Tucker, colored porter, of Jersey City, acalp 
wounds, severe cut on leg, and hemorrhage; D. F. 
Sullivan, Buffalo, N. Y., contusion of the eye, head, 
&c.; Lawrence Sullivan, 
shoulder and scalp wound. 

The following are those being cared for at 
Hotel Bennett, and who are considered only 
slightly injured: 

Otto Kupper, New-York City, bruises about body;

One of the passengers who was on the train, 
and who came out of the smaslup without a 
scratch, said: “ We left Buffalo on time Thurs- 
day night. I was in the ‘Bath,’ and, having felt 
pretty tired when we left Buffalo, turned in soon 
after we started and fell asleep. The lastI re- 


membered was that the wheels under me, for I 
was over the rear trucks in the east side of the 
car, ground along pretty loud. When we were 
about 12 miles west of Binghamton the accom- 
modation train broke from the baggage ¢ar, 
Jeft the tracks, and the two sleepers followed 
suitin short order. As they left the track they 
toppled over toward the west and then went 
lunging and crashing down the embankment, 
Soimrtner up all together ina heap. Cushions, 
boots, mattresses, and human beiugs came fly- 
ing in on top of me. 

“Then came another lunge, and a moment 
later acrash that made the car quiver. Then 
all was still for aminute. Ontopof me were 
cushions and a mattress. WhenlI got outside 
all [could see was a smashed up lot of things 
thata few moments before were cars, and saw 
some of the passengers crawling out of the 
smashed windows. Others were being hauled 
out, and asI was unhurt myself I did what I 
could. The deadly fire stove did not ‘get in its 
work’ luckily until the passengers, some 30 in 
all, were all removed from the cars. Then the 
accommodation car began to blaze up, and soon 
flames were pouring from every crack and rent. 
The two sleepers caught from its flames and the 
whole of the wrecked cara slowly burned up. 
The baggage car and engine, which had hung to 
the tracks, were safe and sound on the-top of 
the embankment. 

“The cause of the accident was either a broken 
journal or an imperfect wheel. After the peo- 
ple had all been removed the engine went down 
10 Vestal and the engineer telegraphed to Bing- 
hamton for assistance. Only three people es- 
caped without some injury—a woman and a 
child besides myself.”

FOUR MEN KILLED. 

AMENIA, N. Y., March 16.—In clearing 
tie Harlem Railroad the large snow plow went 
up this morning, successfully overcoming all ob- 
stacles and clearing the cuts until they reached 
the Rock cut, about one mile north of Coleman’s 
Station. This cut is excavated out-of the rock, 
barely the width of a car and about 30-feet high 
and 150 feetlong. It was drifted full, and the 
thawing of the 
solid. There was no agent or any one to warn 
them of the danger of attempting to force the 
passage, and the large snow plow with five pow- 
erful engines at its back went at full speed into 
the entrance to thecut. The result was that 
the first engine telescoped the plow, and the 
rest all followed one another, making such a 
scene of wreckage a8 Was never seen on the 
Harlem Railroad.

The wounded are John Cameron and L. Gates, 
engineers, who will probably die. There were 
six or more injured slightly. The wreck is a 
very bad one, and it will probably require con- 
siderable time to clear it.

IN HONOR OF WASHINGTON. 


PRESENTING THE NEW-YORK MEMORIAL 
TO THE PRESIDENT. 

WASHINGTON, March 16.—John A. King, 
the President of the New-York Historical So- 
ciety andthe Chairman of the sub-committee 
of the Committee on the Centennial Celebration 
of the Inauguration of George Washington as 
President of the United States, had an interview 
yesterday with President Cleveland, and handed 
him the memorial signed by Hamilton Fish and 
the other officers of the committee regarding 
the New-York celebration, which is as follows: 

NEW-YORK, March 10, 1888. 
To the President of the United States: 

The centennial anniversary of the organization of 
the Constitutional Government of the United States, 
of the first meeting of Congress, anftof the inau- 

uration of George Washington as President of the 

Jnited States in the —° of New-York will occur on 
the 30th day of . 889, It is ae that 
the anniversary of these great events should be cele- 
brated in the same city and upon the exact date and 
site of their occurrence 100 — ago. Moved 
by such considerations the citizens of New-York, 
in conjunction with theChamber of Commerce of New- 
York, the New- York Historical Society, the Orderiof 
the Cincinnati, and the Society of the Sons of the 
Revolution, have organized a grand committee of 
citizens “on the Centennial Celebration of April 30, 
1789,” and have appointed the undersigned as their 
chief officers, with instructions to make the observ- 
ance of the occasion worthy of the city, of the State 
andof the signal events to be commemorated; and 
further, to respectfully ask that you will make this 
determination the subject of a communication to 
Congress, inviting national co-operation, as it is to 
be a celebration in which the nation and the States 
should assist in unison with the people of New-York. 

Remarkable and becoming as in their respective 
localities were the ceremonies in which all sections 
united in recognition of 1776 of Yorktown, and of the 
formation of the Federal Constitution in 1787, yet is 
the anniversary of the 30th of April, 1789, more 
noteworthy, as being the final and pre-eminently 
the greatest of the national centennials, the con- 
summation of the manifold blessings attained | all 
other preceding and commemorative of the taking 
of the oathe of office by George Washington, in the 
presence of the Houses of Congress; whereby the 
wheels of a Republican Constitutional Govern. 
ment were set in motion, complete in its executive 
and legislative branches, and fully equippei for its 
great work. The precise ys tn upon which this 
august ceremony took place, though now owned and 
occupied by the United States was, in 1483, crowned 
by the citizens of New-York witha colossal figure 
in bronze of the first President, with an inscription 
upon the base, so that it may be marked and known 
to future generations. 

Around this hallowed spot the people of New- 
York will gather in 1889, and as outlined in the plan 
and scope which we have the honor to submit to you 
invitations will be issued to the President of the 
United States,the members of his Cabinet,the Federal 
Judiciary, the houses of Congress, the heads of the 
departments, the Governors and Legislators of the 
States and Territories, the Commissioners of the 
District of Columbia, the resident representatives 
of the foreign Governments having friendly rela- 
rions with the United States, and representatives of 
various organizations and societies of the Union, 
to unite with them in appropriate observances of the 
occasion. Itis proposed to confine the programme to 
theday of 30th of April, 1889; that there shall bea 
military and naval parade in which, under orders 
issued by the President, the United States troops 
and the vessels of the Navy shall participate, in coa- 
nection with the military and industrial organiza- 
tions from the different cities and States, as well as 
with those of the city and State of New-York; that 
some formal exercises shall take place on the ateps 
of the Sub-Treasury, where Washington was inau- 
gurated; that there shall be delivered a commemora- 
tive oration and poem, and finally that there shall 
bea banquet, to which the honored guests of the 
city will be duly invited. 

The grandeur of the occasion and its appropriate 
observance upon the historic site in the midst of 
the great metropolis of the Western Hemisphere 
cannot fail to impress themselves upon your own con- 
sideration, and therefore, in asking your full co-ope- 
eration with us,your memorialists would respectfully 
reguest that you may be pleased to draw the atten- 
tion of Congress to this subject by a special mes- 
sage, and thereby impart to this great celebration 
the broad characteristic of nationality in which the 
States and Territories should fully join.

HER WOUND SELF-INFLICTED. 


AN UNHAPPY MARRIED WOMAN TAKES 
HER OWN LIFE. 

Deputy Coroner Jenkins last night made 
an autopsy on the body of Mrs. Marie Foans, 
who died early yesterday morning from a bullet 
wound in the left breast. At first it was 
thought that the shooting had been done by the 
dead woman’s husband, Andrew F. Foans, 
with whom shehas live unhappily. The couple 
were married on Christmas eve of last year, 
and about a month ago rented a flat at 352 
Sixty-fifth-street. Here they frequently quar- 
reled, and three weeks ago Mrs. Foans re- 
fused her husband the house. On Wednesday 
night he came home and was admitted, but had 
no words with his wife so far asis known. To 
Coroner Levy yesterday he stated that he was 


awakened at about 8 A. M. by a pistol] shot, and 
on hurrying to the front room of the flat found 
his wife lying on the floor with blood pouring 
from a wound in the left side. The neighbors 
and a physician were summoned, but the woman 
was dead before they arrived. 

Capt. Gunner of the Twenty-fifth Brecinct Po- 
lice Station arrested the husrband, and later in 
the day he was taken to the Tombs. 

The autopsy revealed the fact that the wound 
was a self-inflicted one. ‘he ball, which was of 
22 calibre, entered below the left nipple, went 
through the heart, and lodged in the muscles of 
the back. The cause of the suicide is unknown, 
unless it was owing to domestic infelicity. For 
a long time Mrs. Foans has upbraided her hus- 
band for wbat she called his extravagance. 
When the couple were married Mrs. Foans de- 

sosited in the Bleecker-Street Bank $1,000in her 
1usband’s name. This, it is said, has been dis- 
sipated or lost in speculation This morning 
Foans will be arraigned before Coroner Levy 
and will be discharged on the evidence of Dep- 
uty Coroner Jenkins.

SUING CONGRESSMAN HOWARD. 

JEFFERSONVILLE, Ind., March 16.—Suit 
was filed in the Clark County, (Ind.,) Circuit 
Court late Wednesday evening against Con- 
gressman Jonas G. Howard of Jeffersonville for 
the sam of $100,000. This action is brought by 
Dr. Samuel C. Taggart, Administrator of the 
estate of the late Dr. Athanasius Wathen for 
the recovery of certain large sums of money in 
the possession of Mr. Howard belonging to the 


estate of Dr. Wathen. In 1867 the defendant 
became guardian of Dr. Wathen and was placed 
under $40,000 bond for the honest performance 
of his duties. John Reed, Thomas J. 
Howard, and Melchert H. Howard were 
his sureties, In 1885 an additional 
bond was furnished of $60,000, with Messrs. 
Michael Sweeney, James W. Sweeney, Jonn 
Reed, James Roswell, J. C. Raus, W. H. Howard, 
and A. V. Howard as bondsmen. Mr. How- 
ard, it is stated, admits that he has 
invested personally $60,000, but gives 
no other’ explanation. The last report 
wade to the Circuit Court by Mr. Howard 
as guardian was in Jan. 1887. It showed the 
personal estate of the deceased to be valued at 
$78,000. Of this sum but $16,000 in stock of 
the Louisville and Jeffersonville Ferry Company 
was turned over tothe Administrator. He has 
charged his ward over $10,000 for services since 
he first accepted the guardianspip.

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DESERTING THEIR ENGINES 


THE SANTA FE RAILWAY 


SYSTEM TIED UP. 
BECAUSE THE COMPANY WAS HANDLING 
BURLINGTON FREIGHT—ARTHUR NOT 
IN SYMPATHY WITH THE STRIKE. 

Kansas City, Mo., March 16.—The great 
Santa Fé Railway system was inactive last night. 
The Brotherhood of Engineers declare that no 
official order for a strike on the road and its 
branches has been promulgated. Despite this 
assertion the engineers throughout the system 
have deserted their machines and no trains are 
running, and all this because the Santa Fé has 
not defied the Inter-State Commerce act by an- 
nouncing that it will not exchange freight with 
the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy Road. 
The strike, which has been precipi- 
tated in such a manner that the Broth- 
erhood of Locomotive Engineers may 
disclaim responsibiiity, began shortly after 
4 o’clock yesterday. There was some hope 


at 3:45 o’clock yesterday afternoon that the 
strike could be avoided. At that hour a passen- 
ger engine left the Santa Fé yards and moved 
into the station. The engineer, Young by name, 
gaveno siguthat either he or his companion 
would leave their cabs when the hour settled 
upon came. The Santa Fé passenger train was 
to leave at 4:30 o'clock. ven Mr. Spoor, the 
assistant, was not certain that the strike would 
take place. At 4:15 the engineer left the cab. 
In the Santa Fé yards there were a dozen de- 
serted engines and the men stood about waiting 
tor developments. At 4:30 no attempt had been 
made to fill their places. 

One of the strikers as he left his cab said: “TI 
am sorry that we are forced to take this step, 
but circumstances make it a necessity. I think 
that the Santa Fé people now know that their 
engineers will not handle ‘Q’ freight as long as 
the strike on that system lasts.” 

At about 3:30 yesterday afternoon a telegram 
was received from Chief Arthur, but its contents 
were kept secret. It is now believed that it con- 
tained the tinal order for the Santa Fé and 
Southern Kansas men to strike. The bulletin 
board at the Union Station was changed at 4:20 
o'clock yesterday, and the first intimation that 
the strike had had its effect was made manifest. 

Dispatches from Ottawa, Parsons, and other 
points on the Santa Fé andits branch, the South- 
ern Kansas, were received announcing that the 
engineers were deserting their machines. In all 
cases the men denied that they had been or- 
dered out. Most of them gave the hazy excuse 
that they were tired and wantedarest. When 
the Santa F6 officials in this city realized that 
the long-threatened strike had become a reality 
they became very much agitated and for a short 
time were unable to take any action. Then hur- 
ried consultations with closed doors took place, 
At 5:30 o’clock a regular engineer named Ferry 
was brought to the station, and he took out the 
passenger train which should have started an 
hour previous. He was assisted by a ‘ scab” 
tireman. Before pulling out of the Union Sta- 
tion he made the statement that the brother- 
hood had wronged him and he proposed to get 
even. A Santa Fé train pulled in from Topeka 
at5:20. The engineer and fireman immediately 
left the cab. ‘The engineer stated that he had 
received no order to quit and didn’t need any. 
They leftin charge of a delegation of local en- 
gineers and would not return to their engines. 
About this hour two engines, tired up but de- 
serted, were in the Union Station, and 10 switch 
engines were likewise left without engineers or 
firemen. 

At Argentine, six miles from the city, six 
switch engines were simultaneously deserted, 
showing that some preconcerted signal had been 
agreed upon. Reports from Lawrence state that 
the engines there were tied up at 4:15 o’clock. 
Trains due here last night were reported tied up 
at various points, and perishable freight will be 
a complete loss. Assistant Superintendent 
Spoor of the Santa Fé said last night that his 
company could not see how the strikers could 
find a reasonable basis for their action. He said 
the Santa Fé had not handled a pound of Bur- 
lington freight. As the men had no grievances 
the company was taking no cognizance of any. 
It was sending messengers for its regular men, 
but could not find them. Prior to last February 
the Santa Fé listened to the grievances of the 
engineers in its employ, and granted their de- 
mands. Every demand the engineers made was 
conceded by the company. Public sentiment is 
unfavorable to the strikers, and the opinion is 
freely expressed that this uncalled-for action of 
the brotherhood will result in its disintegration. 
The strike will resuitin great loss of property, 
and will inconvenience a vast population which 
depends on the Santa Fé for communication 
with the outside world. The tie-up will particu- 
larly embarrass thousands of emigrants. The 
Fort Scott is said to have taken time by the fore- 
lock, and secured 200 men capable of manning 
their locomotives in case their regular engi- 
neers desert. 

Nota wheel is turning to-day except those of 
a few switch engines. No trains have been 
moved in any direction, and the officials refuse 
to receive freight of any kind. The Union Sta- 
tion presents a regular Castle Garden appear- 
ance, hundreds of emigrants having been brought 
in whose destination is somewhere on the line of 
the Santa Fé. Two hundred of them are crowd- 
ed into the emigrant room, and there are acces- 
sions to this number hourly. 

A delegation of Missouri Pacific men visited 
the rooms of the Grievance Committee to day 
and asked for orders to strike. Their request 
was not granted, but the inference drawn from 
the conversation with the committee was that 
the men on the Missouri Pacitic would go out 
to-morrow, and those on the Union Pacific would 
go out on Sunday. The committee say posi- 
tively that there can be no compromise in this 
matter, and that not a road will be run until the 
men are reinstated on the “ Q.” 

The following copy of the message sent to Mr. 
Conroe, Chairman of the Atchison Grievauce 
Committee, by Chief Arthur, is printed here: 

To I. Conroe, Chairman, &c.: 

lt is reported here that you have ordered the men 
to quit work. Revoke it. Your grievance can be 
settled here with Mr. Smith. Come to Chicago by 
the first train. P.M. ARTHUR. 

Striking engineers on the Santa Fé Road say 
they have examined the list of stockholders on 
the Chicago, ramp gh and Quincy and the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa F6, and find that a 
considerable number of Santa Fé stockholders 
are also largely interestedin the ““Q.” They say 
they came to the conclusion to dipinto both 
pockets at once and let these men feel the full 
etfects of the strike by crippling their resources, 

At 11:20 to-day Ben Johnson, foreman of the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé roundhouse at 
Argentine, backed an engine up to the Union 
Station and coupled on to Train No. 3, which is 
the through Catifornia express. Ben Whar- 
ton, who has been an engineer on the Santa Fé 
tor 10 years, mounted the engine, Heis nota 
brotherhood man, having been expelled duripg 
the great strike of 1877. He has since applied 
for admission, but has been rejected. Sbortly 
after Wharton donned his overails a sensation 
was created in the crowd by the appearance of 
a woman, who pushed her way through to the 
engine aud was assisted to a seat beside Whar- 
ton. Shedeclared her intention of acting as 
fireman on the trip, and covered her clothing 
with a rubber ulster and placed a fireman’s cap 
jauntily on her black hair. Just before the train 
started a paper was handed to Wharton con- 
taining an offer to pay him double wages and all 
expensesfn the city. The woman who went 
out on No. 3 as fireman was Hattie Reed, for- 
merly of Kewanee, Ill. During the strike of 
1877 she acted as fireman for her husband from 
Galesburg to Burlington. The engineers say 
that Wharton is a first-class engineer, and had 
promised them that he would not go out. 


Toreka, Kan., March 16.—General Man- 
ager Goddard, General Traffic Manager White, 
and General Superintendent Sands were at the 
Santa #6 Railroad Company’s office untii an 
early hour this morning, and were 1n constant 
telegraphic communication with the Division 
Superintendents all along the system. The Su- 
perintendents reported that the men had gone 
out all along the line, and that traffic all along 
the line was practically suspended. Passenger 
trains now on the road will not be stopped until 
they reach the end of the line. On the Santa Fé 
there are about 700 engineers and the same 
number of firemen and 2,800 trainmen, and all 
are thrown directly out of employment. 

General Manager Goddard saye the amount of 
perishable freight on the line between Califor- 
nia and Chicago is about 85 carloads, nearly all 
of which is stock and fruit. It cannot now be 
moved, and if the strike continues any length.of 
time the company wiil be liable for the whole 
amount. In-addition to this there are over 
1,100 carloads of merchandise tied up on the 
various divisions. 


DENVER, Col., March 16.—The tie-up of 
the Santa Fé trains at this point is complete, 
not a single train having lert here since lust 
night, and the only one reported as arriving is 
the Kansas City express. The engineers, when 
called to go on duty this morning, reported that 
they were “tired” and wanted to “lay olf,” and 
others said they were *‘sick” and unable to go 
out. The hostiers made up the “Tuunderbolt,” 
scheduled te leave here for the East at 1:30, 
and pulled the traif down in front of the Union 
Station, but, as Engineer Price had not reported, 
the engine was ordered back to the roundhouse 
without any attempt being made by the com- 
pany to send the train out. The city ticket 
agent here has received instructions from To- 
peka to sell no through tickets, and all appli- 
cants at the Santa F6 office are directed to the 
Missouri Pacific or Union Pacific. 


Los ANGELES, Cal., March 16.—All is 
quiet in the Atchison yards to-day and the road 
is completely tied up. An excursion train that 
—— made up for the Eastlast night still remains 

ere. 


PASADENA, Cal., March 16.—Local pas- 
senger and freight business is entirely suspended 
on account of the strike of engineers on the 
Santa Fé system.

COLTON, Cal., March 16.—The engineers 
and firemen on the Atlantic and Pacific and 
California Southern Roads quit work to-day. 
Hacks and carriages were engaged in bringing 
— of passengers to the Southern Pacific 


San Francisco, March 16.—The loco- 
motive engineers and firemen on the California 
Southern and California Central Roads quit work 
this morning. These two roads are controlled by 
the Santa Fé Company and practically area part 
of the Santa Fé’s overland system. As a result 
there is a complete embargo upon all kinds of 


- 


traffic in that portion of the State south of Los 
Angeles. The cities of San Diego, Riverside, San 
Bernardino, and Pasadena are cut off from 
communication by rail to the East. There bas 
been no trouble on the Southern Pacific system. 
General Superintendent Fillmore of the Southern 
Pacific said to-day that his company was not 
handling any Burlington freight and the same 
rule was being observed on the Central Pacific. 
The Atlantic and Pacific gave notice to-day that 
it would accept no freight for any points. 


Fiac Starr, Arizona, March 16.—Freight 
trains are sidetracked and the locomotives tied 
up at various points on the Atlantic and Pacific 
Railroadin this Territory. Freight business is 
suspended and no trains of any kind will be 
running after 6 o’clock this evening. 


MARSHALLTOWN, Iowa, March 16.—The 
engineers on the Central Iowa system gave no- 
tice to-day that after 6 o’clock they would re- 
fuse to handle Burlington cars. Two freights 
have consequently been laid out to-night, but 
others, so far as reported, are moving. One train 
is laid out at Brighton and one here. 


CuicaGo, March 16.—From Chicago the 
strike centre has moved west to the neighbor- 
hood of Kansas City, and public interest to-day 
has settled upon the men who stopped work on 
the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé system. The 
Burlington officials say they know nothing 
about this latest development tin the engi- 
neers’ war. On their own line they are doing 
well and have issued notices that they are 
ready to receive freight of all kinds, perishable 
or not, live or dead, for all points on the main 
line and on the Chicago and Towa, Chicago, 
Burlington and Northern, Chicago, Burlington 
and Kansas City, St. Louis, Keokuk and North- 
western, Hannibal and St. Joseph, Kansas City, 
St. Joseph and Council Bluffs, Humeston and 
Shenandoah, Burlington and Westerr, 3urlington 
and Northwestern, and Burlington aud Missouri 
River Railroad in Nebraska. 

This morning’s record of receipts at Chicago 
included 162 cara of stock and 187 cars of grain. 
Any lingering doubts about the Santa Fé strike 
were removed to-day, but the officers of the 
company are still ina good deal of doubt as to 
the causes which led to the strike. The Vice- 
President and General Manager Smith said 
to-day that the situation was unchanged from 
what it was last night. ‘‘Weare simply await- 
ing developments. The men don’t admit they 
have struck; they say they are ‘tired’ or ‘sick.’ 
They don’t want to work the only reason ap- 
parent so far for their action is they wish to 
avoid individual liability for refusing to haul 
‘Q’ freight. They made up their minds that they 
would be called upon to handle *Q’ freight, and 
quit beforehand to avoid it.’”’ 


St. Louis, March 16.—The great strike 
is spreading through the Southwest, and the tn- 
dications to-night;are that the Gould system 
will be involved in ashorttime. The Gulf Koad, 
which crosses the entire State near the southern 
tier of counties, is the latest line to be tied up. 
This morning the agents in this city announced 
that no perishable freight would be taken after 
6 o'clock. The men say thatif the Burlington 
trouble is not settled within a week’every road in 
the West will be tied up. The strike on the Gulf 
Road, which was to have taken place this morn- 
ing, was postponed until 7:30 o'clock this even- 
ing inorder to hear from Chairman Higgins of 
the Grievance Committee. There was consider- 
able excitement on ’Change to-day over the 
spread of the stock. The Missouri Pacific of- 
ficials say they are not handling any Burlington 
freight and will not until the strike is settled. 
The engineers have no grievance, but are liabie 
to get “sick” any moment out of sympathy for 
their brethren. 


Boston, March 17.—Ever since the en- 
gineers on the *Q” system struck the engineers 
in Boston have been signiticantly silent. It was 
pretty generally understood, however, that 
they would do what they could to sup 
port their striking brothers. To-day a “(” 
car got in on the Lowell Division of the 
Maine line. [t was very promptiy§ split 
out of the train and side-tracked, the engineer 
refusing to handle ‘Q.” cars. There the car 
now remains. The little incident has been kept 
very quiet, but the engineers fully support the 
action. Not many ‘Q.” cars make their ap- 


pearance in this city, 80 tbe matter will be prob- 
ably patched up.

MONTREAL PRIEST. 

MONTREAL, March 16.—The refusal of the 
Rev. Father Dowd toallow the Young Irishmen’s 
Association to walk in the St. Patrick’s proces- 
sion is causing almost a rebellion among the 
Irishmen. The Post, an Irish newspaper, pub- 
lished an attack on the reverend father in its 
tirst edition, but in a later one it was taken out. 
The following is an extract: 


‘There are several ways of looking at this exhibi- 
tion of intolerance. We choose to look at it in one 
way only—that is, straight in the face. Has Father 
Dowéd a right to dictate to an [rish asgociation what 
it shall do in matters purely political? We think 
not. In his proper sphere we bow to him; more, we 
are willing to hearken to his advice in all things, 
but when he descends from his sacred office to be- 
come one of us in a party squabble we tell nim plain- 
ly that so long as he remains in the 
tight he stands divested of his _ sacred 
functions and must take his chances 
the same as others, neither better nor worse. More- 
over, We say that itis a grave mistake for @ man, 
however venerable in person or office, to take sides 
with any party politician whose conduct has been 
coudemned »y irish Nationalists. He should stand 
aloot and above such associations. If he cannot bo 
with his countrymen, he should at least not join 
their enemies. in spiritual matters we bow with all 
submission to the reverend father, but he must 
not ipterfere with our political rights. If he does 
so, he must take the consequences the same as any 
other maa.”

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CHOLERA IN CHILI. 











BEPORTS RECEIVED AT PANAMA—DEATH 
OF A CANAL ENGINEER. 

PaNnaMA, March 5.—The cholera has ‘not 
by any Weans disappeared as yet from Chili. 
Many cases have recently been reported in 
Talca, Valdivia, Concepcion, Quillota, and other 
towns. A dispatch from Talca sometime ago 
said that the disease was scattered all over the 
city, and that it was attacking all classes. In 
Santiago it presented the following aspect on 
Jan. 7: In the hospitals, 170 cases; new cases 
entered, 57; deaths, 11; cured, 20, and remain- 


ing under care, 196. ‘*At Valparaiso,” says a 
Gispaten dated Feb. 9, ‘642 cases of cholera 
occurred during the past week—at the rate of 
about 92 per day. On the 1st the cases numbered 
86, but on Monday they reached 110. During 
the first seven days of the month there were 208 
deaths, being at the rate of about 30 per day. 
The foliowing are the figures for the past 24 
hours: Under treatment, 160; new cases, 65; 
deaths, 20; cured, 63.” The Peruvian Consul in 
Chili informed hisGovernment that the epidemic 
continued unabated throuxhout the provinces of 
Atacama, Coquimbo, Valparaiso, Aconcagua, 
Bantiago, Curico, Vaital, Linares, Maule, Nuble, 
Concepcion, and Malleco—in fact almost through- 
out the whoie country. 

The news from the interior of this republic 
recently was to the effect that a ‘silent revolu- 
tion” had taken place, resulting in the retire- 
ment of the President of the republic, Dr. Nuiez. 
We now get intelligence that Dr. Nutiez has re- 
turned to Bogota and resumed the functions of 
the Presidency, Senor Elisco Payan, who suc- 
ceeded him, having resignea. Nufiez has again 
changed the Cabinet so that it stands now as 
follows: Angulo, War; Holguin, State; Vicente 
Restrepo, Foreign Affairs, and Rafael Reyes, 
Public Works. Despite these changes in the 
administration and the bitter political feelings 
at the capital, the situation is reported perfectly 
tranquil. : 

The death of M. Felix de Lagarde, Engineer of 
Ponts et ( haussées, (bridgea and roads,) chief of 
the rgecond division of the Panama Canal, oc- 
curred at the canal hospital in this city on Feb. 
27. M. de Lagarde arrived on the isthmus in 
November last, and rapidly grew in popularity 
in virtue of his brilllant talents, youtn, and 
acecmplishments. He had not yet reached his 
twenty-seventh year and was universally con- 
sidered a young manof bright prospects. His 
death has therefore cast a deep gloom over his 


many triends. He fella victim to that scourge 
of the isthmus, yellow fever, with which he had 


only been sick a few days. M. Jacquier, the 
director of the canal works, delivered a touch- 
ing oration over his grave. M. de Lagarde’s 
case is only a repetition of the sad cases oon- 


stantly occurring here in connection with the 


unfortunate enterprise of piercing the isthmus, 
which has already cost Frahce more in valuable 
lives lost than in money spent.

in all amounting in value to fully $3,000, The 
excitement in the county was very great, and a re- 


ward Was Immediately offered by the authorities 
tor the apprehension of theincendiary. On Thurs- 


day Davis, who was found hiding in a haystack 
oy four other negroes, was arrested and taken 
to Fulton, where he was arraigned and 
veld in default of bail. J. Winstead, 
who was ordered to carry the prisoner 
to jail, reached,Woodland Millis, this county, this 


morning at about 2:30 o'clock, when the train 
Was stopped by six masked men,who boarded it 


and demanded the prisoner. The officer drew 
his pistol and told the men they could not take 
him. Hewas caught from behind by a man 
who had entered the rear door, and the mob took 
the negro and carried him toa tree about 300 
yards trom the station and hanged him. An. in- 
quest was held this morningand the jury re- 
turned a verdict that an unknown negro had 
been found and that he came to his death at the 
hands of unknown parties. The negro confessed 
that he had set tire to the barn, but said that he 
did it accidentally. The hanging occurred in 
Ovion County, Tenn., but the men who did it

NICARAGUA’S CANAL TERMS 
——— ry 
THE OUONOESSION GRANTED- 
TO THE OOMPANY. 

THE LANDS GIVEN POSSESSION OF AND 
THE FREE ZONE—THE SURVEYS. 
AND THE WORK OF ; CONSTRUCTION, 

ManaGua, Nicaragua, Feb.’ 10.—Your 
correspondent has obtained a copy of the con- 
cession granted the canal company by the Nic- 
araguan Government, and to all interested in. 
the project this document forms very-interest- 
‘ing reading, detailing as-itdoes the very favor 
able terms on which.the construction of the 
canal is undertaken. This concession was ob- 
tained by Civil Engineer A. G. Menocal, Chief 
Engineer of the Nicaragua Canal Construction 
Company, Dr. Adam Cardenas,an ex-Presidont 
of Nicaragua, acting for the Government, and, 
elthough it was signed by Mr. Menoocal and Dr. 
Cardenas last March and ratified by-the Nie- 
araguan Congress last April, it has not yet been 
made public in detail. 

The concession provides that no locks used 
in the work shall be less than 550 feet in length 
and SO feet in width. The duration of the pres- 
ent privilege shall befor ninety-nine years, 
to be counted from the day the canal shall be 
opened to universal traffic. During the afore- 
said period the company shall have the right to 
construct and operate a railway along the whole 
extent of the canal, or those parts of the same 
that may be considered convenient for the bet- 
ter service and operation of the work. 

The State binds itself not to make any subse- 
+ quent concession for the opening of a canal be- 
tween the two oceans during the term of the 
present concession, and also to abstain from 
granting a concession for a railroad, such as 
might compete with the canalfor the tfanspor- 
tation of merchandise during the same period; 
but nothing in this article shall prevent the 
Government of Nicaragua from constructing 
or permitting the construction of such railways 
as it may deem advisable for commerce and in- 
ternal traffic. Said Government also to have 
the right to construct or permit the construction 
of an interoceanic railway if, in course of time, 
it be demonstrated that the canal is not.suffi- 


cient to satisfy the demands of the traffic of all 
nations. 

The canal is declared neutral during the term ; 
of the concession and «that the transit through 
the canal in case of war between two powers or 
between one or more and Nicaragua, shall not 
be interrupted for such cause, and that mer- 
chant Vessels and individuals of all nations of 
the world may freely enter the ports and pass 
through the canal without molestation or deten- 
tion. 

The transit of foreign troops and vessels of 
War willbe subjected to the | geyser re- 
lating to the same established by treaties be- 
tween Nicaragua and other powers, or hy iuter- 
national law. But entrance to the canal will be 
rigorously prohibited to vessels of war of such 
powers as May be at war with Nicaragua or with 
any other of the Central American republics. 

Nicaragua will endeavor to obtain from the, 
powers that are to guarantee the neutrality 
that inthe treaties that shall be made for tliat 
purpose they shall agree also to, guarantee a 
zone of land parallel to the canal, and also a 
maritime zone in both oceans, the dimensions of 
which will be determined in such treaties. 

It 18 provided thatin no case is this conces- 
sion transferabieto Governments or foreign pub- 
lic powers. ‘*‘ Nor shall the company cede to any 
foreign Government any part of the lands 
granted to it by this contract; but it may trans- 
ter to private parties under the same re- 
striction. 

The people of all nations shall be invited to 
contribute the necessary Capital to the enter- 
prise. Five per cent. of the capital stock with, 
which the company shall organize shall be re- 
served for the Central American Governments 
and citizens that may desire to subscribe. At 
least one-half of the Board of Directors shall be 
chosen from the promoters who may yet pre- 
serve their quality as such, and the:Government 
vf Nicaragua shall have the perpetual right of 
nawinug one Director of the company.’ The com- 
pany shall have the most ample freedom to se- 
lect the route for the canal which it considers 
the most convenient between the two oceans. It 
is provided, however, that should the eompany 
tnd it necessary to abandon the bed of the River 
San Juap, and cut a lateral canal, the 
Government of Nicaragua reserves’ the 
tight of requiring from the company the 
uty of establishing a communication between 
tue part of the river not used tor canal pur- 
poses and the dividing level of the canal, by 
means of a lock or a series of locks, suitable for 
the navigationof shipsof six feet draught. Itis 
understood that this duty does not in any man- 
ner compel the company to place or to main- 
tain in navigable condition ror small craft the 
lower part of the river which these locks may 
be intended to place in communication with the 
canal Itis further provided that the company 
will construct a navigable canal between Lake 
Managua and the navigable part of the Tipitapa 
River, near Pasquier, of sufficient dimensions to 
admit of the free passage of vessels draw- 
ing six feet,and of 150 feet in length, said 
canal to be the property of the republic, though 
the company will have use of it free for all pur- 
poses useful for the maritime canal enterprise. 

As soon as the final plans are adopted and laid 
oefore the Government, if shall notify the com- 
pany within one month after their receipt 
whether or not they meet withitsa approval, in 
order that the company may proceed in accord- 
ance therewith, 

The Government of Nicaragua will place at 
the disposal of the company, free of ail expenses 
and charges, all the lands that may ve required, 
28 wellas the materials found thereon or on 
those belonging to the Government and that 
may be utilized by the company inthe exeou- 
tion of this work. incase of land or property 
expropriated for canal purposes the company 
will enjoy the same immunities aud privileges 
which the laws of the ¢ountry accord to the 
State, 80 thattin no case shall the company be 
obuged to pay more than the State would uuder 
similar circumstanees. 

The Government obliges itself to place the 
company, within six months after its request, 
in possession of up to 1,000 manzanas of 
land between the lake and the Pacific, at 
such places as the company shall designate, 
but they are to serve exclusively for cutting 
the canal, its havens, ports, and other accessory 
works. The Government shall, on its own ac- 
count, cause the necessary expropriation to be 
made, and the company shallpay to it for all 
indemnity the sum of $50,000. American gold. 

The company shall have the right to take, free 
of charge, from the public lands for the purpose 
of construction, operatien, and maintenance of 
the canal, whatever materials my be found on 
them, especially timber, &c., for construction. 

The republic of Nicaragua desiring to assist the 
company efficaciously in the construction of the 
inter-oceanic canal, a work in which it takes the 
deepest interest, cedes in fee simple to the said 
company the public lands hereinafter men- 
tioned, in alternate lots with other similar ones 
which it reserves to itself,and of the dimensions 
and in the places as specified hereijuafter: 

Firsi—On the left bank of the River San 
Juan, from the Atlantic to Castillo Viejo, lots of 
three miles frontage on the canal and six miles 
in depth trom the banks of the river. Where 
the canal diverges more than six miles from the 
banks of theriyer the lots are to be measured 
on both sides of it and ehallbe three miles wide 
aud six miles deep. And where this distance is 
less than gix miles the lots shall be three miles 
front and three miles deep, and they shall be 
measured from the bank of the canal to the 
river, taking what may be lacking from the op- 
posite bank of the canal. 

Second—Thnree miles distance from Castillo, 
up stream, on the right bank and up to the lake, 
lots of two miles in depth and two of frontage 
on the canal. From the lake along ite south 
shore to the river Sapoa, and thence to the river 
Lajas, lots of one mile frontage and one mile 
depth. On the left bank of the river froma 
point in front of Castillo and up to the lake, lots 
of three miles of frontage on the canal ana four 
miles in depth. 

Zhird—On the north shore of the lake as far 
as the river Tule, lots of two miles frontage on 
the lake and two miles deep. 

Fourth—In the places which the company se- 
jects in accordance with the government of the 
existing public lands, forty lots, each four 

, miles frontage by five miles deep, reserving al- 
ways the acquired rights, 

It is understood that the Government re- 
serves around each of the forts—Castillo and San 
Carilos—the lands included in a circle of one and 
vne-half miles radius, whose centre ,shall 
be the respective fortresses. 

It is provided that the State shall vest in the 
company the possession of the said lands 80 
soon as the company shali begin operations on 
the canal. The final titie deeds shall not be 
granted except as the work of the canal pro- 
gresses und in due proportion. All articles 
needed for the works of the enterprise may be 
brought into the country free of any tax what- 
pver. One provision of the concession will prob- 
ubly be strongly indorsed by the Pacific cvast, 
and that is the exclusion ot Asiatics from the 
country as !aborers on the canal, while the in- 
troduction o? other immigrants is freely allowed, 
and the Government assures them aid and pro- 
tection and the enjoyment of their rights. The 
company shall be exempt during the period of 
this concession, in peace and in war, from all 
koanner of taxes upon the real property it may 
acquire by virtue of this contract, and from 
every kind of direct contribution, local taxes, 
or any other tax relating to the property of the 
canal. This franchise is not assignable to those 
Who buy the real estate which the company 
may dispose of by virtue of this concession. 

it is further provided that the republic of 
Nicaragua shall not establish any tonnage, an- 
chorage, pilot, lighthouse dues or charges of any 
kind whatsoever upon vessels of whatever class, 
or upon the merchandise, baggage, and passen- 
gers which may pases through the canal from 
one ocean to the other; all such dues being re- 
served for the benefit of the company. With 
the view of securing the most ample freedom in

side of the canal a free zone,. the extent of which 
shall be 100 yards, measured from the water's 
edge in the canal, it being understood that the 
borders of the lake shall not -be considered as 
margin of the canal for the purposes of this 
stipulation. Nicaraguan vessels: sailing under 
the Nicaraguan flag may navigate the canal 


at a reduction of 50 per centum from 
the meral .tariff while engaged in. the 
coasting trade or in the reciprocal 


trade with the other republics of Central Amer- 

lca. A reduction of 50 per centum from the gen- 
eral tariff is also granted to vessels that begin 
their voyage for a foreign country in any of the 
ports belonging to the republic ‘with a cargo 
wholly composed of products of the country. 
All these privileges referring to a reduction of 
tariff shall be extended to the other republics of 
Central America whenever Nicaragua shall find 
itself free:from international obligations, which 
mnay prevent it, or whenever One or more ot the 
said republics shall form a single nation with 
Nicaragua. The company cannot collect any 
navigation dues whatever upon vessels andcraft 
navigating the Lake of Nicaragua and its pro- 
longations without passing out of: the locks. 
The Nicaraguan vessels of war and in the case 
above provided those of the republic of Central 
America shail not pay any dues on passing 
through the canal. At present the exclusive 
right for the navigation by steam of the lakes 
and the San Juan River is vested ina company 

but the concession provides for the purchase 0 

this rignt by expropriation. 

There is granted to the concessionary com- 
pany a term, not exceeding one year, in which 
to commence the final suryeys for the canal, 
and one year and one-half additional for com- 
pleting them, to organize the executing com- 
pany, and commence the work of construction. 
Said terms shall begin to be counted from the 
date of the ratiticatien of the present contract 
by the Nicaraguan Congress, published ip the 
official paper, whieh shall be construed as noti- 
fication. Furthermore, said terms are not to be 
extended, and it is understood that operations 
are not considered to have been begun if, during 
the first year of the work, $2,000,000 are not 
expended on it. A term of 10 yeara is also 
granted the company for the construction, com- 
pletion, and opening of the canal for maritime 
navigation. However, should events of main 
force: arise duly justified, and sufficient to im- 
pede the regular progress of the works during 
the — of the said 10 years, an extension 
shall be granted equal in duration to the time 
that may bave been lost by such delays. If, at 
the expiration of the 10° years aforesaid, the 
works should not de completed so as to have the 
maritime communication between the two 
oceans opened, in consideration of the great 
capital the company may have invested in the 
enterprise, and of the good will and ability it 
may have shown. and the difficulties encoun- 
tered, the Republic binds itself to concede a 
new extension. 

The company has pajd $100,000 in American 
gold for the concession. In consideration of the 
valuable privileges, franchises, and concessions 
granted to the company by this contract it is 
provided that the. republic shall receive in 
shares,- bonds, certificates, or other securities 
which the company may issue to raise the cor- 
porate capital, 6 per centum of the total amount 
of the issue; the same being free of all‘ payment 
on the part of ‘the republic. The 6: per centum 
shall in no event be less than ,000,000. 
The Government in its capacity of shareholder 
shall besides have the right to appoint one Di- 
rector, who shall represent its interest in the 
Board of Directors of the canal company from 
the time of its definite establishment. 
From the receipts of the enterprise the 
company shall take, in ;the_ first place, 
the necessary amount to cover all the expenses 
for maintenance, operation, and administration; 
all the sums necessary to secure the interest, 
which shall not exceed 6 per centum, and the 
amortization of the obligations and of the 
shares, and what remains shall form the net 
ee of which at least 80 per centum shall be 

vided among the shareholders, it being agreed 
that after the lapse of 10 years after the com- 
pletion of the canal the company shall not di- 
vide. among the shareholders in payment of 
dividends, directly or indirectly, by issue of 
shares or otherwise, more than 15 per centum 
annually orin this proportion from dues col- 
lected from the aforesaid canal, and where it 
shall appear that these dues yield a greater 
profit they shall be reduced to the tixed limit of 
15 per cent. per annum. 

On the expiration of the 99 years stipulated 
in the concession itis provided that the repub- 
lic shall enter upon possession in perpetuity of 
the canal and all establishments used in its 
administration, with the exception of vessels, 
stores of coal and other materials, and mechan- 
ical works ‘belonging to the company, its float- 
ing capital and reserve fund, as also the lands 
ceded to it by the State. But the company 
shall have the right, at the exviration of the 
aforesaid term of 99 years, to the full enjoy- 
ment of ‘the free use and control of the canal in 
the ‘capacity of lessee, with all. the privileges 
and advantages granted by the said concession.

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BOWERY TRAFFIO BLOOKED 
MORNING AND EVENING. 
COOGAN BROTHERS THE PRINCIPAL 
LOSERS—EACH FIRE STARTED IN A 

CELLAR—FIREMEN’S DIFFICULTIES. 

There were two fierce fires yesterday in 
Coogan Brothers’ furniture establishment, 121 
to 125 Bowery, which, with 235 to 241 Grand- 
street, form an L building, owned by the Brush 
estate. The first broke out at 8:30 o’clock in 
the morning, and for some time a lively interest 
in the disaster prevailed because of a blockade 
of elevated and surface traffic, the possibility of 
a serious disaster, and rumors that several per- 
sons had perished. But the occurrence narrowed 
down toa fortunate escape in all respects, and 
the loss, all things considered, was small. At5 
o’clock in the afternoon a second fire broke out, 
and the bleckade of elevated and street cars was 
greater than in the morning. The loss by the 
second fire was smaller. 

The morning fire started in the cellar of 125 
Bowery, a five-story building, which, because of 
other fires in the establishment, had been ren- 
dered in a measure fire-proof by cutting off com- 
munication with the Grand-street buildings 
and 123 Bowery on the lower floors: by solid 
iron doors. There wasa fierce and uncontrol- 
lable blaze at the start, and when the fire signal 
Was struck flames were coming from the base- 


ment and first and second floors. Three min- 
utes later a third alarm was struck aud alittle 
later, on the arrival of Chief Shay and Assistant 
Chief Bonner, special calls were sent out for 
three engines. Before the tire was signaled over 
the alarm wires there was some excitement in 
the neighborhood, as it was known that 35 men 
were in the burning structure, but 20 of them 
reached the street easily and the others had the 
good fortune to find an axe and to reach the 
scuttle on the roof, whence they crossed to the 
roof of the Grand-street buildings and, forcing 
the scuttle, had simply to use stairs to the street, 

With everything to favor the firemen, who 
had full run of the Grand-street elevated railroad 
station and fullcontrol by ladders of the Grand- 
street buildings, a scanty water supply came 
near thwarting their efforts to keep the fire in 
the building in which it started. The engines, 
considering the condition of the streets, arrived 
very promptly. No. 9’s company got 
“stalled” temporarily, and that of No. 14 had 
to turn back at Broadway and Bleecker-street, 
but the other 11 “ got there” asif there had been 
no blizzard, and did well in spite of the low press- 
ure on the mains. Cnief Shay is responsible 
for the statement that, although the signal for 
increased pressure was sent promptly to tke 
gatehouse at the Central Park, it was half an 
heur before it was responded to, and that the fire 
-was really grappled with and checked with 
pressure that would have been inadequate on a 
first alarm. 

Just as the outbreak was atits crisis and the 
flames,. because of openings on the upper fioors, 
were seizing on the Grand-street buildings and 
123 Bowery, a fire was announced at 120 Mul- 
berry-street, and special arrangements had to 
be made to cope with the new emergency, but at 
9:30 o’clock ali concern for the furniture estab- 
lishment had passed away, and it was simply a 
question of time to drown out the fire that re- 
mained in the wreck of 125 Bowery. It was, 
however, nearly 11 o’clock before the elevatea 
railroad trains of the Third-avenue line began to 
move on schedule time, aud half an hour later 
when the surface cars resumed their trips. 

During the fire the elevated trains ran on the 
Second-avenue line and were shunted at Chat- 
ham-square and at Ninth and Fourteenth streets, 
and it was estimated that at least 30,000 per- 
sons had to shift to the Second and Sixth avenue 
roads or walk down or up town. 

The scenes of the morning were repeated at 5 
o’clock in the afternoon, when another blaze in 
Coogan’s necessitated the sounding of a third 
alarm, and the services of the engines which had 
responded in the morning were again required. 
This time the fire wasin 123 Bowery, a stove- 
front building, which is exactly of the same 
height as the corner one. The fire was discov- 
ered in the cellar in a similar place to the first 
fire by a member of the insurance patrol. He 
was nearly suffocated by smoke, and was 
dragged out through the celiar of the building 
in which the morning fire had been. En- 
gine No. 55 had not been gone from the 
old fire an hour when the new summons 
wasrung out. The flames followed upa holst- 
way and blazed out in the top stories, where a 
littie furniture was stored. The firemen mounted 
the Grand-street elevated; station again, and 
drowned the flames from that point of vantage. 
The elevated trains were delayed for over an 
hour and the passengers got out and walked 
down to stations on the safety platforms. Some 
of the trains had stopped just above the fire en- 
gines, and the thick black smoke poured up over 
them. The Third, Fourth, and Second avenue 
street cars were blocked. 

The building 125 Bowery was gutted at the 
moruing tire, and every window above the first 
floor of the Grand-street buildings was demol- 
ished, but the loss relatively was small. Coogan. 
Brothers lost less than $40,000, and the damage 
to the Brush Building was not more than 
$12,000. In the Grand-street buildings George 
8. Harris & Sons of:Philadelphia, printers’aud 
lithographers of trade labels, who had the entire 
second fioor, did not.lose more than $2,000. 
The third and fourth floors were empty, and T. 
Kalischer, tailor, who occupied the fifth floor, 
lost about $2,000. Hannigan & Bouillon, dry 
goods dealers at 243 to 247 Grand-street, lost 
about $2,000 by water and smoke. ‘The follow- 
ing storekeepers at 235 to 241 Grand-street lost 
about $2,000: Mrs. E. Liebert, human hair; A. 
Brill, corsets and gloves; E. B. Levy, jewelry, 
and F. A. Lederle, cigars. These estimates make 
the total loss $60,000. 

The damage by the afternoon fire was $10,000 
to the building and $2,500 on the stock. 
Coogan’s lease on this building terminates on 
May 1. Not the least interesting incident of the 
morning fire was the rescue at 125 Bowery of a 
very large and docile cat. it once was the pet 
of the redoubtable “* Owney” Geoghegan, and 
at his death was adopted by one of Coogan’s 
employes. Whenthe fire was at ita heighta 
fireman found poor **Tom” on its back and 
almost suffocated on the third fioor, and rescuing 
the animal carried it tenderly to the street. His 
reward when he got it in the office at 121 
Bowery was a vicious bite and some very un- 
gratetul clawing, but. at noon ‘ Tom” was all 
right and axious to greet any one who caressed 
it with purring and other manifestations of 
gratitude. 

Three-quarters-of an hour after the morning 
fire broke out at 125 Bowery the Italian ‘‘ rook- 
ery” at 120 Mulberry-street was in flames and 
special calls had to be sent out by Chief Purroy 
to get apparatus to cope with them. Before the 
engines arrived the fire in the rear had commu- 
nicated with 109 and 111 Mott-street, and the 
tenants of the three houses were driven from 
them by the police. At 120 Mulberry-street the 
flames swept from the cellar to the roof, and the 
loss on the building and to the tenants is about 
$3,000, and inthe other buildings $2,000 dam- 
age was done.

AT THE TICKET SELLERS ELBOW. 

An electrician down town has invented a 
device to prevent counterfeiting of railroad 

tickets, and at the same time keep a strict watch 
over the ticket sellers. Itis being examined by 
the officials of several roads with a view to 


adoption. The ticket agent prints the ticket 
himself. In front of him would be a little ma- 
chine, connected with a battery, through which 
a roll of paper would pass. By touching a key 
the ticket would be printed and shoved for ward, 
where a knife would cutit off the roll and it 
would fall down in front of the passenger. When 
the ticket agent touched the key an electric 1m- 
pulse would move an indicator on ‘a dial in the 
company’s office, recording the number of the 
ticket or amount collected. For instance, the 
tirst ticket sold would indicate the figure 5, the 
second 10, and so on, so that at all times the 
Superintendent would know just how many fares 
had been received at each station. To prevent 
counterfeitiug, the tickets are printed so that in 
a few moments they will fade away into nothing 
but a strip of dirty white paper.

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COMMUNICATION: ALWAYS KEPT UP BY ; 
“TRAIN TELEGRAPHY.” 

If the power of the great storm, which. has 
been now #0 thoroughly discussed, was every- 
where a proof of the weakness of man, when the 
elements really make up their minds to do some- 
thing, it also called forth, in some instances, a 
display of his wonderful intelligence and con- 
trol of natural forces. One ofthe most interest- 
ing triumphe of invention was displayed during 
and after the accident on the Lehigh Valley Rail- 
road, mentioned in yesterday’s papers. This 
railroad for some months, has been using on its 


trains the system of communication known as 
“train telegraphy,” introduced by the Con- 
solidated Railway Telegraph Company. By this 
system it was possible to telegraph from @& 
moving train with as much promptness and 
exactitude as from a stationary ottice. This, of 
course, was an interesting thingiinitself, but the | 
action of the system during the storm has an 
added point of interest. The wire of the Rail- 
way Telegraph Company being of steel and 
stretched upon stout poles reaching only 15 or 
16 feet from the ground, and not being strung 
on cross-arms but on the pole itseif, withstood 
the fury of the storm and did not blow down. 
The wire and poles were both buried inthe enow, 
but this did not, it proved, affect the current. 
The consequence was that all the stalled trains 
on the Lehigh Valley Railroad kept up constant 
communication with the terminus of the road, 
could define exactly their position, and in short 
had all the advantages of perfect telegraphic 
communication. 

In the case of the accident east of Three 
Bridges, where three locomutives and two con- 
struction cars were heaped up upon each other 
after attempting to cut through a snow drift 
20 feet deep, the system of telegraphy was of 
great service incalling foraid and describing 
the situation of the train. Henry Lewis, the 
operator of the train, calmly sat on a flat car, 
with his telegraphic instrument in his lap, an 
the curious receiver, like the end of a telephone, 
strapped to his ear, and received and dispatched 
messages in regard to the train. It must be 
borne in mind that the agent at workin this mode 
of telegraphy is not the mere electric current 
receiving breaks and connections and carrying 
those breaks and connections throughout its 
length.: It consists really of two circuits, one 
passing through the wire of the line, the other 
through the instrument of the operator. Through 
that mysterious property of electricity known 
as “induction,” any modification of one current 
produces a similar modification in any other 
current within a reasonable distance. Thus, 
though the train operator might be some hua- 
dred feet away from the wire, by simply touch- 
ing his telegraphic instrument he affects the 
current in the wire nevertheless, In the case of 
Wednesday’s accident, it was found that even the 
fact of the wire’s being buried in snow did not 
‘affect the success of the work. , 

This same prineiple has been experimented 
with between vessels at sea, and it is thought 
not impossible, by means of a cable laid from 
New-York to Albany on the bed of the river, 
that there should be maintained constant com- 
munication with an operator upon apy steam- 
boat passing up or down the river. ‘ 

Henry D. Hall, Treasurer of the Consolidated 
Railway Telegraph Company, at 115 Broadway, 
said yesterday that Superintendent Donnelly of 
the Lehigh Valley Railroad was greatly pleased 
at the working of the system during the storm, 
and he thought that it would soon be used by 
other important railroad companies. 





UNDEKGROUND TRANSIT. 





THE ROUTE THROUGH CENTRE AND 
OTHER EAST SIDE STREETS. 

The Rapid Transit Committee of the Real 
Estate Exchange listened yesterday to an ex- 
position of the claims upon public attention of 
the New-York Underground Railway Company, 
which was represented by O. Vandenburgh, its 
President; Oliver W. Barnes, its consulting en- 
gineer,and Henry D. Sedgwick and Edward 
Lauterbach, counsel. Mr. Lauterbach, who 
presented the plaus of the company to the 
committee, said that its charter was 20 years 


old. A mortgage had been issued on the 
strength of the charter and had been foreelosea. 
The city of New-York was one of the parties to 
the litigation and no appeal had been taken by 
itto the foreclosure. The company had ap- 
plied to the Department of Public Works for 
permission to tear up streets and had been re- 
terred to the Corporation Counsel, who had 
said that the matter would have to be settled in 
the courts. This would make nesessary a pro- 
longed delay, and the company would like the 
committee to take hold of its case for it. 

Mr. Lauterbuch described the projected route 
of the road, which is to start from the east side 
of City Hall Park and proceed by way of Centre- 
street, City Hall-place, Pearl-street, Mulberry- 
street, Lafayette-place, Astor-place, Fourth-ave- 
nue, Union-square, Madison-square, Madison- 
avenue to One Hundred and Twentieth-street, 
along the Harlem River to the bridge at Tnird- 
avenue. Anotherline is also projected from Sev- 
enteenth-street and Broadway to One Hundred 
and Thirty-tifth-street, on the west side. These 
lines, Mr. Lauterbach said. could be built for 
$1,200,000 a mile and be finished within two 


- years.

LIBERTY’S STATUE ALL RIGHT. 

The ettect of the blizzard on the Statue of 
Liberty has been an oft-repeated question since 
Tuesday last. It was known to have been braced 
up to withstand any storm the equal of which 1s 


kvown.-to history. But the blizzard was uni- 
versally pronounced the severest visitation of 
wind and snow ever known to New-York, and 
whether the statue had been made strong enough 
to withstand such a strain as it produced was 
the question. A TIMES reporter visited Bed- 
low’s Island yesterday, and after a personal in- 
spection of the statue called on Lieut. Lewis, the 
commanding officer of the post, and Lichthouse 
Keeper Littlefield. Lieut. Lewis; who was sta- 
tioned in Dakota during the Winter of 1886-7, 
said that the wind blew much harder and the 
svow fell thicker than in any of the three severo 
blizzards he had seen in that Territory. 
Lighthouse Keeper Littlefield said the storm 
had no apparent effect on the statue other than 
to fill the staircases and inside galleries with 
snow. The windowe blew out in some places 
and allowed a draft to start through the arch- 
ways in the basement, up the flume and out at 
the windows, of such force that the snow which 
blew in at the arches was drawn up by the suc- 
tion and deposited allover the galleries and 
stairways. ‘The clectric lamps were trimmed in 
the morning and lit from below at night. They 
burned steadily throughout the night, and when 
Mr. wittlefield went upto trim them again Tues- 
day morning he found them covered with snow.

ARGUING IN BENSON’S .CASE. 
Judge Lacombe, in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court, yesterday heard argument on appeal 
in the case of George Bonson, the Mexican 
swindler. Peter Mitchell appearod for Benson 


and De Lancey Nicoll and J. Malét Prevost rep- 
resented the Mexican Government. The ques- 
tion turned upon whether or not the tickets for 
the Patti concerts sold by Benson were forger- 
ies. He was held for extradition, but his eoun- 
sel secured a writ of habeas corpus from Judge 
Lslatchford of the United States Supreme Court. 
The argument was on this writ. 

Mr. Mitchell contended that the ticket issued 
by Benson was printed, was not an imitation of

It was absurd to claim that the impression from 
the rubber stamp across the face of the ticket 
was a seal. Mr. Prevost said the words im- 
pressed by the rubber stamp were liable to two 
translations. One made it the Patti Company, 
and then there was no question that Abbey’s 
name at the end of the inscription was intended 
to be forged. Mr. Nicoll said that the argument 
that the name of Abbey on the ticket was not @ 
signature-and could not deceive did not apply, 
as the people to whom it was offered would have 
to know the genuine signature to be able to de- 
termine.

St. Mark’s Church, in Second-avenue,, 
was the scene of impressive funeral services’, 
yesterday forenoon over the body of Henry’ 
Bergh, Many of the city’s most prominent men- 
met there to pay a final tribute of respect. Mr. 
Bergh died the day of the great storm, and his 
body was yesterday placed in the receiving vault 
of the church because Greenwood Cemetery is 
still buried under a heavy blanket of snow. The 
hearse and carriages were driven with difficulty 
tothe church. The wheels rolled into soft snow 


up tothe hubs. In the streets about St. Mark’s 
the snow was piled in monumental heaps, which 
almost hid the procession from view. 

The rosewood and black broadcloth covered 
coffin was carried into the central vestibule by 
six otticera of the American Society for the Pro- 
vention of Cruelty to Animals—Alonzo 8, Evans, 
W. G. Smart, G. H. Lambert, D. Seymour, 
George Drew, and Johu Cuwey. They were in 
uniform and wore crape. The top of the 
coffin was hidden by fresh flowers, offerings 
principally from nephews and nieces. There 
was no elaborate display, owing toa request 
made by Mr. Bergh during his illness. Prominent 
Was a wreath, composed largely of tuberoses 
and Easter lilies, to which was attacned the 
photograph of a noble-looking St. Bernard dog, 
on the back of which was written ‘* Sampson's 
best friend—117 Clinton-street,Brooklyn.” There 
was also a wreath from P. T. Barnum. 

The pall bearers were Mayor Hewitt, Elbridge 
T. Gerry, President of the Society for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Children; Recorder Smyth, 
Thomas C. Acton, Alfred Wagstaff. N. M. Beck- 
with, Charles Lanier, Frederic Gallatin, James 
M. Brown, and John P. Haines, “Each wore a 
broad sash of white and black. After the coffin 
‘was carried into the vestibule they stood at the 
head of the middle aisie with the Rev. Dr. Mor- 
gan Dix, one of the Vice-Presidents of the Soci- 
ety for the Prévention of Cruelty to Animals, 
and’ the Rev. Brockholst Morgan, an aasistant 
Rector of thechurch. The clergymen led the 
procession to the chancel. Immediately behind 
the coffin walked 10 mourners, all relatives, as 
follows: . Mrs. T. Bergh Brown and_ Ed- 
win Bergh, Mrs. Edwin Bergh and Henry 
Bergh, ‘Miss Emily H. Bergh and Willie C. 
Bergh, Mrs. E. Bergh Brown, and Miss Jennie 
P. Brown. Mies Agnes M. Brown, and Miss Flor- 
euce Bergh Brown. Next, two by two, marched 
the officers and Executive Comwittee of theSo- 
ciety for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals 
wearing red mourning badges; Directors and 
ofticers of the Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty. to Children, wearing green mourning 
badges; a+delegation from the Union League 
Club wearing white and black badges, and rep- 
resentatives of outside societies. Among those 
inithe procession were J. H. Choate, Albon P, 
Man, P. T. Barnum, Horace Russell, John Jay, 
Jackson 8. Schultz, J. C. Carter, Whitelaw Reid, 
Dr. C. R. Agnew, C. N. Bliss, the Rev. C. D. W. 
Bridgman, C. C, fire § Le Grand B. Cannon, 
Col. "Rush C. Hawkins, Luther R.”Marsh, Cyrus 
Butler, Superintendent Hankinson.of the Socie- 
ty for the Preventien of Cruelty to Auvimals, 
Nathan Appleton, President of the Newport 
Society and Director bf the Boston Society, and 
members of the Brooklyn, Albany, Rochester, 
and Newburg societies. The Rev. Dr. Howard 
Crosby occupied a seat in the gallery. Juat 
after the service was opened District Attorney 
Fellows entered the east door and was shown 
to a seat near the entrance to the vestry room. 
A little later Robert G. Ingersoll and two ladies 
entered the middle door and stepped into a rear 
pew. Judge Duffy and his daughter also came 
and entered the second pew from the vestibuie. 
Col. Thomas Dunlap, who was a boy companion 
of Henry Bergh, attended. There were few 
vacant seats and the assemblage included many 
ladies. 

The burial service was that of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church, the Rev. Dr. Dix officiating, 
asaistea by the Rev. Mr. Morgan. The latter 
read the lesson. Mrs. Emma Watson Doty, so- 
prano; Mrs. Lu. Chapman, contralto; V. H. Lin- 
dahu, tenor, and John Dossett, bass, sang “ Lord, 
let me know my end,” the opening anthem to 
Felton’s chant, the hymn beginning, “ Lead, 
kindly light,” the Greatorex anthem, “I hearda 
voice,” and the recessional hymn, “ Abide with 
me.” The body will be taken to Greenwood 
when the Brooklyn roadways are passable. 





WHAT THE ENGINEERS WANT, 





A BILL TO PROVIDE FOR BETTER IN- 
SPECTION OF BOILERS, 


The mechanical engineers of this city 
will meet in convention next week at the Cooper 
Institute to pass resolutions of approval on the 
bill introduced into the Lezislature last week by 
Cornelius Van Cott to create a bureau of steam 
engineering. This bill expresses the earnest 
wishes of the mechanical engineers throughout 
the State, embracing over 10,000 men who repre- 
sent the Protective Engineers, the National Asso- 
ciation of Engiueers, the American Association of 
Engineers, and the Eccentric Association. It 
will provide for an adequate and eflicient inspec- 


tion of stationary steam engines, steam boilers, 
and steam generators, and more particularly 
for the licensing of all engineers’ employed in 
wnd'sbout stationary steam engines, boilers, or 
generators. It suggests‘that the Goverior shall 
appoint a competent board of steam engineers 
consisting of fouk men, who shall have had an 
experience as engineers of not less than five 
years. Of this board there shall be one chief 
and three assistants, and they shall have the 
general supervision over all the stationary steam 
boilers and engineers in the State. 

The bill also provides that all inspectors of 
steam boilersand steam generators so appointed 
shall act together with New-York and Brooklyn 
in making annual reports to the Chief Engineer 
of the Bureau of Steam Engineering and shall 
conform to all the rules of the biil, for the in- 
spection of steam boilers and steam generators. 
The tines imposed by the bill for failure to meet 
its demands are $100 for using a condemned 
boiler; $100 for failure of an Inspector to test 
boilers before giving certificates; $1,000 for any 
owner or lessee of a boiler or generator who 
shall use more steam than is prescribed for in 
the certificate; and lastly, that a tine of $25 
shall be imposed upon any such owner for em- 
ploying any unlicensed engineers. 

The engineers of the State are unanimous in 
their support of this measure, and look upon the 
bill not only as a wise protective measure for 
themselves, but also as such to the lives and 
property of those who employ them.

THE LONG ISLAND ROAD’S OFFER. 


The New-York and Long Island Railroad: 


Company yesterday informed the Aldermanic 
Railroad Committee that it would pay this city 
3-.per cent. of its gross receipts in lieu of all 
taxes for the privilege of tunneling the East 


River and across and under this city. The mem- 
bers of the Railroad Committee seemed to be 
pleased with the offer. Delegates from the In- 
ternational Bricklayers’ Union spoke in favor of 
the scheme, saying thatin the progress of the 
work many bricklayers would be employed. 
Everett P. Wheeler spoke asa an interested party 
in the road and as a private citizen. He thought 
that 212 per cent. on the groas receiptsin lieu 
of taxes would be ample compensation for the 
franchise. Chairman Fitzsimmons said that 
Mayor Hewitt told him that 212 per cert. on the 
gross receipts would be sufficient, but the mem- 


bers of the committee were of opinion that the. 


road would beableto pay 3 per cent. It was 
finally agreed that 3 per cent. should be paid. 
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A OHAPEL FOR SEAMEN. 

The Seamen’s Mission Chapel in West 
Houuston-street, adjoining the old mission house 
in West-street, will be consecrated to-morrow 
morning. It will be known as the Holy Com- 
forter. Architect Charles C. Haight prepared 


the plans, and the chapel and clergy house ad- 
joining were built by the Trustees of the Prot- 
estant Episcopal Church Missionary Society for 
Seamen in the City and Port of New-York from 
the proceeds of a legacy from William H.. Van- 
derbilt. -The design embraces a nave, cen- 
tral tower, transept, transept aisle, chancel and 
chancel aisle.. The material is brick, with but 
little ornamentation, yet the effect produced is 
pleasant from any point of view.

VICTIMS OF A SWINDLER. 


A RASCAL WHO IS USING B. 
& CO.’"S NAME. 

The well-known dry goods firm of B. 
Altman & Co. is exceedingly anxious to catch 
an unscrupulous rascal calling himself Frank 
L. Wilson, who, by trading on the firm’s good 
name and representing himself as its traveling 
agent, has been working a little scheme which 
has undoubtedly been very profitable to him. 
Wilson has been traveling through West Vir- 
ginia, and at each town has expressed his desire 
to appoint an agent for Altman & Co. to sell the 
latter’s goods on commission. A few days ago 
the firm received a letter from Miss Jennie 


Webb of Leesburg, West Va, which put them 
into possession of the facts. 

Early in March Wilson called on Miss Webb and 
said that he was Altman & Co.’s traveling 
agentand that the firm was desirous of ap- 
pointing an agent ineach city for the purpose 
of selling fancy goods, furnishing goods, and 
materials for fancy work, &¢., on commission. 
He said that it was not necessary that she 
should ray him forthe goods, but that upon their 
arrival and sale she could remit Altman & Co. 
their share of the money. It was necessary, 
however, that she should pay him $6 for pat- 
tern cases, packing boxes, &c. Miss Webb 
snapped atthe bait and handed over the $6 to 
Wilson, who presented her with a printed re- 
ceipt for the amount. She also signed a printed 
agreement, bearing the nameofB. Altman & 
Co. in heavy black letters, and detailing the 
fact that she was appointed agent on commis- 
sion for tne firm. It was also signed “ Frank L 
Wilson, traveling agent for Altman & Co.” 

Miss Webb, having waited some time for the 
promised goods, wrote to Altman & Co. respecting 
the matter, and was promptly informed that 
shé,.had«been awindled, as-they did’ not send 
out agents or sell goods in that manner. A 
subsequent letter stated that Wilson had been 
through the State appointing agents in each 
town. Altman & Co. are determined to stop 
the fraud if possible and are making every ex- 
ertiun to secure Wilson’s apprehension.
